Salts,  and  the  Ionisation  Theory. 

Relative  Strengths  of  Acids  and  of  Bases. 

AT  the  close  of  the  preceding  paper  of  this  series,  refer- 
ence was  made  to  the  behaviour  of  water  as  a  feeble 
base  and  as  a  feeble  acid,  and  it  is  desirable  to  consider 
here  the  question  of  what  is  meant  by  the  "strength"  of 
an  acid  or  of  a  base. 

It  was  early  recognised  that  acids  did  not  all  possess 
the  acid  characteristics  to  the  same  degree.  Some  acids 
produce  only  a  slight  change  in  the  colouring  matter  of 
litmus,  while  others  change  it  to  a  bright  and  decided  red, 
even  when  added  in  very  small  quantity ;  the  sour  taste 
of  some  acids  in  solution  is  much  more  marked  than  that 
of  others ;  substances  which  are  insoluble  in  water,  but 
soluble  in  acids,  dissolve  to  a  greater  extent  in  some  acids 
than  they  do  in  others.  This  is  expressed  by  saying  that 
some  acids  are  stronger  than  others.  It  is  to  be  observed 
that  the  relative  strength  of  an  acid  is  a  matter  quite 
distinct  from  its  state  of  concentration  or  dilution;  it  is, 
therefore,  unfortunate  that  it  has  become  customary  to 
speak  of  weak  sulphuric  acid  when  dilute  sulphuric  acid 
is  meant,  and  to  call  the  undiluted  acid  strong  sulphuric 
acid.  Dilate  sulphuric  acid  possesses  the  typical  acid 
characters  in  a  very  high  degree,  and  is,  though  dilute,  a 
strong  acid.  Early  attempts  to  arrange  acids  in  a  series, 
according  to  their  relative  strengths,  were  based  on  a 
fallacious  principle ;  one  acid  was  said  to  be  stronger 
than  another  if  it  could  completely  decompose  a  salt  of 
■that  other  and  liberate  the  acid.  For  example,  sulphuric 
acid  was  supposed  to  be  a  stronger  acid  than  hydro- 
chl  oric  acid,  because,  when  a  solid  chloride,  such  as 
sodium  chloride,  is  heated  with  concentrated  sulphuric 
acid,  it  is  completely  decomposed,  with  evolution  of 
'hydrochloric  acid.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  apparent 
relative  weakness  of  hydrochloric  acid  is  due  to  its  greater 
volatility  as  compared  with  sulphuric  acid.  Since  the 
typical  characters  of  acids,  as  of  other  salts,  are  best  ex- 
hibited only  when  these  are  in  moderately  dilute  solution, 
comparisons  of  this  kind  should  be  made  only  when  the 
substances  are  dissolved  in  a  considerable  proportion  of 
water ;  in  that  case  the  results  obtained  are  not  influenced 
by  such  extraneous  circumstances  as  difference  of  vola- 
tility, &c. 

One  of  the  various  methods  which  have  been  adopted 
for  definitely  measuring  the  relative  strengths  of  acids, 
■consists  in  determining  the  quantities  of  calcium  oxalate 
dissolved  by  their  solutions.  If  HX  be  taken  as  a  general 
formula  to  represent  the  acid  under  consideration,  the 
action  on  calcium  oxalate  may  be  represented  by  the 
equation— 

CaCA  +  mX  ^  CaXs+HsC20v 
Assuming  that  the  new  salt,  CaX,,  remains  dissolved,  the 
change  will  not  become  complete,  owing  to  the  reverse 
action  of  the  oxalic  acid  upon  the  dissolved  calcium  salt, 
which  tends  to  precipitate  calcium  oxalate.  A  balance  is 
therefore  established,  as  indicated  in  the  above  equation. 
The  stronger  the  acid  HX  is,  so  much  the  more  will  the 
direct  action  preponderate ;  that  is  to  say,  the  greater  will 
be  the  quantity  of  calcium  oxalate  decomposed  (or,  the 
greater  will  be  the  quantity  of  calcium  salt  in  solution). 
In  order  that  the  results  obtained  by  this,  or  by  any  other 
appropriate  method,  may  be  comparable  among  themselves, 
it  is  necessary  that  the  conditions  should  correspond  as 
closely  as  possible,  especially  as  regards  temperature  and 
concentration.  With  respect  to  the  latter  condition,  it  is 
to  be  remembered  that  acids  derive  their  peculiar  proper- 
ties from  the  replaceable  hydrogen  which  they  contain ; 
and  therefore,  when  their  solutions  are  to  be  compared  as 
regards  their  acid  character,  it  is  necessary  that  they 
should  coincide  in  respect  to  the  concentration  of  this 
common  constituent.  Quantities  of  different  acids  which 
contain  the  same  weight  of  replaceable  hydrogen  are  said 
to  be  equivalent  to  one  another ;  so  that  equivalent  weights 
are  proportional  to  the  molecular  weights  in  the  case  of 
monobasic  acids  (containing  one  atom  of  replaceable  hydro- 
gen in  the  molecule),  to  half  the  molecular  weights  in  the 


case  of  dibasic  acids  (containing  two  such  atoms),  to  one- 
third  of  the  molecular  weights  in  the  case  of  tribasic  acids 
(containing  three  such  atoms),  and  so  on. 

When  the  relative  strengths  of  equivalent  solutions  of 
different  acids  are  measured,  the  values  obtained  vary  ex- 
ceedingly in  different  cases.  The  strongest  acids  are  those 
generally  referred  to  as  the  mineral  acids;  compared  with 
these  the  majority  of  organic  acids  are  exceedingly  weak. 
Further,  the  strongest  acids  of  all  are  monobasic  (hydro- 
chloric acid,  nitric  acid,  &c),  the  strongest  dibasic  acid 
(sulphuric  acid)  being  decidedly  inferior  to  them  ;  tribasic 
acids,  such  as  phosphoric  acid,  are  as  a  class  still  weaker 
than  the  dibasic  acids. 

The  following  table  gives  the  numbers  actually  obtained 
by  means  of  the  calcium  oxalate  method  for  a  few  mono- 
basic acids,  at  two  different  concentrations.  In  each  case 
the  value  for  nitric  acid  is  taken  =  100.

A  fact  which  is  well  brought  out  by  these  numbers  is 
the  remarkable  increase  in  relative  strength  which  the  weak 
acids  undergo  on  dilution,  as  compared  with  the  strong 
acids ;  apparently  acids  all  tend  to  become  equally  strong 
as  their  concentration  becomes  less. 

There  are  several  other  methods  employed  for  determin- 
ing the  relative  strengths  (or  affinities)  of  acids.  Although 
widely  different  in  character,  they  all  give  results  of  the 
same  general  order,  the  agreement  amongst  them  being, 
on  the  whole,  surprisingly  good.  As  determined  by  some 
of  these  other  methods,  the  strengths  of  sulphuric  acid 
and  phosphoric  acid  are  respectively  about  60  per  cent, 
and  7  per  cent,  of  that  of  nitric  acid. 

The  relative  strengths  of  bases  can  be  determined  by 
suitable  methods,  more  or  less  resembling  some  of  those 
applicable  to  acids,  and  the  general  results  are  analogous 
to  those  obtained  in  the  case  of  the  acids.  The  strongest 
bases  are  the  hydroxides  of  the  alkali  metals,  but  those 
of  the  alkaline  earth  metals  are  very  slightly  inferior  to 
them.  Ammonia  is  very  much  weaker,  however,  and  so 
also  are  the  compounds  known  as  replaced  ammonias ;  to 
the  latter  group  belong  the  complex  bases  known  as  alka- 
loids (this  name  being  given  to  them  on  account  of  their 
chemical  character  being  similar  to  that  of  the  alkalies). 
A  considerable  number  of  hydroxides  of  compound  metallic 
radicals  are  known,  however,  which  are  practically  as 
strong  bases  as  the  alkalies  themselves. 

Many  of  those  metallic  hydroxides  which  are  practically 
insoluble  in  water  are  very  feeble  bases,  especially  those 
derived  from  trivalent  metallic  radicals.  In  some  cases 
these  feebly  basic  hydroxides  can  also,  in  the  presence  of 
very  strong  bases,  act  as  exceedingly  feeble  acids.  In 
consequence  of  this,  certain  of  the  metallic  hydroxides 
dissolve  in  excess  of  potassium  hydroxide  or  sodium 
hydroxide  solution,  because  they  interact  with  these  sub- 
stances to  produce  salt-like  compounds ;  the  hydroxides 
of  lead,  zinc,  and  aluminium  are  examples. 

In  many  cases,  very  weak  bases  and  very  weak  acids  do 
not  interact  to  form  salts,  or  at  least,  not  in  aqueous 
solution ;  in  some  cases  salts  can  be  formed  under  other 
conditions,  and  it  is  then  found  that  the  salts  so  produced 
are  decomposed  by  water,  with  formation  of  the  respective 
acid  and  base.  Decomposition  by  water  in  this  way  is 
called  hydrolysis. 

While  the  solutions  of  the  normal  salts  which  can  be 
formed  by  the  interaction  of  a  strong  acid  and  a  strong 
base  are  neutral  in  reaction,  the  salts  which  are  derived 
from  a  strong  acid  and  a  weak  base  generally  yield  acid 
solutions,  and  those  derived  from  a  weak  acid  and  a 
strong  base  generally  yield  alkaline  solutions.  Examples 
of  the  latter  are  presented  by  the  soluble  carbonates, 
sulphites,  &c.  ;  while  the  common  aluminium,  ferric,  and 
cupric  salts  exemplify  the  former  state  of  affairs.  These 
salts  are  intermediate  in  their  character  between  the  salts 
which  yield  neutral  solutions  and  those  compounds  referred 
to  in  the  preceding  paragraph;  partial  hydrolysis  takea 
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place,  with  liberation  of  strong  acid  or  strong  base,  as  the 
case  may  be,  and  this  produces  its  characteristic  reaction 
in  the  solution  of  the  salt.  (This  distinction  between 
normal  salts  which  yield  acid,  neutral,  or  alkaline  solutions, 
must  not  be  confused  with  the  differentiation  of  salts, 
constitutionally,  into  acid,  normal,  and  basic  salts.)  In 
the  Gase  of  normal  salts  derived  from  polybasic  acids, 
hydrolysis  is  sometimes  found  to  take  place  to  a  consider- 
able extent  even  although  the  acid  itself  is  a  moderately 
strong  one,  as,  for  example,  in  the  case  of  phosphoric  acid.

Brevities. 

Damage  to  the  extent  of  about  50?.  was  done  by  a  fire, 
on  July  26,  at  the  premises  of  Cave,  Austin  &  Co. 
(Limited),  of  164  Rushey  Green,  Catford. 

The  expenditure  for  medicines  during  the  official  year 
just  closed  at  the  Salford  Workhouse  Hospital  was  343/., 
and  for  the  "house"  83/.  For  vaccination  the  figure  was 
4,226/. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Kensington  Board  of  Guardians  has 
been  instructed  to  ascertain  from  six  metropolitan  parishes 
what  arrangements  are  in  practice  for  the  effective  super- 
vision and  control  of  the  drug-expenditure. 

Mr.  Marshall  Freeman,  Birmingham's  ex-pharmacist 
barrister,  was  counsel  in  two  cases  at  Assizes  this  week. 
One  is  noted  fully  herein,  and  in  the  second  case  (alleged 
indecent  assault  upon  a  girl  aged  thirteen)  he  succeeded 
in  getting  his  man  acquitted. 

In  the  case  of  Pearson  v.  Pearson  Mr.  Justice  Gorell 
Barnes  last  week  held  that  the  judgment  delivered  by  the 
French  Court  on  June  12,  1901,  was  a  valid  divorce,  and 
accordingly  dismissed  Mrs.  Pearson's  suit  for  an  English 
divorce. 

The  premises  of  Messrs.  Boots  (Limited),  Bridge  Foot, 
Boston,  were  partially  flooded  last  week  owing  to  a  bird's 
nest  having  been  built  in  the  spouting.  When  the  storm 
came  the  water  could  not  escape.  The  shop  had  to  be 
closed  for  a  short  time  until  the  water  had  been  got  rid 
of. 

The  West  Ham  and  District  Chemists'  Association  is  to 
have  a  forest  ramble  on  August  11.  A  most  interesting 
route  through  Epping  Forest  has  been  planned,  and  the 
party  will  be  conducted  by  Mr.  Soper.  Train  leaves 
Stratford  main  station  at  2.30  for  Loughton  station,  where 
the  party  will  meet  at  three  o'clock. 

At  Wallasey  Police  Court  on  August  1,  two  Liverpool 
hawkers  pleaded  guilty  to  the  theft  of  a  parcel  of  photo- 
graphic material,  valued  at  2s.,  belonging  to  Mr.  R.  F.  W. 
Robinson,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Seacombe.  The  parcel 
had  been  left  by  a  messenger  on  the  Wallasey  ferry-boat. 
The  defendants  were  each  fined  5s.,  with  the  option  of 
three  days'  imprisonment. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trade  Advisory  Com- 
mittee on  Commercial  Intelligence  held  on  July  28  at 
73  Basinghall  Street,  E.G.,  the  question  of  the  despatch 
of  further  commercial  missions  in  continuation  of  those 
recently  undertaken  to  Persia  and  Siberia  was  considered, 
also  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Trade  with  reference  to  the 
new  Swiss  and  Roumanian  and  the  proposed  new  Dutch 
Customs  Tariffs. 

Dr.  Frederick  John  Hicks,  of  Buckingham  Gate,  who 
was  charged  at  the  Central  Criminal  Court,  London,  with 
feloniously  using  instruments  to  procure  abortion,  was  on 
Wednesday  found  not  guilty.  One  of  the  witnesses  for  the 
prosecution  was  a  chemist  who  dispensed  a  prescription  for 
capsules  written  by  the  defendant.  This  witness  only 
gave  evidence  on  being  instructed  by  the  Judge.  He  said 
that  the  capsules  were  an  American  proprietary  article, 
and  could  be  sold  across  the  counter,  as  they  were  not 
poisonous. 

At  Portsmouth,  on  August  2,  the  Borough  Coroner  held 
an  inquest  on  the  body  of  Arthur  Thomas  Dorn,  a  retired 
chemist,  who  of  late  years  had  been  keeping  a  tobacco 


shop  at  96  Queen  Street,  Portsea,  and  who  had  died 
suddenly  on  the  previous  day.  He  was  taken  ill  on  Mon- 
day, and  though  Dr.  McEwen  was  immediately  sum- 
moned he  died  soon  after  his  arrival.  The  doctor 
attributed  death  to  heart-failure,  which  he  said  was  mainly 
due  to  alcoholism,  the  deceased  having  been  a  great 
drinker.    The  jury  returned  a  verdict  accordingly. 

South  African  Freights. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  South  African  Section  of  the  London 
Chamber  of  Commerce  on  July  28  it  was  decided  to 
accept  an  invitation  of  the  Bristol  Chamber  to  be  repre- 
sented at  a  conference  of  chambers  of  commerce  to  take 
what  action  is  deemed  necessary  in  the  matter  of  South 
African  freights.  In  discussion  it  was  pointed  out  that 
the  difference  in  rates  from  the  U.S.A.  to  South  African 
ports  as  compared  with  those  from  the  United  Kingdom 
was  in  many  cases  over  100  per  cent,  in  favour  of  the 
American  manu f act urer. 

Analysts'  Reports. 

During  the  past  three  months  the  public  analyst  of 
Lambeth  had  submitted  to  him  four  samples  of  cream  of 
tartar  and  one  of  milk  of  sulphur,  and  was  able  to 
certify  that  all  were  genuine. 

Mr.  E.  W.  Knight,  food  and  drugs  inspector  of  North 
Staffordshire,  reports  that  during  last  quarter  two  samples 
of  spirit  of  sweet  nitre  were  certified  to  be  deficient  in 
ethyl  nitrite.  They  were  sold  by  small  grocers,  and  the 
county  analyst  attributed  the  deficiency  to  careless  storage. 
The  sellers  were  cautioned. 

The  public  analyst  of  Middlesex  examined  during  the 
past  quarter  under  the  provisions  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  three  samples  of  sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  two  of 
oil  of  almonds,  and  one  each  of  seidlitz  powder,  ammonia, 
ammoniated  tincture  of  quinine,  Epsom  salts,  Gregory's 
powder,  ground  ginger,  liniment  of  soap,  and  compound 
liquorice  powder.  All  were  genuine  and  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  B.P.

The  "A.  Deck"  of  the  advertisement  was  the  uncle  of 
Mr.  Arthur  Deck,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  ex-President  of 
the  Cambridge  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

Permanganate  for  Deafness. 
Two  young  men,  named  Gorse  and  Douglass,  were 
charged,  at  Reading  Police  Court,  with  defrauding  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Belcher  of  the  sum  of  3s.  Some  time  ago  Gorse 
told  Mrs.  Belcher  that  he  was  a  professor  of  medicine  and 
could  cure  her  daughter's  deafness  in  fourteen  days.  He 
thereupon  wrote  the  following  prescription — "Permangan- 
ate of  potash ;  gargle  morning  and  evening.  Guy's  tonic  " 
— and  charged  her  2s.  He  said  the  prescription  was  worth 
20/.,  and  that  the  case  was  a  throat-deafness.  Douglass 
asked  her  for  2s.  "  for  introducing  the  professor,"  and 
she  eventually  gave  him  Is.  A  witness  for  the  prosecution 
said  that  permanganate  of  potash  was  largely  used  for 
gargling  the  throat,  but  was  not  a  remedy  for  deafness. 
The  Chairman  remarked  upon  the  danger  of  a  pretended 
knowledge  of  medicine,  and  said  that  to  discourage  all 
such  dangerous  practices  the  prisoners  would  each  be  sen- 
tenced to  three  months'  imprisonment  with  hard  labour. 
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Dispenser's  Suicide. 
An  inquest  was  held  before  Mr.  E.  A.  Gibson,  Man- 
chester City  Coroner,  on  July  29,  relative  to  the  death  of 
Edward  Henry  McQuinn,  late  dispenser  at  the  Chcrlton- 
i-on-Mediock  Dispensary.  The  deceased  was  married,  and 
■willy  thirty-five  years  of  age.  He  was  very  depressed  at 
Shaving  lost  his  situation,  and  poisoned  himself  with 
cyanide  of  potassium,  which,  the  Coroner  remarked,  had 
rUnhappily  become  a  popular  poison  since  the  Whittaker- 
iVright  suicide. 

Porchcrine  Case. 
At  the  County  of  London  Sessicns  on  July  29,  before 
/Mr.  Loveland  Loveland,  K.C.,  Deputy-Chairman,  Alfred 
White  (45),  traveller,  was  found  guilty  of  falsely  apply- 
ing the  trade-mark  "  Porcherine "  to  a  bottle  of  liquid 
•which  was  not  true  porcherine,  and  was  ordered  to  pay 
vn.  fine  of  2(W.,  and  101.  towards  the  costs  of  the  prosecu- 
tion. 

Cricket. 

On  Bank  Holiday,  Chesterfield  served  the  purposes  of  a 
"' half-way  house"  for  the  meeting  between  the  Notting- 
'  iiam  Chemists  and  the  Hanover  Cricket  Club,  composed  of 
-representatives  of  the  firm  of  Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb 
{Limited),  Liverpool.    The  event  had  been  eagerly  antici- 
pated aiike  by  the  Notts  men  and  the  Lancastrians,  and 
there  was  a  large  muster  of  the  confraternity,  about  sixty 
''l>eing  entertained  to  luncheon  and  dinner  by  Mr.  Brinson. 
The  match  was  a  most  interesting  one,  the  Notts  team 
cunning  up  a  total  of  104,  towards  which  Henstcck  con- 
tributed 26.  and  Cartledge  was  responsible  for  44.  Han- 
dover made  87,  and  lost  by  17  runs,  Prince  taking  four  of 
n^their  wickets  for  20  runs.

Setting  Fire  to  an  Oil-shop. 
At  Birmingham  Assizes  this  week,  before  the  Lord  Chief 
JJustice,  Charles  Smith,  oil-seller  (62),  was  indicted  for 
unlawfully  setting  fire  to  a  shed  with  intent  to  injure  his 
-wife,  Hagar  Smith.    Mr.  Cracroit  appeared  to  prosecute, 
.•and  Mr.  Marshall  Freeman  defended.    Mr.  Cracroft  ex- 
plained that  the  prisoner  and  prosecutrix  were  man  and 
•wife,  but  for  about  three  months  they  had  lived  apart. 
"The  prosecutrix  carried  on  business  as  a  lamp-oil  seller  at 
i?toney  Lane,  and  after  a  quarrel  the  prisoner  was  heard 
r  ifco  say  that  he  would  "burn  her  out."     Evidence  was 
/brought  to  prove  that  he  attempted  to  do  this.  Mr. 
Freeman,  on  behalf  of  the  prisoner,  contended  that  the 
ibusiness  really  belonged  to  accused,  who  had  been  in  the 
iinfirmary  for  some  time,  and  objected  to  the  lodger  whom 
"Sie  found  on  the  premises ;  there  was  no  doubt  that  what 
Siad  been  done  was  the  result  of  a  fit  of  temper,  and  was 
vione  without  any  intention  to  injure  the  prosecutrix.  The 
ffiyord  Chief  Justice,  in  summing  up,  said  that,  in  spite  of 


Mr.  Freeman's  ingenious  defence,  the  jury  must  remember 
that  prisoner  had  threatened  beforehand  to  do  what  he 
subsequently  did.  The  jury  found  the  prisoner  guilty, 
but  without  intent  to  injure.  Mr.  Freeman  submitted 
that  this  verdict  amounted  to  an  acquittal,  and  quoted  the 
section  of  the  Act  in  support  ;  but  the  Lord  Chief  Justice 
overruled  the  point,  and  sentenced  the  prisoner  to  eighteen 
months'  hard  labour. 

Tho  Week's  Poisonings. 
Death  has  claimed  fifteen  poison-victims  during  the  past 
week.  Potassium  cyanide  and  carbolic  acid  head  the  list 
of  poisons  with  four  and  three  victims,  opium,  mercuric 
chloride,  oxalic  acid,  phosphorus,  strychnine,  salts  of 
lemon,  chlorodyne  and  insect  powder  being  used  in  the 
other  cases.  Two  of  the  deaths  from  cyanide  were  in 
London,  another  being  the  case  of  a  dispenser  at  Man- 
chester mentioned  above,  the  fourth  occurring  at  Stone- 
house.  Devon.  In  this  case  the  poison  was  purchased  from 
Mr.  Maitland,  chemist.  Chapel  Street,  for  the  purpose  of 
cleaning  gold  lace. — One  of  the  cases  of  carbolic-poisoning 
was  that  of  the  Newark  infirmary  matron,  who  had  been 
asked  to  resign  her  post.  The  phosphorus  death  was  that 
of  a  baby  who  sucked  match-heads,  but  the  jury  attached 
no  blame  to  the  parents  who  left  the  matches  within  reach. 
— The  wife  of  an  ex-publican  at  Long  Mel  ford  took  strych- 
nine in  the  form  of  a  rat-poison.  Mr.  G.  C.  Bayston,  the 
chemist  who  supplied  the  rat-poison  about  a  year  ago,  said 
the  register  was  signed,  and  stated  that  the  vermin-killer 
contained  approximately  about  three  grains  of  strychnine 
in  each  packet. — The  kind  of  insect-powder  that  caused  one 
of  the  deaths  enumerated  above  is  not  mentioned  in  the 
report  of  the  case  that  reaches  us. — In  a  case  of  attempted 
poisoning  at  Wolverhampton  the  Chief  Constable  said  the 
laudanum  had  been  obtained  from  a  chemist  cn  the  plea 
that  it  was  for  toothache,  which  was  a  perfectly  valid 
excuse.  Several  emetics  promptly  administered  contri- 
buted to  the  recovery  of  the  young  woman,  who,  it  is 
stated,  is  to  be  married  in  a  few  days.

Business  Change. 

Mr.  Isaac  Davidson,  druggist  and  grocer,  Portadown, 
has  secured  premises  adjoining  his  own,  to  which  he 
intends  removing  his  drug-department. 

Cod-liver  Oil  Eeturned. 

Messrs.  Hunt  &  Co..  chemists,  Dublin,  have  written  to 
the  Dundalk  Board  of  Guardians  relative  to  a  quantity  of 
cod-liver  oil  unfavourably  reported  upon  by  the  analyst. 
They  point  out  that  the  oil  was  tested  by  them  and  it 
answered. to  all  the  tests  of  the  B.P.,  but  now  it  seemed 
to  be  rancid.  They  would  replace  the  order  with  an  equal 
quantity  of  oil,  to  which  they  would  pay  special  atten- 
tion,   This  explanation  was  considered  satisfactory. 

Too  Much  Castor  Oil. 

At  an  inquest  last  week,  in  Belfast,  on  a  five-weeks-old 
baby,  it  was  stated  by  the  child's  mother  that  she  had 
given  it  castor  oil  every  second  day  since  its  birth.  The 
Coroner  said  it  was  no  wonder  the  infant  mortality  in 
Belfast  was  so  high  when  there  was  such  ignorance.  Dr. 
Ritchie  certified  the  death  to  be  due  to  inflammation  of 
the  bowels  and  stomach,  brought  about  by  the  overdosing 
with  castor  oil.  If  a  grown-up  man  took  the  ©il  every 
alternate  day  he  would  not  be  able  to  work,  much  less  a 
young  infant.  He  added  that  the  practice  of  closing 
young  babies  with  the  oil  was  general  in  Ulster,  and  ought 
to  be  put  an  end  to. 

Igazol  Still  to  be  Used. 

The  sub-committee  appointed  by  the  Belfast  Board  of 
Guardians  some  time  ago  to  report  as  to  the  use  of  igazol 
for  the  treatment  of  consumptive  patients  now  recommend 
that  the  use  of  this  drug  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  Dr. 
Hall  until  special  accommodation  is  provided  for  the  con- 
sumptives in  the  workhouse.  This  recommendation 
follows  on  the  lines  of  the  letter  from  the  L.G.B.  of 
July  6,  which  stated  that  if  the  Guardians  determine  to 
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•continue  the  use  of  igazol  means  ought  to  be  taken  to 
prevent  its  being  given  indiscriminately,  and  that  its  pre- 
scription should  be  strictly  limited  to  the  class  of  cases 
in  which  advantage  may  be  expected  to  result  from  its  use. 
Poisoning-cases. 

Mr.  Moss's  report  on  his  examination  of  the  viscera  of 
a  cow  that  died  on  the  farm  of  Mr.  Rogers,  of  Navan, 
states  that  traces  of  arsenic  were  found.  Police  inquiries 
.are  now  being  made. 

A  child  four  years  of  age,  named  Torney,  died  in  the 
Adelaide  Hospital,  Dublin,  cn  July  31  through  having 
accidentally  taken  spirits  of  salt  which  had  been  used 
for  plumbing-purposes  and  which  had  been  left  within  its 
reach  by  a  workman. 

At  Skeagh,  on  July  25,  Coroner  Neville  held  an  inquiry 
as  to  the  cause  of  death  of  an  old  man  named  O'Donovan. 
The  deceased  suffered  from  rheumatism  and  took  a  dose 
of  his  liniment  instead  of  the  mixture.    Death  was  due 
'.to  aconite-poisoning. 

Two  Strings  to  his  Bow. 
At  the  Liverpool  Bankruptcy  Court  on  July  28,  James 
Charles  Todd  Watterson,  described  as  a  young  Irish 
■chemist  who  had  lately  been  carrying  on  business  as  a 
•licensed  victualler  at  the  Grapes  Hotel,  Liverpool,  sub- 
mitted to  his  public  examination.  His  statement  showed 
debts  amounting  to  652/.  and  assets  valued  at  817.  net. 
It  was  stated  during  the  proceedings  that  the  takings  of 
the  hotel  diminished  and  that  towards  the  end  of  lir'Ol 
■foe  transferred  the  licence  to  his  wife  and  took  engagements 
=as  locum-tenens  for  chemists,  and  so  earned  from  21.  to 
■21.  5s.  per  week.    The  examination  was  adjourned. 

The  Empties  Difficulty. 

The  controversy  with  reference  to  the  return  of  empties 
.still  continues  in  certain  unions.  In  the  Strokestown 
Union  certain  empties  said  to  have  been  returned  have 
-apparently  not  reached  the  contractor,  although  he  has 
sent  a  remittance  of  1/.  to  cover  cost  of  removal  and 
•cartage.  In  the  case  of  the  Ballinrobe  Union  one  of  the 
relieving-officers  stated  that  he  had  packed  three  barrels 
of  empties  and  forwarded  them  to  Messrs.  Boileau  & 
Boyd,  Dublin,  and  paid  railway-carriage  on  them  amount- 
ing to  3s.  6d.  He  got  no  reply  from  the  firm  in  response 
to  his  application  for  payment,  and  he  now  requested  the 
Board  of  Guardians  to  refund  him  his  out-of-pocket  ex- 
penses. 

Must  Pay  the  Rent. 
At  the  Dublin  City  Sessions  last  week  an  echo  of  the 
recent  fire  at  the  residence  of  Mr.  Grimes,  Irish  repre- 
sentative of  Messrs.  Evans,  of  Liverpool,  druggists'  sun- 

.driesmen,  was  heard.    It  was  an  action  by  a  man  named 

"Daly  to  recover  from  Mr.  Grimes  221.  10.*.,  half  a  year's 
rent  of  the  house  injured  by  fire.  Mr.  Grimes  declined  to 
pay  on  the  ground  that  Section  40  of  the  Landlord  and 
Tenants  Act  cancelled  the  lease;  the  fire  had  rendered  the 
house  uninhabitable.    The  Recorder  held  that  the  section 

.of  the  Act  did  not  apply  in  the  present  case.  It  only 
applied  to  cases  where  there  was  no  covenant  to  repair. 
Here  there  was  a  very  strong  covenant — namely,  to  deliver 
up  the  place  to  the  plaintiff  or  his  agent  in  the  same  good 

•order  and  condition  in  which  the  lessee  received  same. 
Lie  gave  plaintiff  a  decree  for  22/.  10-.

Jfrencb  IRcws. 

(From  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 


An  International  Congress  of  Botany  is  announced  to 
be  held  in  Vienna  from  June  10  to  18,  1905,  on  the  initia- 
tive of  the  Austrian  Minister  of  Public  Instruction.  The 
principal  object  appears  to  be  to  arrive  at  a  universal 
botanical  denomination,  as  the  names  of  plants,  in  spite 
of  their  Latin  nomenclatures,  vary  a  great  deal.  The 
President  of  the  Paris  Academy  of  Sciences  referred  to 
the  Congress  at  the  meeting  a  week  ago,  and  mentioned 
that  a  special  invitation  was  extended  to  French  savants. 

Specialising. — The  leaderette  on  this  subject  on 
page  159  in  your  issue  of  last  week  reminds  one  that  France 
is  essentially  the  home  of  specialising  in  matters  of  pharm- 
acy. In  the  matter  of  dispensing  medicines  it  is  especially 
so,  for  the  law  prevents  anyone  from  practising  as  doctor 
and  pharmacist  at  the  same  time,  although  it  is  by  no 
means  unusual  to  find  men  holding  the  two  degrees.  These 
include  a  good  many  pharmacists  in  business,  and  Dr.  W. 
Douglas  Hogg  may  be  mentioned  as  a  distinguished  ex- 
ample. But  even  under  these  conditions  quite  a  number 
of  pharmacists  specialise  in  such  branches  as  analysis,  at- 
tending surgical  operations  with  antiseptics,  and  various 
other  ways.  One  sees  occasionally  on  a  shop-front  "  Ex- 
Assistant  at  the  Pasteur  Institute,"  and  other  such  indi- 
cations of  modern  methods. 

Swindling-methods. — A  correspondent  from  Dieppe 
writes  that  a  young  man  named  Emile  A.  Mathurin,  twenty- 
four  years  of  age,  has  been  arrested  on  the  charge  of 
swindling  pharmacists  there.  It  was  a  variation  of  a  form 
of  cheating  which  has  frequently  been  practised,  and.  one 
may  add,  too  often  succeeds.  He  was  in  the  habit  of 
addressing  a  letter  to  a  pharmacist  ordering  various  goods, 
usually  proprietary  articles,  and  terminated  by  saying  : 
"  Kindly  let  your  messenger  bring  me  change  for  a  hundred 
francs,  and  I  shall  be  obliged."  He  signed  the  name  of 
a  well-known  person,  and  then  waited  near  the  house  of 
the  latter.  When  the  pharmacist's  messenger  arrived  the 
swindler  accosted  him  in  an  aggrieved  way,  and  after  look- 
ing at  the  goods  said,  "  That's  all  right,  but  you  are 
horribly  behind  time,  and  I  am  in  a  great  hurry ;  just 
hand  me  the  change,  and  go  up  to  the  second  floor  of  this 
house,  where  the  servant  is  waiting  to  take  the  medicine 
and  give  you  a  hundred-franc  note."  The  scheme  answered 
twice,  but  news  of  this  kind  travels  fast  in  a  small  sea- 
side town,  and  the  third  time  Mathurin  was  caught  red- 
handed.  He  made  a  clean  breast  of  his  misdoings  at  the 
police  station,  and  has  every  prospect  of  spending  the 
remainder  of  the  summer  in  prison. 

Controlling  Prescriptions. — Dr.  Jules  Dunac,  a 
physician  of  Foix,  some  time  ago  was  called  in  to  attend 
aMme.  Emile  Dussault,  and  prescribed  two  suppositories  of 
10  cgms.  of  hydrochloride  of  morphine,  which,  on  admini- 
stration, produced  grave  symptoms  of  poisoning,  and  the 
patient  succumbed.  The  doctor  was  prosecuted  on  the 
charge  of  "homicide  by  imprudence,"  and  was  acquitted, 
but  the  pharmacist,  M.  Darexy,  who  prepared  the  sup- 
positories, was  fined  for  having  sold  poisonous  substances 
for  medicinal  purposes  in  contravention  of  the  law — that 
is  to  say,  without  having  obtained  from  the  physician  an  in- 
dication in  letters  as  well  as  or  instead  of  figures  of  the  dose 
of  poison  prescribed.  The  Public  Prosecutor  took  the  matter 
up  and  appealed  against  the  favourable  judgment  for  the 
doctor.  The  case  was  tried  at  Toulouse,  and  the  defendant 
was  again  acquitted  of  the  charge  of  homicide  by  im- 
prudence, but  was  condemned  to  pay  a  fine  of  lOOf.  for 
"voluntary  wounding";  the  sentence  against  the  phar- 
macist was  maintained.  M.  Dussault  then  added  to  the 
original  lawsuit  a  claim  for  compensation,  and  the  case 
was  heard  again  at  Foix.  On  this  occasion  the  doctor  was 
fined  150f.  (61.),  but  the  pharmacist  was  acquitted.  The 
case  came  before  the  Toulouse  Court  of  Appeal  again,  and 
the  judgment  against  Dr.  Dunac  was  confirmed,  the  in- 
demnity was  increased  to  the  sum  of  8.000f.  (320/.),  as  well 
as  mulcting  him  in  the  costs.  M.  Darexy,  the  pharmacist, 
was  fortunate  in  escaping  with  a  small  fine.

Messrs.  Hopkins  &  Co.  have  opened  another  branch  at 
the  corner  of  Argyle  and  Victoria  Streets,  Woodstock. 
This  makes  the  fourth  branch  the  firm  possess  in  the 
vicinity. 

The  Imports  of  Drugs  and  Chemicals  into  Cape 
Colony  during  the  two  months  ending  February,  1904, 
•amounted  in  value  to  45,000/.  against  84,000/.  for  the  corre- 
sponding period  of  1903. 

A  Farmer  sued  the  Cape  Central  Railways  for  aloe- 
bushes  destroyed,  at  the  rate  of  2s.  6(7.  each.  The  case 
was  heard  in  the  Supreme  Court  at  Cape  Town,  and  judg- 
ment at  the  rate  of  6d.  per  bush  was  awarded  the  farmer. 

Beer  has  gone  up  in  price  since  the  new  Taxation  Act 
came  into  force.  A  glass  of  local  lager  beer  equivalent  to 
pint  size  now  costs  Id.  (writes  our  Cape  correspondent), 
and  instead  of  paying  9c/.  for  a  small  bottle,  German  at  Is. 
is  preferred. 

A  Correspondent  in  the  "Cape  Times*'  has  expressed 
himself  ready  to  furnish  a  formula  that  will  stop  the 
crave  for  alcoholic  stimulants.  Among  other  things  the 
formula  contained  gold  bromide  and  arsenic.  It  is  safe  to 
say  that  no  druggist  would  dispense  it,  since  the  quantities 
given  of  both  these  products,  more  especially  the  latter, 
would  have  stopped  the  "crave"  for  ever.  The  "Cape- 
Times  "  took  the  precaution  to  submit  the  formula  to  a 
qualified  chemist,  and  on  his  advice  did  not  publish  it. 
It  contained  in  each  dose  approximately  300  times  the 
maximum  dose  of  arsenic. 

Natal. 

An  Unregistered  Dentist's  Case. — In  the  Chief  Magis- 
trate's Court,  Dr.  Bobbins,  of  Durban,  was  charged  with 
covering  Mr.  P.  F.  Bailey,  an  unlicensed  person,  and 
allowing  him  to  practise  on  his  premises  without  the 
personal  supervision  of  a  dentist.  Evidence  was  led  to 
show  that  Mr.  Bailey  did  certain  work  on  the  defendant's 
premises,  during  defendant's  absence,  but  the  Magistrate 
found  the  defendant  not  guilty,  saying  that  he  considered 
the  purpose  of  the  Act  was  to  prevent  assistants  practising 
at  other  premises  than  that  of  the  principal,  under  the 
principal's  licence.  Mr.  Bailey,  however,  was  fined  1/., 
because  he  had  undoubtedly  practised  the  functions  of  a 
dentist,  without  being  registered  in  the  Colony,  although 
he  was  qualified  as  a  dentist  to  practise  elsewhere. 

The  New  Duty  of  15s.  per  proof  gal.  on  spirituous 
preparations  came  into  force  provisionally  on  .Tuly  1.  The 
result  of  the  duty  will  be  a  decided  falling-off  in  the  im- 
portation of  tinctures  and  other  preparations  containing 
spirit.  A  large  amount  of  rectified  spirit  is  distilled  in  the 
Colony,  and  this  will  be  used  for  making  the  various 
preparations  locally.  It  is  already  the  intention  of  one 
firm  of  distillers  to  cater  for  the  drug-trade  in  the  matter 
of  preparing  tinctures,  &c.  The  original  intention  of  the 
Government  was  to  put  a  25-per-cent.  duty  on  all  drugs 
not  being  pure  drugs,  which  meant  that  practically  all  the 
ordinary  drugs  in  common  use  by  the  chemist  would  be 
subject  to  the  duty.  This  matter  was  energetically  taken 
up  by  Messrs.  Brereton,  of  Durban,  and  Turner,  of 
Maritzburg,  on  behalf  of  the  chemists,  an  interview  with 


the  Colonial  Secretary  being  arranged,  and  the  whole 
matter  gone  into,  with  the  result  that  the  obnoxious 
measure  was  withdrawn.  The  new  duty  of  15.?.  per  proof 
gal.  is  now  receiving  attention  at  the  hands  of  Messrs. 
Brereton  and  Turner,  who  hope  to  prove  to  the  Govern- 
ment the  injustice  of  the  new  proposal,  and  to  have  the 
duty  removed. 

Transvaal. 

The  Imports  of  Drugs  and  Chemicals  into  the  Trans- 
vaal during  the  four  months  ending  April,  1904.  amounted 
to  139,000/.,  against  203,000/.  for  the  corresponding  period 
of  1903. 

An  Unregistered  Dentist. — At  Pretoria  on  July  6, 
W.  H.  Reid,  dentist,  Fordsburg,  was  fined  21.,  or  three 
days'  imprisonment,  for  contravening  Section  3  of  Procla- 
mation 1  of  1903,  in  practising  without  being  registered. 
The  accused  stated  that  he  was  an  assistant  of  Mr.  Perrow, 
who  left  for  England  about  April  11,  and  he  was  carrying 
on  Mr.  Perrow's  business.  He  had  communicated  with  the 
Colonial  Secretary  regarding  the  registration  of  his 
diploma,  and  only  heard  from  him  on  June  23  last.  He  was 
properly  admitted  in  New  South  Wales. 

Unregistered  Chemists. — At  Pretoria  on  July  6,  L. 
Malkison  and  M.  Kogan,  Fordsburg,  were  charged  with 
practising  as  chemists  and  druggists  without  being  regis- 
tered. The  Colonial  Secretary  deposed  that  the  defend- 
ants' names  do  not  occur  on  the  register.  A  detective  saicl 
he  recognised  the  accused  as  persons  who  carry  on  business, 
as  general  dealers,  chemists,  and  druggists,  in  Market 
Buildings,  Fordsburg.  The  licence  was  in  the  name  of 
Wm.  Colin,  who  takes  no  part  in  the  business.  Witness, 
had  not  seen  them  make  up  prescriptions,  but  they  had 
said  to  him  they  were  chemists,  and  on  the  windows  were 
the  words,  "  Prescriptions  carefully  prepared."  They 
said  they  practise  under  Cohn's  licence.  Cohn  is  a  chemist, 
in  Vrededorp.  The  accused  said  they  had  diplomas  of 
other  countries.  Mr.  Van  den  Berg  said  there  was  no 
evidence  that  the  accused's  names  were  outside  the  shop, 
and  not  sufficient  proof  that  they  practised  as  chemists. 
He  therefore  discharged  them. 

Transvaal  Pharmacy  Ordinance. — A  deputation  from 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  consisting  of  Mr.  Lewis. 
Thomas  (President),  Mr.  B.  Owen  Jones  (Vice-President), 
Mr.  Robert  Butters  (Past-President),  Mr.  J.  Herbert. 
Dinwoodie,  and  Mr.  A.  S.  Smith  waited  upon  Sir  Richard 
Soloman,  the  Attorney-General,  at  Pretoria,  on  Thursday, 
July  7,  in  regard  to  several  clauses  in  the  Pharmacy 
Ordinance.  The  interview  commenced  at  11  a.m.  and 
lasted  a  considerable  time.  Clause  48  was  first  discussed. 
This  clause  (see  C.  &  D.,  July  30,  page  153)  practically 
gives  power  to  dentists  and  veterinary  surgeons  to  seli 
poisons.  The  deputation  suggested  that  the  words 
"dentists  and  veterinary  surgeons"  should  be  deleted,  as 
neither  are  qualified  by  training  to  sell  poisons.  The 
Attorney-General,  while  appreciating  the  argument  of  the 
deputation,  would  not  agree  to  the  deletion  suggested,  but 
promised  to  incorporate  in  the  clause  a  phrase  which  will) 
limit  dealing  in  poisons  by  dentists  and  veterinary  sur- 
geons to  patients  under  their  care,  as  well  as  to  ensure 
that  they  shall  not  keep  open  shop  as  chemists  and  drug- 
gists. To  Clause  55,  Sub-clause  a,  the  Attorney-General! 
agreed  to  add  "the  name  and  address  of  the  seller" 
as  a  requisite  part  of  the  label  used  for  poisons  when  sold. 
There  was  a  long  conversation  on  Clause  66,  which  limits 
the  recovery  of  charges  for,  inter  alia,  medicine  to  medical 
practitioners  and  dentists.  Mr.  Dinwoodie  strongly  urged 
upon  the  Attorney-General  that  in  justice  chemists  and 
druggists  ought  to  be  included  in  the  clause,  as  otherwise 
they  would  be  unable  to  recover  for  goods  supplied.  Mr. 
A.  S.  Smith  supported  Mr.  Dinwoodie,  but  the  Attorney- 
General  would  not  promise  to  alter  the  clause ;  and  he  also 
refused  to  alter  Clause  49,  which  imposes  a  penalty  for  the 
sale  of  bad  drugs.  The  deputation  thanked  Sir  Richard 
Soloman  for  his  courteous  reception,  and  withdrew.  The 
Ordinance  was  read  a  first  time  by  the  Legislative  Council 
on  Thursday,  July  7,  and  a  second  time  on  July  10.  In 
the  Committee  stage,  which  followed,  the  amendments 
referred  to  were  introduced,  and  our  correspondent  states 
that  the  measure  was  expected  to  become  law  before  the 
end  of  July.

New  South  Wales. 

Sir  John  See,  the  recently  retired  Premier,  has  a  direct 
connection  with  pharmacy.  He  is  a  large  shareholder  and 
director  in  the  firm  of  Washington  H.  Soul,  Pattinson  & 
Co.  (Limited). 

Carriage  on  Medicine. — Mr.  C'has.  Sykes,  of  Bulli, 
wrote  to  the  Railway  Commissioners  on  the  new  charge  of 
•SO  per  cent,  additional  on  the  stamp-rate.  The  reply 
states  that  the  charge  applies  whether  the  parcels  are 
packed  in  paper  or  cardboard  boxes.  If,  however,  they 
are  packed  securely  in  boxes  and  not  labelled  "Glass," 
ordinary  parcel-rates  will  be  charged. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  N.S.W. — At  the  June 
meeting  of  the  Council  arrangements  were  completed  for  a 
series  of  five  first-aid  lectures  under  the  auspices  of  the 
St.  John's  Ambulance  Association.  Lectures  before  the 
Society  have  been  promised  by  Mr.  W.  F.  Gale  ("Revela- 
tions of  Astronomical  Photography"),  Mr.  J.  H.  Maiden, 
F.L.S.  (Director  of  the  Botanical  Gardens),  Mr.  H.  T. 
Smith  (Technological  Museum),  and  Dr.  T.  S.  Dixson. 

The  Pharmacy  Board  of  N.S.W.  at  their  June  meeting 
.considered  what  steps  should  be  taken  in  regard  to  the 
recent  cases  of  poisoning  through  mistaking  sheep-dip  for 
■sulphur.  The  danger  of  "Rat  Biskit,"  an  arsenical  pre- 
paration for  destroying  vermin,  was  also  mentioned.  The 
Board  resolved  to  address  the  State  Treasurer,  pointing 
■out  the  difficulties  under  which  they  laboured  when  the 
sale  of  poisons  is  in  the  hands  of  people  who  do  not  know 
the  dangers. 

Fire-escapes  and  Firepboofing. — Dr.  T.  Storie  Dixson, 
hon.  physician  of  the  Sydney  Hospital,  has  just  supplied 
the  Board  of  Directors  with  a  report  on  hospital-construc-- 
ition  from  observations  made  during  his  recent  tour  of 
.Europe  and  America.  An  important  section  of  the  report 
is  based  on  information  obtained  from  Mr.  Fink,  fire 
■superintendent  of  the  firm  of  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co. 
Mr.  Fink  believes  in  the  usefulness  of  balconies  as  means 
•of  escape  from  burning  buildings,  the  balconies  being  con- 
nected by  staircases.  Windows  of  store-rooms  are  best 
.glazed  with  Voigtman's  fire-windows  (made  of  wire  glass), 
as  these  are  able  to  resist  fire  much  better  than  ordinary 
glass,  and  do  not  warp  under  influence  of  great  heat  as  do 
iron  shutters. 

New  Zealand. 

Mr.  E.  W.  Giesen,  formerly  in  business  as  a  chemist, 
■has  been  unusually  successful  at  his  medical  examinations 
in  England.  He  recently  wrote  to  a  friend  :  "  March  was 
a  long  series  of  exams.,  and  I  am  thankful  to  say  that  I 
•came  out  with  most  of  the  spoils — viz.,  the  senior  Arthur 
Durham  prize  for  dissection,  15?.  ;  the  Sands-Cox  Scholar- 
ship in  physiology,  45/. ;  and  the  proficiency  prize  of  15/. 
in  anatomy  and  physiology.  The  only  thing  I  missed  was 
a  10/.  prize  in  anatomy,  and  that  went  to  a  friend." 

The  Pharmacy  Board  (N.Z.)  met  on  June  14  and 
transacted  much  routine  business.  One  New  Zealander 
wrote  from  Pietermaritzberg,  asking  to  be  allowed  to  sit 
for  the  local  practical  examination.  He  would  have  been 
■entitled  to  exemption  from  the  N.Z.  Preliminary  exami- 
nation had  he  made  application  in  time.  The  Board 
decided  that  they  could  not.  extend  the  time.    August  9 


was  fixed  for  a  Conference  of  the  Board,  when  the  members 
elected  for  the  provincial  districts  of  Auckland,  Canter- 
bury, and  Otago  will  meet  at  Wellington  and  discuss 
many  matters  of  policy.  Mr.  Gatenby,  a  member  of  the 
Board  not  resident  in  Wellington,  had  found  it  impossible 
to  attend  regularly,  and  resigned  his  seat.  This  leaves 
the  routine  administration  in  the  hands  of  the  Wellington 
members,  who  have  also  to  deal  with  emergencies.  For- 
merly the  Board  sat  for  three  years  at  a  time  at  each  of 
the  four  principal  cities  in  succession.  The  Pharmacy  Act 
of  1901  centralised  the  administration  at  Wellington,  but 
gave  each  of  the  other  three  districts  the  right  to  elect  a 
member,  who  can  at  any  time  attend  and  take  his  shave  in 
the  decisions. 

Queensland. 

The  "Scots  Gray"  Mosquito  is  a  specially  virulent 
creature,  fortunately  not  known  south  of  Queensland.  Mr. 
W.  R.  Colledge,  chemist,  Brisbane,  has  been  studying  the 
mosquito's  habits,  and  read  a  long  paper  on  the  subject 
before  the  Royal  Society  of  Queensland.  The  paper  has 
just  been  issued  in  the  "  Proceedings"  of  the  Society.  The 
paper  runs  to  fourteen  pages,  and  there  are  thirty-eight 
sketches  and  diagrams,  apparently  mostly  from  photo- 
graphs, and  very  beautifully  executed. 

South  Australia. 

The  Pharmacy  Board,  S.A.,  has  had  an  uneventful 
month.  The  proceedings  at  the  June  meeting  covered 
letters  relating  to  reciprocity  between  Western  Australia 
and  the  other  States,  and  certain  information  that  the 
Pharmacy  Act  was  being  contravened.  These  are  to  be 
taken  up  at  later  meetings. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  (S.A.)  at  its  June  meeting 
reported  the  result  of  the  election  of  the  Council  for  the 
coming  year.  Three  new  members,  Messrs.  Edward 
Dawson,  E.  J.  T.  F.  Gryst,  and  Albert  Edward  Hustler, 
were  elected.  Mr.  Harry  Bickford,  of  the  firm  of  A.  M. 
Bickford  &  Sons,  wholesale  druggists,  Adelaide,  was  re- 
elected President  for  the  third  time. 

Of  the  New  Members  of  the  South  Australian  Council 
two  were  born  in  Adelaide,  and  Mr.  Gryst,  though  born 
in  England,  was  taken  to  South  Australia  at  a  very 
early  age.  Mr.  Albert  Edward  Hustler  was  apprenticed 
to  his  father,  but  afterwards  obtained  other  mercantile 
experience  and  then  returned  to  pharmacy.  He  has  also 
had  several  years'  experience  in  assaying  and  mining 
chemistry.  He  has  been  in  business  for  himself  at  Unley 
for  about  eleven  years.  Mr.  Edward  Dawson  was  appren- 
ticed to  a  firm  of  homoeopathic  chemists  some  twenty  years 
ago,  and  on  the  dissolution  of  partnership  purchased  the 
branch  at  Unley  he  was  managing.  Mr.  Gryst  was  an 
apprentice  to  Mr.  J.  H.  Young,  the  present  Registrar  of 
the  Pharmacy  Board,  and  is  the  only  member  of  the 
Council  of  the  Society  who  has  gone  through  the  full 
South  Australian  curriculum  from  the  Preliminary  up- 
wards.   He  was  the  Society's  first  medallist  in  1896. 

Tasmania. 

Racecourse-trespassing. — Mr.  T.  P.  Ryan,  chemist, 
Hobart,  was  again  before  the  Magistrates  during  the  month 
charged  with  trespassing  on  the  premises  of  the  Tasmanian 
Racing  Club.  He  had  received  notice  not  to  go,  on  the 
ground  apparently  that  he  is  a  bookmaker.  The  Act  of 
Parliament  under  which  the  information  was  laid  is  pecu- 
liar to  Tasmania.  Mr.  Ryan  was  fined  5s.  and  12*.  6d. 
costs.  It  was  intimated  that  an  appeal  would  be  made  to 
a  higher  Court. 

Customs-duties. — On  May  31,  at  a  public  inquiry  held 
under  the  Customs  Act,  Mr.  Holmes,  of  Hatton  &  Laws, 
Launceston,  produced  a  sample  of  soft  extract  of  liquorice 
which  he  contended  was  purely  for  medicinal  purposes  and 
not  liquorice  as  usually  understood.  In  the  invoice  this 
had  been  entered  as  drugs,  free  cf  duty.  The  Customs 
officials  held  that  it  should  have  been  entered  as  liquorice 
liable  to  2d.  per  lb.,  the  amount  of  duty  unpaid  being 
18s.  4(/.  The  Customs  authorities  were  satisfied  that  there 
was  no  intention  to  defraud. 

Victoria. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Victoria  on  June  3 
agreed  that  students  who  had  attended  the  bacteriological

class  for  1903  should  be  allowed  to  take  up  that  for  the 
present  year  at  the  same  fees.  It  was  resolved  that  an 
application  be  made  to  the  Government  to  have  the  amount 
of  the  grant  formerly  given — 500/. —  reinstated  on  the  esti- 
mates, and  that  a  deputation,  consisting  of  the  President, 
Vice-President,  Treasurer,  and  Mr.  Witt,  wait  on  the 
Chief  Secretary. 

Pharmacy  Board  of  Victoria. — At  the  meeting  on 
June  8,  a  letter  was  read  from  the  Chief  Secretary  of  Vic- 
toria intimating  that  the  question  of  restoring  the  original 
amount  of  the  subsidy  would  be  dealt  with  when  the  esti- 
mates were  being  prepared.  In  regard  to  the  examination 
for  the  certificate  of  public  analyst,  Mr.  B.  Whitington, 
Stawcll,  asked  whether  the  Board  would  agree  to  grant 
him  a  certificate  should  he  pass  the  examination  required 
by  the  Health  Department,  and  Mr.  John  Wilson,  Foots- 
cray,  inquired  if  the  qualification  conferred  by  the  certifi- 
cate would  have  any  status  outside  Victoria.  It  was  re- 
solved to  hold  an  examination  commencing  on  October  17, 
candidates  to  send  in  their  names  at  least  one  month 
earlier.  A  letter  from  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  South 
Australia,  referring  to  the  reciprocity  agreement,  was  con- 
sidered ;  also  a  letter  from  the  New  South  Wales  Board 
with  a  copy  of  their  reply  to  Mr.  John  N.  Birks,  who  had 
written  on  the  same  subject.  Mr.  Woolnough  said  that 
at  the  recent  Conference  it  was  agreed  that  in  order  to 
admit  Western  Australia  into  the  reciprocity  agreement  an 
amended  Act  was  necessary.  No  official  information  had 
been  received  as  to  whether  any  amendment  had  been 
secured.  Mr.  Lacey  thought  that  as  every  effort  had  been 
made  to  induce  Queensland  and  Tasmania  to  join  in  the 
original  reciprocity  agreement,  but  without  success,  the 
offer  should  come  from  them. 

Western  Australia. 

Mr.  F.  Soddy,  M.A.,  lecturer  to  the  Glasgow  University, 
is  visiting  Western  Australia  in  connection  with  the  local 
University  Committee.  He  is  to  visit  Kalgoorlie,  Cool- 
gardie,  Northam,  York,  Albany,  and  Bunbury.  He  has  to 
return  in  July,  so  that  the  Universities  of  Adelaide  and 
Sydney,  who  were  attempting  to  secure  his  services,  will  be 
disappointed. 

Native  Sponges. — Recent  trawling  experiments  have  re- 
vealed the  existence  of  beds  of  sponge-growths  around  the 
western  coast.  These  may  extend  along  the  southern 
coast  also,  and  a  company  is  being  formed  at  Perth  to  ex- 
ploit these  localities.  Some  of  the  sponges  brought  up  by 
the  trawl  had  been  treated  by  Mr.  George  Pazakos,  a 
Greek,  and  are  said  to  be  of  excellent  quality.  Statements 
have  often  been  made  as  to  the  existence  of  profitable  beds 
of  sponges  in  New  South  Wales  and  New  Zealand  and 
other  parts,  but  so  far  no  steps  have  been  taken  to  develop 
the  industry. 


Hmcrican  IRotee. 


Retired. — The  drug-trade  of  America  have  received 
with  some  surprise  the  announcement  that  Mr.  Theodore 
Weicker  has  withdrawn  from  the  American  house  of 
Merck  &  Co.  Mr.  Weicker  organised  that  house  in  1887. 
and  has  been  its  leading  spirit  ever  since.  He  sailed  for 
Europe  this  week,  and  will  remain  abroad  a  year  or  so, 
then  return  to  America  and  establish  the  Theodore 
Weicker  Company,  manufacturers  and  importers  of 
chemicals  and  drugs. 

New  York  State  has  made  itself  famous  during  the 
past  year  by  the  enactment  of  a  law  demanding  graduation 
in  pharmacy  of  all  those  who  desire  to  practise  the  pro- 
fession. Pennyslvania  now  proposes  to  follow  suit.  At 
the  recent  meeting  of  the  State  Association  it  was  decided 
to  charge  the  Committee  on  Legislation  with  the  duty  of 
securing  the  passage,  of  a  similar  law  at  the  earliest  prac- 
ticable moment.  It  seems  quite  likely  that  the  movement 
will  soon  spread  to  all  the  more  progressive  States  of 
the  Union. 

Cocaine-madness.— The  "Daily  Mail"  gives  a  thrilling 
account,  "from  our  own  correspondent,"  of  the  death  of 


a  Dr.  Winner,  of  Milford,  New  Jersey.  According  to  the 
"Mail"  story,  the  doctor  had  long  been  investigating  the 
cocaine-habit  with  the  object  of  trying  to  find  an  antidote. 
For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  effects  of  cocaine  on 
the  system  he  was  accustomed  to  take  large  doses,  and 
"  while  seated  before  a  mirror,  in  a  brilliant  light,  calmly- 
noted  the  changes  in  the  colour  of  his  skin,  muscular 
action,  and  mental  condition."  The  result  was  that  Dr. 
Winner  became  furiously  insane  and  died  in  hospital. 

American  Chicle  Company. — The  annual  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  was  held  in  Jersey  City  on  July  2.  The 
president,  Mr.  W.  J.  White,  of  Cleveland,  submitted  a 
report  which  showed  that  the  company  had  paid  $900,000' 
in  dividends  during  the  year  ended  June  30  last,  and  had 
added  the  sum  of  $211,000  to  its  total  surplus,  which  now 
stands  at  $988,000.  He  stated  that  the  company's  business, 
for  the  year  had  been  decidedly  prosperous.  The  usual 
dividends  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the 
preferred  stock,  and  1  per  cent,  monthly  on  the  common 
stock,  were  declared. 

The  A. Ph. A. — British  chemists  who  are  looking  forward 
to  the  Sheffield  meeting  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  next  week  will  be  interested  to  know  that 
elaborate  preparations  are  being  made  in  the  U.S.  for  the- 
annual  convention  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation, to  be  held  in  Kansas  City  early  in  September. 
One  unique  feature  of  the  meeting  will  be  a  conference  of 
the  State  Pharmaceutical  Examining  Boards  of  the 
country.  The  object  of  this  conference  will  be  to  decide 
upon  uniform  registration-conditions,  and  to  bring  aboutv 
if  possible,  some  reciprocal  arrangement  by  means  of 
which  a  pharmacist  registered  in  one  State  may  secure 
registration  in  others  without  re-examination.  The  dele- 
gates from  the  East  will  pass  through  St.  Louis  in  travel- 
ling to  Kansas  City,  and  it  is  expected  that  most  of  them 
will  attend  the  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition.  The 
Kansas  City  convention  will  thus  for  obvious  reasons, 
doubtless  be  a  very  large  one.

At  the  Government  Otitim-sale  on  July  11  at  Calcutta 
2,000  chests  each  of  Behar  and  Benares  opium  were  sold  at 
an  average  price  of  Rs. 1,688  per  chest,  the  sale  realising 
Rs.  67,53,000. 

Mr.  K.  C.  Browning.  B.A.,  F.C.S.,  St.  John's  College, 
Cambridge,  has  been  selected  for  the  post  of  Professor  of 
Chemistry,  Ceylon  Medical  College,  and  public  analyst, 
and  is  expected  to  leave  England  in  August. 

OriuM-coNSUMrTiON  in  Burma. — Revised  arrangements 
have  recently  been  made  in  Burma  with  regard  to  the  sale 
of  opium,  which  have  to  a  certain  extent  substituted  licit 
for  illicit  consumption.  They  have  not,  however,  suc- 
ceeded in  putting  an  end  to  smuggling,  and  they  have  done- 
little  to  check  the  consumption  of  opium  by  persons  who> 
are  not  registered  as  consumers.

Medicinal  Teas  for  Russia. — The  Russian  authorities- 
now  forbid  entry  into  the  country  of  foreign  medicines- 
which  have  the  word  tchai  (tea)  in  their  titles. 

Mountaineering  Fatality. — A  Geneva  telegram  reports- 
that  Mr.  Altmann,  a  German  apotheker,  lost  his  life  on 
July  30  by  falling  down  the  Saentis  precipice,  near  Lake 
Constance. 

Radium-wool. — Dr.  E.  S.  Loudon,  a  Russian,  has  been 
making  experiments  with  radium,  and  thinks  that  by 
charging  wool  with  the  emanations  it  may  be  conveniently 
stocked  in  pharmacies. 

An  Argentine  Chemical-factory. — "El  Diaro "  ot 
Buenos  Ayres  states  that  the  chemical-factory  of  Soldati, 
Craveri,  Tagliabue  &  Co.  has  for  more  than  a  hundred" 
years  maintained  the  credit  of  the  Argentine  as  to  chemico- 
pharmaceutical  preparations.  Last  year  its  turnover  was. 
150,000  gold  pesos  per  month.

Alcohol  may  now  only  be  sold  by  pharmacists  in  Nor- 
way on  medical  prescription  which  expressly  states  that  it 
is  intended  for  medicinal  purposes.  Liquids  containing 
■alcohol,  if  intended  for  the  preparation  of  beverages,  may 
no  longer  be  sold  retail. 

Valuable  Crucibles. — Thieves  succeeded  last  month 
in  breaking  into  the  chemical  laboratory  of  the  firm  of 
Siemens  &  Halske  in  Charlottenburg  and  carried  off  two 
platinum  crucibles  worth  1,850£.  Each  crucible  measured 
12  inches  in  height,  20  inches  across,  and  was  inch 
thick. 

German  Medical  Profession  Overcrowded. —  The 
Society  of  Medical  Practitioners  is  sending  pamphlets  to 
the  high  schools  to  be  distributed  to  those  about  to  leave 
for  the  universities,  in  which  young  men  are  warned 
against  entering  the  medical  profession,  which  is  at  present 
overcrowded.  In  1876  there  were  in  Germany  13,728 
physicians,  and  in  1902  29.133. 

Dutch  Pharmacy. — At  the  general  meeting  of  the 
Nederlandsch  Maatschappij  ter  bevordering  der  Pharmacie, 
which  was  held  at  The  Hague  last  month,  it  was  decided  to 
petition  the  Government  to  issue  regulations  regarding  the 
importation  of  patent  medicines  and  the  trade  in  the  same. 
A  committee  was  also  appointed  to  draw  up  proposals  for 
the  revision  of  assistants'  wages. 

Soap  for  Servia. — The  Servian  Minister  of  Finance  has 
instructed  the  Customs  authorities  that  it  is  not  necessary 
to  subject  the  imported  perfumed  and  plain  soap  to 
analysis  unless  there  is  a  suspicion  of  it  containing  medi- 
caments. No  one  is  allowed  to  import  medicinal  soaps 
and  toilet-articles,  such  as  face-powder,  pomades,  pastes, 
mouth  and  face  waters,  without  a  licence. 

Turkish  Stamp-law. — Reuter  says  that  all  the 
shipping  agents  at  Constantinople  have  addressed  com- 
plaints to  their  respective  Embassies  or  Legations  pro- 
testing against  the  excessive  charges  and  fines  levied  by  the 
Customs-houses  in  cases  of  bills  of  lading  not  being 
stamped.  The  Embassies  are  discussing  the  question,  but 
have  not  yet  agreed  as  to  the  measures  which  it  may  be 
advisable  to  take. 

Patent  Medicines  in  Norway. — According  to  "Stock- 
holms  Tidningen  "  a  law  in  now  in  force  in  Norway  in 
reference  to  the  sale  of  secret  medicines,  and  the  sale  of 
Dr.  Campbell's  capsuloids,  glandulen  tablets,  salubrin  (a 
Swedish  antiseptic  lotion  much  advertised),  Marienbad 
tablets,  Marienbad  reduction-pills,  and  other  preparations 
is  now  prohibited.  Swedish  pharmacists  and  physicians 
are  doing  their  utmost  to  get  a  similar  law  enforced  in 
Sweden. 

Russian  Pharmaceutical  Regulations. — The  chief 
medical  inspector  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  has  issued 
a  circular  to  the  effect  that  on  the  request  of  private 
persons  wholesale  houses  may  sell  pharmaceutical  prepara- 
tions received  in  a  packed  state  from  the  factories,  labora- 
tories, or  chemical-works  with  the  exception  of  those  which 
according  to  law  may  not  be  sold  without  doctors'  prescrip- 
tions. The  new  regulations  will  make  a  radical  change  in 
the  system  of  the  country  pharmacy,  breaking  down  the 
monopoly  which  has  existed  up  to  the  present. 

Chemists  as  Spirit- dealers. — The  "  Uudised  '  states 
that  the  village  population  around  Riga  is  very  much  given 
to  the  consumption  of  spirituous  drinks,  such  as  sulphuric 
ether,  ethereal  tincture  of  valerian,  and  kunzen  balsam. 
The  village  pharmacists  sell  these  preparations,  although 
they  have  not  the  right  to  do  so  without  doctors'  orders  ; 
and  the  sales  have  reached  large  proportions.  In  the 
district  of  Ringen,  for  example,  some  private  pharmacists 
sell  20  gals,  of  ether  a  month.  Most  of  this  business  is 
done  in  the  districts  of  Juriev  and  Verrosk,  and  in  some 
parts  of  Pskoff.  The  effects  on  the  systems  of  the  drinkers 
have  been  observed  to  be  disastrous. 

Proprietary  Medicines  in  Germany. — The  Berlin 
Association  for  the  legal  protection  of  the  manufacturers 
of  pharmaceutical  specialities  has  come  to  the  conclusion 
that,  after  being  in  operation  for  a  period  of  six  months, 
the  police  regulations  which  were  issued  as  a  result  of  the 
Federal  Council  order  in  regard  to  proprietary  medicines 
have  failed  to  accomplish  the  object  in  view.  The  Associa- 
tion contends  that  from  the  publicity  point  of  view  the 
only  noticeable  effect  of  the  Federal  Council  order  has  been 
that  the  branded  ninety-five  proprietaries  are  no  longer, 


under  the  names  hitherto  used,  recommended  in  the 
German  newspapers.  But  in  their  place  have  arisen  quite 
a  number  of  imitations.  The  manufacturers  of  proprie- 
taries who  are  severely  hit  by  the  Federal  order  have  to 
look  on  while  their  goods  are  imitated  and  falsified  and 
the  counterfeit  manufactures  recommended  under  official 
protection. 

"  Breakfast-tea  "  is  the  name  given  in  Germany  to  an 
article  recommended  for  removing  superfluous  fat,  and  the 
question  whether  it  is  a  medicine  or  a  food  has  recently  been 
decided  by  the  Brunswick  Sheriff's  Court.  An  advertise- 
ment was  inserted  in  some  of  the  daily  papers  recommend- 
ing the  "Breakfast  tea"  as  a  remedy  for  stoutness.  This 
was  considered  an  infringement  of  the  Imperial  regulations 
of  October  22,  1901,  which  forbid  the  sale  without  special 
permission  of  remedies  not  allowed  free  sale,  and  the 
advertiser  was  fined  20m.  He  appealed  against  the  fine, 
stating  that  "Breakfast  tea"  cannot  be  considered  a 
remedy,  as  the  advertisement  in  question  expressly  stated 
that  it  is  not  intended  to  remove  stoutness  caused  by 
disease.  A  medical  expert  supported  this  argument,  and 
the  defendant's  advocate  said  that  "  Breakfast  tea"  comes 
under  the  category  of  cosmetics.  Another  medical  man, 
however,  stated  that  the  tea  consists  chiefly  of  senna- 
leaves  with  some  unimportant  additions.  Being  an  aperient 
it  could  not  be  considered  a  foodstuff.  Consequently  the 
Court  found  the  fine  justifiable,  but  did  not  consider  the 
regulations  of  October,  1901,  had  been  infringed,  because 
it  was  a  question  of  recommendation  and  not  of  the  sale 
of  the  article  in  question.  It,  however,  found  the  fine  just 
on  the  ground  that  the  advertisement  recommended  a 
secret  remedy  :  the  ingredients  of  the  tea  were  not  stated, 
and  excessive  stoutness  must  be  considered  an  unhealthy 
condition.  The  Brunswick  Upper  County  Court  has  now 
confirmed  this  decision. 

New  Swiss  Pharmacy  Regulations. — The  Society  of 
Pharmacists  of  the  Canton  of  Vand  has  accepted  the  new 
regulations  concerning  pharmaceutical  assistants  elaborated 
by  the  Board  of  Health.  In  future  chemists  who  wish  to 
take  a  situation  in  a  pharmacy  in  one  of  the  health- 
resorts  on  the  Lake  of  Geneva  must  first  send  in  their 
certificate  to  the  Board  of  Health,  which  decides  whether 
the  qualifications  are  sufficient,  and  in  this  case  grants  a 
permission,  available  for  one  year.  Foreigners  must  pay 
a  fee  of  4s.  The  assistant  must  be  in  the  pharmacy  when 
it  is  opened  in  the  morning.  Half  an  hour  is  allowed  for 
breakfast,  and  an  hour  for  dinner  and  supper  respectively. 
The  assistant  will  be  allowed  either  a  whole  afternoon  and 
one  evening  off  from  7  p.m.,  or,  at  his  choice,  one  complete 
day  a  week.  He  is  entitled  to  every  second  Sunday  in 
places  which  do  not  close  on  that  day,  otherwise  every 
Sunday,  except  during  the  hours  the  pharmacy  is  kept 
open.  Smoking  is  forbidden  in  the  shop  or  in  any 
localities  connected  with  it,  and  the  assistant  may  not 
receive  visitors  in  the  absence  of  the  proprietor  or  occupy 
himself  with  private  photographic  work,  and  may  not 
make  preparations  requiring  a  long  exposure  to  heat  except 
in  urgent  cases.  During  even  a  short  absence  of  the  pro- 
prietor the  assistant  is  in  every  way  responsible  for  any- 
thing that  may  occur,  and  must  see  that  none  of  the 
servants  is  left  alone  in  the  pharmacy.  The  assistant  is 
legally  bound  to  give  three  months'  notice  before  leaving.

COUNCIL-MEETING. 

IN  spite  of  the  holiday  season  and  the  oppressive  heat 
the  whole  of  the  twenty-one  councillors  turned  up  at 
Wednesday's  meeting,  and  the  vigour  they  displayed  was 
astonishing.  It  was  decided  to  fit  up  a  laboratory  for 
applied  pharmaceutics  at  a  cost  of  250Z. ,  but  the  laboratory 
is  only  to  be  available  to  qualified  chemists.  The  Benevo- 
lent Fund  Committee  made  grants  amounting  to  54/. 
'Among  the  rooms  of  the  Secretary's  house  are  four  to  be 
devoted  to  the  school  of  pharmacy,  one  to  be  especially 
devoted  to  optical  and  other  physical  work.  Professor 
W.  P.  Wynne,  having  accepted  the  apointment  of  Firth 
Professor  of  Chemistry  at  the  Sheffield  University  College, 
has  asked  to  be  relieved  of  the  professorship  he  holds  at 
the  School  of  Pharmacy.  This  was  agreed  to,  and  Dr. 
A.  W.  Crossley,  of  St.  Thomas's  Hospital,  appointed  in 
his  place.  The  Council  have  also  agreed  to  purchase  the 
"British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  Formulary"  for 
seventy  guineas,  the  two  Presidents  having  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  that  would  be  a  fair  price  for  the  work. 
Professor  J.  W.  H.  Traill,  of  Aberdeen  University,  was 
appointed  an  examiner  for  Scotland,  in  place  of  Professor 
F.  0.  Bower,  resigned. 


The  President  (Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson)  opened  the  pro- 
ceedings by  obtaining  the  confirmation  of  the  minutes  of 
the  last  meeting ;  and  a  number  of  members  were  restored 
to  their  former  status  in  the  Society,  and  two  'm  the 
register.

The  President  stated  that  there  were  two  small 
accounts  which  it  was  desirable  should  also  be  included, 
and,  this  having  been  done,  the  report  was  adopted. 

Benevolent  Fund. 

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  was  next  taken  in 
committee,  after  which 

Mr.  Atkins,  in  moving  its  adoption,  said  that  seven 
cases  were  considered  by  the  committee.  In  five,  grants 
amounting  to  54/.  were  made  and  two  were  deferred  for 
further  consideration. 

Libraey,  &c,  Committee. 
The  report  of  the  Library,  Museum,  School,  and  House 
Committee,  which  was  next  reached,  was  a  long  one. 
Messrs.  Parkinson  &  Sons  had  their  accounts  for  house- 
repairs  passed,  and  their  recommendation  that  further 
work  be  done  on  the  cowls  and  stove-pipes  was  agreed  to. 
Professor  Greenish  is  to  have  the  lantern-screen  in  the 
lecture-theatre  altered,  and  the  Council  authorises  the 
award  of  two  certificates  in  pharmacy  in  future,  so  that 
pharmacy  may  be  placed  on  a  similar  footing  to  the  other 
subjects.  After  the  closing-hour  of  the  school  no  person 
other  than  the  professors  will  be  allowed  in  the  building 
without  written  permission.    The  two  Bel'  scholars  were 


permitted  to  take  the  Major  course  in  October.  Professor 
Greenish  was  authorised  to  undertake  work  for  the  Com- 
pendium Committee.  In  regard  to  the  laboratory  for 
applied  pharmaceutics  the  committee  agreed  upon  the 
desirability  of  providing  a  pharmaceutical  laboratory  for 
the  benefit  of  qualified  chemists.  A  small  room  on  the 
top  floor  in  Galen  Place  is  to  be  fitted  up  at  a  cost  of 
250/.  A  part  of  the  report  dealt  with  the  allocation  of 
the  rooms  in  the  house  recently  vacated  by  the  Secretary. 
One  room  is  to  be  used  as  a  common-room  by  the  men- 
students  of  the  school,  another  is  to  be  devoted  to  elec- 
trical work,  and  two  other  rooms  to  optical  and  other 
physical  work.  Mr.  Lloyd  Bullock  presented  a  signed 
portrait  of  Dr.  de  Vrij  for  the  Society's  acceptance.  The 
Research  Committee  received  reports  from  the  director  of 
pharmaceutical  research,  in  which  it  was  stated  that  Miss 
Hooper  has  concluded  her  investigations  on  the  exhaustion 
of  belladonna-root  by  percolation,  and  has  also  made  in- 
vestigations on  liquid  extract  of  cinchona.  It  was  also 
recommended  that  Mr.  J.  Stuart  Hills  be  reappointed  to 
the  Salter  Fellowship. 

The  Treasurer  (Mr.  Walter  Hills),  in  moving  the 
adoption  of  the  report,  made  a  running  comment  on  the 
items.  Pharmacy  certificates  have  not  hitherto  been  issued, 
as  it  was  feared  that  improper  use  might  have  been  made 
of  them  in  cases  where  the  holder  failed  to  pass  the  qualify- 
ing examination.  This  objection,  it  is  felt,  can  now  be 
disregarded.  It  had  been  the  general  desire  of  the  Council 
to  have  a  laboratory  for  practical  pharmacy,  but  no  room 
was  available  for  the  purpose  till  the  vacation  of  the 
Secretary's  house.  It  is  now  proposed  to  move  the  appara- 
tus from  the  physics-room  and  use  that  room  as  a  labora- 
tory. The  cost  of  fitting  it  up  will  be  about  250/.,  this  in- 
cluding a  supply  of  apparatus  for  motive-power.  The  idea 
is  that  this  shall  be  a  typical  laboratory  and  be  available 
for  those  who  are  already  qualified  as  pharmaceutical 
chemists.  The  present  curriculum  is  a  short  one,  and  it 
would  not  be  possible  to  find  time  for  teaching  this  sub- 
ject without  excluding  other  work.  The  instruction  would 
be  given  free  of  charge.  Two  rooms  are  to  be  made  into 
one  and  used  for  optical  and  other  physical  apparatus. 
One  room  is  not  at  present  allocated,  and  it  would  be  con- 
venient to  have  a  spare  room  available.  In  regard  to  the 
teaching  of  physics  the  Treasurer  read  some  notes  from 
Professor  Wynne  in  which  he  emphasised  the  fact  that 
although  practical  physics  is  not  at  present  required  for 
the  Society's  examinations  it  is  necessary  to  teach  it.  The 
attention  at  present  given  to  optical  questions  makes  it 
possible  that  in  the  future  chemists  may  within  limits 
practise  as  opticians.  It  is  for  the  Society  to  consider,  the 
Professor  continued,  whether  this  development  should  take 
place  under  its  own  or  some  other  influence.  A  practical 
knowledge  of  physics  is  bound  to  be  required  before  long, 
as  the  Society's  examinations  are  the  only  ones  in  which 
this  is  not  at  present  required.  Professor  Wynne  agreed 
that  the  smoking-room  for  the  male  students  would  make 
it  possible  to  prevent  smoking  in  any  other  part  of  the 
building.  The  Treasurer,  continuing,  said  it  would_  be  a 
great  attraction  if  the  Society  could  hold  out  that  in  its 
school  was  given  a  more  complete  training  in  physics 
than  had  been  hitherto  possible.  The  committee  asked 
for  the  necessary  permission  to  utilise  the  room  in  the  way 
mentioned. 

Mr.  Gibson  seconded  the  adoption  of  the  report. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  referring  to  the  item  in  which  Pro- 
fessor Greenish  is  authorised  to  undertake  work  for  the 
"  Compendium"  Committee,  said  he  would  be  glad  to  hear 
from  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  whether  the  Compen- 
dium Committee  had  taken  the  School  Committee  into  its 
confidence  in  regard  to  this  mysterious  volume.  As  Mr. 
Hills  had  previously  taken  a  strong  view  on  this  question, 
it  would  be  interesting  to  hear  if  he  has  now  been 
especially  favoured  with  details  which  make  it  possible 
for  him  to  approve  of  it. 

The  Treasurer,  replying,  said  he  took  the  line  that  the 
Council  has  willed  on  two  or  three  occasions  to  have  a 
Compendium.  He  had  not  been  favoured  with  any  special 
details,  but  had  reason  to  believe  that  the  work  is  being 
done  on  lines  he  could  approve  of.  There  certainly  was 
a  time  in  the  history  of  this  Compendium  when  he  did 
not  approve  of  the  lines  on  which  it  was  to  have  been 
produced. 
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Dr.  Symes  spoke  on  the  subject  of  the  laboratory  of 
applied  pharmaceutics.  He  regretted  that  only  a  small 
room  could  be  allotted,  but  it  may  be  large  enough  for  a 
post-graduate  course.  He  had,  however,  no  idea  that  his 
suggestions  would  have  been  interpreted  into  an  extension 
of  the  research  laboratory  :  his  object  had  always  been  to 
let  students  have  an  opportunity  of  being  taught  practical 
pharmacy  upon  which  their  future  living  depended.  It 
is  a  great  mistake  to  limit  the  scope  of  the  laboratory  to 
pharmaceutical  chemists.  He  regarded  it  as  an  attempt 
to  patch  up  the  thing.  The  basement  was  a  more  suitable 
place  for  a  laboratory  for  several  reasons.  Up  to  now  the 
Society  have  been  training  race-horses  and  do  not  know 
what  becomes  of  them.  What  is  wanted  is  men  with  a 
knowledge  of  practical  pharmacy  who  would  not  be  above 
their  calling.  The  sum  of  2bQl.  mentioned  may  be  suffi- 
cient for  the  purpose  of  fitting  up  the  laboratory,  but 
when  he  looked  at  the  amounts  paid  to  Messrs.  Parkinson 
for  repairs  it  seemed  a  small  sum  for  fitting  up  a  pharma- 
ceutical laboratory.  Could  it  not  be  arranged  to  have  a 
course  of  teaching  in  practical  pharmacy  for  the  rank-and- 
file  rather  than  make  it  a  branch  of  the  research  laboratory  1 

Mr.  Cross  was  satisfied  with  the  step  that  had  been 
taken  in  providing  the  laboratory.  The  difficulty  has 
always  been  that  the  curriculum  is  too  short  to  admit  of 
time  being  devoted  to  the  subject.  After  a  good  deal  of 
compression  it  has  been  found  possible  to  get  all  the 
subjects  into  a  ten-months'  course,  but  it  is  well  nigh  im- 
possible to  compress  more  in  the  time.  He  hoped  the 
establishment  of  this  laboratory  will  attract  many  more 
men,  as  it  is  surprising  how  utterly  ignorant  some  students 
are  of  work  with  which  they  should  be  quite  familiar  at 
the  start  of  their  careers. 

Mr.  Carteighe  said  the  committee  was  doing  what  it 
could  to  meet  Dr.  Symes's  views,  but  if  Dr.  Symes  intends 
the  Society  to  have  a  large  manufacturing  laboratory  to 
impress  people,  he  is  much  mistaken.  All  that  is  wanted  is 
a  laboratory  that  will  make  a  student  as  good  a  pharma- 
cist as  he  is  a  chemist.  It  was  not  proposed  to  limit  the 
laboratory  to  Major  students ;  only  the  non-payment  of 
fees  would  be  limited.  It  was  proposed  to  offer  an  advan- 
tage to  a  man  who  has  gone  through  the  Society's  course 
by  allowing  him  to  work  as  long  as  he  likes  in  this  labora- 
tory without  charge.  To  take  students  away  for  several 
hours  a  day  from  the  school  course  is  not  practicable, 
and,  besides,  students  are  not  always  so  enthusiastic  as 
Dr.  Symes  is  on  the  subject  of  practical  pharmacy.  It  is 
not  possible  to  make  bread  without  straw — (laughter) — 
bricks  without  straw.  What  Dr.  Symes  says  is  that  the 
students  are  useless  in  a  manufacturing  laboratory  who  do 
not  know  the  working  of  steam-apparatus ;  but  the  Society 
cannot  be  expected  to  provide  the  whole  of  this  instruc- 
tion in  the  limited  time  at  disposal.  He  granted  that  the 
room  is  small,  but  there  is  space  for  adding  to  the 
apparatus  as  they  go  along.  The  actual  practical  opera- 
tions of  pharmacy  will  now  all  take  place  on  the  same 
tloor.  Pharmacy  is  not  the  first  thing  a  student  should 
know,  but,  as  a  combination  of  chemistry,  physics,  materia 
medica,  and  botany,  the  last  thing  to  be  taught.  It  may 
be  doubted  whether  the  best  way  of  producing  a  pharma- 
cist is  not  by  placing  a  student  with  a  good  pharmacist  to 
learn  all  parts  of  the  business,  but  apprenticeship  is  for  all 
practical  purposes  dead.  It  is  actually  found  necessary  to 
teach  prescription-reading.  Students  come  to  the  school 
of  pharmacy  as  though  they  had  never  been  in  a  shop  at 
all.  The  provision  of  a  laboratory  is  a  step  in  the 
right  direction,  that  is  as  much  as  the  Society  can  be 
reasonably  expected  to  provide  in  the  present  state  of 
affairs.  Nothing  in  the  scheme  prevents  anyone  getting  a 
practical  knowledge  of  pharmacy,  but  a  provision  might  be 
made  that  Minor  men  could  be  admitted  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  professors,  and  perhaps  by  the  payment 
of  a  small  fee. 

Mr.  Hagon  inquired  if  the  advantages  could  not  be 
limited  to  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  There 
was  no  reason  why  they  should  help  outsiders. 

Mr.  Carteighe  added  that  the  recommendations  of  the 
committee  were  not  regulations,  as  Mr.  Hagon  seemed  to 
regard  them. 

'  Mr.  Glyn- Jones  said  the  report  distinctly  stated  that 
the  laboratory  was  "for  the  benefit  of  persons  who  have

qualified  as  pharmaceutical  chemists,"  and  that  excluded 
chemists  and  druggists. 

Mr.  Hagon  :  How  about  limiting  it  to  members  of  the 
Society  ? 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  replied  that  that  was  quite  another 
question.  His  idea  was  that  chemists  and  druggists  in 
business  might  wish  to  use  the  laboratory  to  settle  little 
difficulties  which  they  could  not  tackle  for  want  of  ap- 
paratus. 

The  President  :  I  take  it,  it  is  the  wish  of  the  Council 
that  rules  be  drawn  up. 

Mr.  Harrison  pointed  out  that  the  Council  could  not 
make  rules  contrary  to  the  recommendations  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

Mr.  Carteighe  said  the  advantages  were  limited  to 
pharmaceutical  chemists  without  paying  fees. 

Mr.  Harrison  :  That  should  be  made  perfectly  clear. 

Mr.  Carteighe  :  Words  might  be  added  to  that  effect. 

Mr.  Harrison  :  The  report  would  then  be  carried 
unanimously. 

The  wording  was  then  amended  by  substituting 
"workers"  for  "pharmaceutical  chemists." 

Dr.  Symes  asked  to  make  further  remarks,  and,  per- 
mission being  granted,  proceeded  to  say  that  he  had  never 
made  the  sweeping  charges  mentioned  by  Mr.  Carteighe, 
but 

The  President  called  him  to  order,  and  said  that  was 
no  new  point  in  the  discussion. 

Dr.  Symes  said  he  felt  sure  that  if  somebody  had  put 
words  into  Mr.  Carteighe's  mouth  that  he  had  never 
uttered.  Mr.  Carteighe  would  make  a  reply.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Wootton,  in  regard  to  the  remarks  by  Professor 
Wynne  on  the  optical  business,  asked  if  the  Society  were 
aware  of  the  concessions  which  the  Spectacle-makers' 
Company  have  made  to  Major  and  Minor  men. 

The  President  :  A  letter  has  been  received  which  will 
come  up  later. 

The  report  was  adopted,  and  the  President  was  also 
given  authority  to  order  general  repairs  to  be  done  during 
the  vacation. 

Examinations. 
A  report  of  the  July  examinations  showed  that  in  Eng- 
land and  Wales  out  of  20  Major  candidates  14  passed,  and 
in  the  Minor,  of  281  candidates  114  passed.  In  Scotland, 
of  3  Major  candidates  1  passed,  and  in  the  Minor  51  can- 
didates passed  out  of  140.  Certificates  of  approved 
examining  bodies  were  received  from  thirty-four  persons 
desirous  of  registration  as  apprentices  or  students.  The 
Board  in  London  also  recommended  that  the  practice  of 
writing  to  examiners  on  the  part  of  examinees  or  their 
friends  be  checked. 

Herbarium  Awards. 
The  report  by  Professor  J.  Reynolds  Green  on  the 
Herbarium  Competition  recommended  Mr.  Cyril  Plant 
Wakelin  for  the  bronze  medal  and  Mr.  Stephen  Furnival 
for  a  certificate  of  honour.  The  Council  approved  of 
these  recommendations,  and  thanked  Professor  Green  for 
his  report. 

School  Aitointments. 
The  following  appointments  were  made  in  the  School  of 
Pharmacy  for  the  ensuing  session  :  Mr.  F.  G.  C.  Walker, 
demonstrator  in  the  chemical  laboratories ;  Mr.  J.  T.  Cart, 
demonstrator  in  pharmaceutics;  and  Mr.  T.  G.  Hill, 
demonstrator  in  botany. 

Diplomas  Granted. 
The  pharmaceutical  chemists  who  passed  the  recent 
Major  examinations  were  granted  diplomas  sealed  with  the 
seal  of  the  Society. 

The  B.P.C.  Formulary. 
The  President  reported  that,  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of-  the  Council,  he  had  consulted  with  the 
President  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  in 
reference  to  the  transfer  of  the  B.P.C.  "Formulary" 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  It  had  been  agreed  that 
an  offer  of  seventy  guineas  would  be  a  just  and  generous 
way  of  meeting  the  case.  Mr.  Idris,  the  President  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  promised  .  to  recom- 
mend the  acceptance  of  the  offer.    The  work  would  now 
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be  undertaken  on  a  larger  scale,  and  the  Society  acquires 
all  the  rights  of  the  Conference  in  the  "  Formulary." 
Mr.  Carteighe  :  I  quite  concur. 

New  Examiner. 

Professor  J.  W.  H.  Traill,  of  Aberdeen  University,  was, 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  North  British  Branch,  ap- 
pointed a  member  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  for  Scotland, 
in  place  of  Professor  F.  0.  Bower,  resigned. 

Mr.  Carteighe,  in  moving  the  resolution  of  appoint- 
ment, said  Professor  Traill  is  an  extremely  good  man,  and 
the  Society  is  fortunate  in  obtaining  his  services. 

Professor  Wynne  Resigns. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Professor  W.  P.  Wynne,  resign- 
ing his  position  of  Professor  of  Chemistry  in  the  School 
of  Pharmacy,  he  having  accepted  the  Firth  chair  of 
chemistry  at  Sheffield  University  College. 

The  President  said  that  the  letter  came  quite  unex- 
pectedly. The  offer  came  to  Dr.  Wynne  of  the  Firth 
professorship,  and  he  had  accepted  it.  The  Society 
regretted  Dr.  Wynne's  resignation,  but  were  most  for- 
tunate in  having  had  his  services  for  the  past  two  years. 

Mr.  Atkins,  in  moving  the  acceptance  of  the  resigna- 
tion, said  whilst  Sheffield  benefits  London  loses.  In  Dr. 
Wynne  they  had  a  strong,  capable,  and  very  attractive 
man.  He  is  still  in  the  prime  of  life,  and  has  a  great 
future  before  him. 

Mr.  Newsholme  said  that  while  he  regretted  Dr. 
Wynne's  resignation  he  was  sure  the  appointment  would 
give  very  great  satisfaction  to  the  Sheffield  University 
College. 

The  Treasurer  said  he  wished  to  identify  himself  with 
the  remarks  of  those  who  had  spoken  as  to  the  high 
scientific  attainments,  businesslike  character,  and  amia- 
bility of  Professor  Wynne. 

The  Vice-President  (Mr.  J.  R.  Young)  said  it  was  the 
third  or  fourth  time  that  the  Society's  professorship  of 
chemistry  had  been  used  as  a  stepping-stone  to  higher 
appointments.  This  was,  he  thought,  a  great  compliment 
to  the  Society. 

Mr.  Southall  added  that  he  had  known  Dr.  Wynne  for 
a  number  of  years,  and  was  sorry  he  was  leaving. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

The  Salters'  Fellowship 
was  again  conferred  on  Mr.  J.  Stuart  Hills,  who  since 
October,  1903,  has  devoted  the  whole  of  his  time  to 
research.  He  has  been  engaged  on  isolating  the  active 
principles  of  Linum  catharticum  and  hemlock  drop-wort, 
the  former  turning  out  to  be  the  more  promising  study. 
From  a  hundredweight  of  the  drug  Mr.  Hills  has  isolated 
a  third  of  an  ounce  of  a  white  crystalline  principle.  The 
purging  principle  was  found  to  be  a  glucoside,  and  the 
crystalline  principle  is  produced  by  the  decomposition  of 
this  glucoside. 

The  Sanitary  Congress. 
Mr.  Currie  reported  on  his  doings  as  delegate  of  the 
Society  to  the  Sanitary  Congress  held  at  Glasgow.  He 
had  attended  the  reading  of  many  papers,  chiefly  those  on 
preventive  medicines  and  the  spread  of  diseases.  Some- 
thing like  sixteen  hundred  persons  were  at  the  Congress, 
and  the  meeting  was  considered  to  be  one  of  the  most 
successful  ever  held.  The  social  side,  in  which  the 
Glasgow  Corporation  took  an  active  part,  was  also  very 
successful. 

Educational  Congress. 

Mr.  Carteighe  said  a  letter  had  been  received  from  the 
Board  of  Education  in  reference  to  the  subject  of  prelimi- 
nary certificates  discussed  at  the  conference  a  few  months 
ago.  The  Board  have  printed  the  proposals  of  this  con- 
sultative committee,  and  ask  for  observations  on  the 
report,  which  should  be  made  before  December  31.  The 
idea  is  to  diminish  the  number  of  separate  entrance  ex- 
aminations, and  an  important  point  is  that  the  certificate 
will  not  be  granted  on  the  examination  alone,  but  on  the 
teaching  received.  Speaking  generally,  he  agreed  with 
the  report,  but  it  should,  he  thought,  go  before  the  Educa- 
tion and  Examination  Committee  for  their  observations. 

The  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  Saul,  who  accom- 
panied Mr.  Carteighe  to  the  congress,  in  which  Mr.  Saul 
thought  that  the  proposed  Junior  certificate  should  be  of  a 


standard  that  could  be  accepted  by  the  Society,  and  that 
one  of  the  optional  subjects  should  be  Latin.  Students" 
privately  prepared,  and  hence  not  fulfilling  the  curriculum 
requirements,  could  still  go  in  for  the  College  of  Pre- 
ceptors' examination. 

The  New  Professor  of  Chemistry. 
The  President  said  that,  after  consultation  with  the 
Past-Presidents  and  the  School  Visitor,  it  had  been  re- 
solved to  recommend  the  appointment  of  Dr.   A.  W. 
Crossley,    of   St.    Thomas's    Hospital,    as    Professor  of 
Chemistry. 

The  Treasurer,  in  moving  the  appointment  of  Dr. 
Crossley,  said  he  was  a  doctor  of  science  of  the  Victoria 
University  and  a  doctor  of  philosophy.  He  had  been  a 
lecturer  on  chemistry  at  Owens  College,  and  was  recently 
elected  an  examiner  of  chemistry  on  the  Board  of  Exam- 
iners of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Dr.  Crossley  has  had. 
a  brilliant  career,  has  been  successful  in  teaching  and 
lecturing,  and  has  done  much  original  work.  He  is  also 
very  keen  to  go  on  with  research-work. 

Mr.  Carteighe  seconded,  and  said  it  was  important  that 
the  Society  should  have  a  "live''  man  with  human  sym- 
pathies and  interests  as  their  Professor  of  Chemistry. 

The  Parliamentary  Committee.  - 
The  report  of  this  committee  stated  that  Mr.  Hagon's 
motion  suggesting  that  the  Government  should  be  ap- 
proached in  regard  to  the  use  of  titles  by  limited  companies 
was  considered.    The  motion  was  as  follows  : 

The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  respectfully 
requests  that  in  any  steps  taken  by  the  Government  to  re- 
strict the  use  of  the  title  "  dentist  "  by  restraining  the  Regis- 
strar  of  Joint-stock  Companies  from  registering  any  new 
company,  and  to  prevent  companies  already  registered  from 
continuing  unlawfully  to  use  the  term  "dentist,"  in  re- 
sponse to  the  request  of  the  General  Medical  Council  of. 
recent  date,  the  provisions  may  be  extended  in  like  manner 
to  prevent  the  use  by  companies  of  the  term  "  chemist  and 
druggist  "  or  any  similar  title,  or  any  sign  that  would  be 
likely  to  lead  the  public  to  believe  that  the  business  was 
conducted  by  properly  qualified  chemists  and  druggists  when 
such  is  not  the  case. 

Mr.  Hagon  attended  the  meeting,  and  after  considerable 
discussion  it  was  resolved  that  no  steps  can  be  taken  at 
present  in  the  matter. 

Mr.  Hagon  :  I  feel  we  have  lost  a  good  opportunity  of 
stating  our  case. 

Mr.  Gifford,  acknowledging  the  great  care  the  com- 
mittee had  taken,  was  still  disappointed  at  the  result  they 
had  come  to.  It  would  have  been  an  opportunity  of 
associating  with  the  medical  and  dental  profession  in 
regard  to  titles.  The  conditions  under  which  the  chemist 
and  druggist  lies  are  of  so  scandalous  a  nature  that  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  Council  to  educate  the  public  on  every 
possible  occasion. 

Mr.  Campkin  also  regretted  that  the  committee  had 
come  to  the  conclusion  they  have.  What  is  good  enough 
for  the  medical  and  dental  professions  should  be  good 
enough  for  chemists.  Chemists  are  bound  by  the  same 
obligations,  and  are  a  much  older  body  than  the  dentists. 
He  should  like  to  know  the  reasons  for  the  conclusions. 
He  knew  that  the  initiation  of  reforms  is  a  difficult  matter, 
but  the  medical  profession  persevered  till  it  obtained  a 
position,  and  chemists  should  in  like  manner  be  protected. 

Mr.  Wootton,  as  Chairman  of  the  committee,  ex- 
plained that  the  matter  was  considered  from  several 
points  of  view,  and  he  summed  up  the  reasons  that  decided 
the  committee  to  do  nothing  at  present.  The  committee 
have  the  utmost  desire  to  take  any  step,  however  small, 
to  advance  the  object  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  but  the 
dentists'  and  medical  position  is  considerably  different 
from  the  chemists'.  The  Acts  have  received  different  legal 
constructions.  The  motion  was  practically  one  asking  the 
Privy  Council  to  alter  the  law,  but  it  does  not  necessarily 
follow  that  the  same  law  would  apply  to  the  Pharmacy 
Act.  To  go  to  the  Privy  Council  and  ask  them  to  alter 
the  law  was  felt  to  be  an  act  of  supererogation,  seeing 
that  the  Society  has  already  sent  in  its  claims  in  the  shape 
of  a  Pharmacy  Bill.  To  ask  the  Privy  Council  to  do  a 
much  smaller  thing  was  not  wise.  It  was  not  at  all 
necessary  for  a  company  to  include  the  word  "chemist" 
in  its  title  if  it  could  use  the  word  as  it  liked  afterwards. 
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Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  he  wished  to  emphasise  Mr. 
Wootton's  remarks.  With  all  respect  he  did  not  think  it 
wise  to  ventilate  the  claims  of  chemists  in  and  out  of 
season.  It  was  no  use  for  the  whole  twenty-one  of  the 
Council  going  out  into  Bloomsbury  Square  and  protesting 
that  they  had  been  badly  treated  

Mr.  Gifford  :  I  rise  on  a  point  of  order. 

The  President  :  What  is  your  point? 

Mr.  Gifford  :  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  is  not  discussing  the 
report. 

The  President  :  He  is  in  order. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  continuing,  said  such  proposals  as 
these  should  be  carefully  considered  and  looked  at  from 
all  sides.  It  was  not  too  much  to  say  that  if  these  pro- 
posals had  been  carefully  read  they  would  never  have 
been  sent  to  the  committee.  The  only  point  was  to 
prevent  the  inclusion  of  the  title  "chemist"  in  the  name 
of  a  limited  company,  but  he  did  not  see  much  point  in 
that  if  a  company  could  use  it  as  much  as  they  liked 
afterwards.  The  motion  would  prohibit  the  title  "  Smith, 
Chemist  (Limited),"  but  allow  the  use  of  "Smith 
(Limited),  chemist."  The  motion  really  made  it  appear 
that  some  of  the  councillors  had  not  the  interest  in  phar- 
macy reform  that  they  have.  Such  ideas  as  are  contained 
in  the  motion  should  be  carefully  considered  to  see  if 
there  is  any  element  of  practicability  in  them  before 
seriously  putting  them  before  the  Council. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Chemist-opticians. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Society  of  Chemist-Opticians  wrote 
enclosing  a  report  of  the  committee  of  the  Spectacle- 
makers'  Company  in  regard  to  exempting  pharmaceutical 
chemists  and  chemists  and  druggists  from  certain  parts  of 
the  S.M.C.  examination.  The  Secretary  also  enclosed  a 
syllabus  of  the  examination  and  a  copy  of  the  rules  and 
constitution  of  the  Society  of  Chemist-Opticians. 

The  Secretary  explained  that  the  gist  of  the  document 
was  that  Major  men  are  exempt  from  the  whole  of  the 
special  examination  and  Minor  men  from  those  parts  in 
which  they  had  been  examined  by  the  Society. 

Mr.  Hills  :  The  information  should  be  filed  for  refer- 
ence. 

Other  Business. 

Sir  Thomas  Stevenson  and  Sir  James  Dewar  thanked 
the  Society  for  its  good  wishes  on  their  attaining  the 
honour  of  knighthood,  Sir  James  Dewar  adding  that  he 
valued  sympathetic  scientific  appreciation  more  than  titles. 

Mr.  Cross  here  interjected  the  remark  that  the  Dis- 
pensers Committee  had  met  since  the  last  meeting  and  are 
pursuing  their  investigations. 

Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes  wrote  thanking  the  Council  for  its 
expression  of  sympathy  and  the  generous  manner  in 
which  it  had  given  proof  of  its  sympathy  and  confidence. 

The  President  said  he  had  seen  Mr.  Holmes  that  morn- 
ing in  the  building,  and  he  was  in  much  better  health. 

Mr.  Campkin  asked  what  steps  had  been  taken  for  the 
re-introduction  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill  into  Parliament  in 
the  next  Session,  seeing  that  the  Council  does  not  meet  for 
two  months. 

Mr.  Wootton  said  the  committee  had  informally  dis- 
cussed the  matter,  and  it  was  the  general  intention  to  re- 
introduce the  Bill  in  the  next  Session. 

This  ended  the  public  business. 

There  will  be  no  meeting  of  the  Council  in  September, 
although  the  formal  notices  will  be  sent  as  usual.

The  "  OrsiLus "  Anemometer. — Messrs.  Lander  & 
Smith,  chemists,  Canterbury,  have  recently  patented 
an  anemometer  which  would  be  a  useful  window- 
attraction    in   pharmacies    where    scientific  instruments 


are  sold.  The  pressure  of  the  wind  is  recorded  on 
an  indicator  in  a  manner  both  simple  and  appealing  to 
the  passer-by.  The  instrument  consists  of  two  parts.  The 
head,  strongly  made  in  gun-metal,  fitted  with  a  ball 
bearing,  and  delicately  counterpoised  so  that  it  turns  with 
every  movement  of  the  air,  has  an  aperture  through  which 


the  pressure  is  transmitted  to  the  indicator.  The  head  is 
fixed  on  the  top  of  the  house  and  connected  with  the  indi- 
cator, which  is  in  the  shop,  by  means  of  lead  tubing.  The 
indicator  consists  of  a  glass  tube  partly  filled  with  a 
coloured  liquid,  and  the  depressions  in  the  column  due  to 
the  variations  in  the  pressure  of  the  wind  are  registered 
on  a  scale  by  the  side  of  the  glass  tube.  The  sole  agents 
for  the  anemometer  are  Messrs.  Raphael,  Wheway  & 
Redfearn  (Limited),  51  Clerkenwell  Road,  E.G. 


Scientific  prepress 

Sandal-wood  Oil  Gildemeister  and  Hofman  ("Pharm. 

Central.,"  1904,  397)  urge  that  the  present  tests  official  in  the 
German  Pharmacopoeia  for  sandal-wood  oil  are  insufficient, 
and  recommend  the  inclusion  of  Parry's  method  for  deter- 
mining the  santalol.  It  should  never  be  below  90  per  cent., 
and  will  usually  vary  between  93  and  98  per  cent. 

An  Ipecacuanha  Substitute.— Maimich  and  Brandt 
report  ("  Berichte  Deutsch.  Pharm.  Gesell.,"  1904,  297)  on  a 
new  plant  used  as  an  adulterant  of  ipecacuanha.  This  is  the 
root  of  Heteropteris  pauciflora,  belonging  to  the  Malpig- 
hiacece.  A  full  chemical  examination  of  the  root  has  been 
carried  out,  and  although  a  trace  of  a  crystalline  body  melt- 
ing at  109°  was  obtained,  it  had  none  of  the  characters  of  an 
alkaloid,  and  no  trace  of  any  such  body  could  be  detected. 
The  root  is  said  to  be  valueless. 

Pepper  Oil. — Haensel  has  separated  the  terpeues  from 
pepper  oil  and  found  them  to  have  a  specific  gravity 
0.8567  and  a  rotation  of  -7°.  A  small  amount  of  crystalline 
nitrosochloride  melting  at  114°  C.  was  obtained.  The  residue 
of  the  oil  from  which  the  terpenes  had  been  removed  was 
found  to  have  a  specific  gravity  0.9072  and  a  rotation  of 
-  4°.  This  oil  has  already  been  found  to  contain  dipentene 
and  phollandrone,  so  that  he  crystals  obtained  by  Haensel 
with  nitrosyl  chloride  are  probably  only  a  mixture,  and  not 
a  definite  nitrosochloride. 

Selection  of  Gum  Arabic  in  Tra^acanth — Gum  arable 
contains  an  oxvdase  which,  according  to  Payet  ("  Repertoire 
de  Pharmacie,"  1904,  301),  yields  a  characteristic  brown 
colour  with  hydrogen  peroxide  in  the  presence  of  a  trace  of 
guaiacol.  To  test  a  suspected  sample  a  l-in-30  mucilage  is 
made  with  water,  and  to  a  small  quantity  of  this  is  added 
an  equal  volume  of  a  1-per-cent.  solution  of  guaiacol  and 
one  drop  of  hydrogen-peroxide  solution.  In  the  presence  of 
gum  arabic  a  brown  colour  is  at  once  developed,  whilst  if 
the  tragacanth  be  pure,  the  mixture  remains  colourless.

The  Summer  Number 

was  of  special  interest  in  many 
aspects,  and  not  least  in  the  evidence  it  afforded  of  the 
commercial  importance  of  the  drug-trade.  In  a  general 
way  we  are  ignored  by  economic  authorities.  In  statistical 
reports  our  interests  are  usually  grouped  in  a  comprehen- 
sive "&c,"  and  in  the  vigorous  fiscal  discussions  of  the 
past  year  these  have  scarcely  been  alluded  to.  I  do  not 
recollect  that  there  is  a  single  representative  of  the  drug- 
trade  on  Mr.  Chamberlain's  Commission.  And  yet  we  are 
marvellously  active.  Soaps  and  pills,  two  of  our  leading 
lines,  go  a  long  way  to  keep  the  newspaper  Press  of  this 
country  in  a  healthy  condition.  We  probably  give  more 
trouble  to  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities  on  spirit  and 
medicine-stamp  questions  than  all  their  other  clients  put 
together.  Courts  and  coroners  are  eternally  engaged  in 
investigating  our  physic,  our  poisons,  our  prescribing,  our 
trade-marks,  our  deviations  from  Pharmacopoeia  standards, 
and  our  other  misdeeds.    But  our  business  as 

A  National  Industry 

is  hardly  taken  seriously.  The  Summer 
Number  is  a  reply  to  such  injustice.  A  trade  in  which 
are  produced  periodical  issues  like  that,  with  its  costly  in- 
sets and  lavish  advertising,  cannot  be  an  insignificant  one. 
All  these  have  to  be  paid  for  out  of  the  profits  of  new 
business.  And  the  pharmacist  in  a  small  way  who  feels 
how  small  is  his  own  individual  contribution  to  that  return 
may  rest  assured  that  in  some  way  or  other  the  necessary 
profit  does  come  back.  Great  houses  do  not  spend  their 
money  recklessly  year  after  year  merely  for  the  sake  of 
seeing  their  names  in  print.  Probably  the  chemists  and 
druggists  of  this  country  hardly  realise  how  the  importance 
of  the  colonial  trade  has  grown  during  the  past  generation. 
It  is  from  that  source,  1  suspect,  that  the  advertisers  in 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  get  a  large  part  of  their  re- 
ward. I  have  known  a  good  many  colonial  chemists,  and 
I  know  that  the  C.  <£■  D.'s  weekly  visits  are  at  least  as 
cordially  welcomed  throughout  the  Australasian  States,  in 
the  new  wonderful  cities  which  have  sprung  up  on  the 
South  African  veld,  and  in  the  equally  wonderful  old  cities 
which  the  Ganges  has  washed  for  so  many  centuries,  as  they 
are  in  Brixton  or  Birmingham.  No  one  can  foretell  how 
these  outlying  posts  of  the  Empire  will  spread  and  grow 
in  this  century,  but  if  they  develop  as  it  is  reasonable  to 
suppose  they  will,  and  if  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
grows  with  them,  what  will  the  Summer  Number  of  1950 
be  like?    Out  of  curiosity  I  have  made  a  rough 

Analysis  of  the  Advertisements 

in  last  week's  issue  to  see  how  they 
correspond  in  character  with  the  ordinary  trend  of  the 
chemists  and  druggists'  business.  I  was  rather  surprised 
to  find  how  largely  the  purely  pharmaceutical  section  bulks. 
I  make  out  that  at  least  37^  per  cent,  of  the  total  comes 
accurately  within  that  description.  The  next  largest 
section  is  perfumery  and  toilet-articles,  including  soaps, 
Sponges,  and  brushes,  which  represent  about  17g  per  cent, 
of  the  whole.  Sundries,  including  all  sorts  of  medical 
accessories,  reach  about  15  per  cent.,  photography  8  per 
cent.,  beverages  and  apparatus  for  making  them  7  per  cent., 
proprietary  medicines  6  per  cent.,  and  foods  4  per  cent. 
The  remaining  5  per  cent,  is  accounted  for  by  schools, 
shopfittings,  and  other  announcements  which  are  not 
directly  remunerative  in  the  same  sense  as  the  goods  classi- 
fied above.    Clearly  the  sections  are  out  of  proportion  to  a 


chemist's  average,  especially  because  of  the  small  display 
made  by  proprietaries;  but  the  ratio  may  not  be  far  out 
if  net  profits  are  the  standard. 

The  Transvaal  Pharmacy  Ordinance, 

Which  was  given  in 
summary  last  week,  has  evidently  been  drafted  with  work- 
manlike skill.  There  is  not  a  clause  in  it  which  cannot  be 
shown  to  be  logically  in  the  public  interest,  and  yet  it  is 
calculated  to  place  pharmacy  on  a  sound  and  satisfactory 
basis.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  while  here  any  inter- 
ference with  the  convenience  of  their  Magnificences  the 
directors  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Stores  is  in  some  quarters 
regarded  as  so  monstrous  as  to'be  even  ludicrous,  the  idea 
of  a  qualified  directorate  appears  reasonable  and  practic- 
able in  the  Transvaal  and  the  neighbouring  Colony,  where 
companies  are  certainly  not  unknown.  It  is  there  that 
the  principle  of  fitness  before  wealth  is  recognised ;  here 
we  make  a  law,  but  decide  that  it  is  not  to  be  applied  if 
Capital  objects.  Light  travels  at  the  rate  of  184,000  miles 
a  second,  but  the  light  of  the  mind  is  much  less  speedy. 
It  is,  nevertheless,  satisfactory  to  find  that  reasons  which 
are  but  slowly  absorbed  by  the  legislative  intellect  of  West- 
minster are  promptly  assimilated  at  Pretoria  and  Bloem- 
fontein,  and  these  will  work  their  way  across  the  ocean  in 
time.  "  Good  reasons,"  said  Queen  Elizabeth's  Earl  of 
Essex,  "unlike  good  clothes,  never  become  the  worse  for 
wear." 

Sir  John  Simon, 

whose  death  was  recorded  last  week,  did 
more  for  the  health,  happiness,  and  welfare  of  this  country 
than  hundreds  of  celebrities  whose  names  are  a  thousand 
times  more  familiar  than  his.  He  was  a  brilliant  young 
surgeon  in  the  first  half  of  the  nineteenth  century.  He 
won  his  F.R.S.  in  1845,  when  he  was  twenty-nine.  He 
was  the  Moltke  of  sanitary  science.  It  was  he  who 
planned  the  early  campaigns  against  dirt  and  pestilence, 
first  in  the  service  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of 
London,  and  afterwards  as  the  first  medical  adviser  of  the 
Government.  If  ever  a  man  magnified  his  office  to  the 
public  benefit,  Simon  did.  Sanitary  science,  he  once  wrote, 
aims  at  "the  physical,  social,  and,  indirectly,  the  moral 
improvement  of  our  fellow-creatures.  It  transcends  in 
importance  all  other  sciences,  and  seems  in  its  beneficent 
operations  most  nearly  to  embody  the  spirit,  and  to  fulfil 
the  intentions,  of  practical  Christianity."  The  average 
duration  of  life,  we  are  told,  has  been  extended  by  ten 
years  within  the  past  sixty  years.  No  one  did  more  to- 
wards accomplishing  that  great  result  than  Sir  John  Simon. 
Chemists  and  druggists  came  into  conflict  with  him  in 
1870-71  over  the  poisons  regulations.  In  that  controversy 
they  alienated  perhaps  their  most  influential  friend,  the 
man  who  had  made  the  Pharmacy  Act  a  possibility.  He 
drafted  a  Bill  to  enforce  his  will,  but  he  failed  to  get  it 
passed  because  of  a  change  of  Government,  but  he  probably 
never  trusted  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  again. 

Free  Spirit 

for  manufacturing-purposes  seems  within  sight, 
thanks  largely  to  Mr.  Tyrer's  persistence.  Perhaps 
chemists  might  have  groped  after  it  for  a  much  longer 
time  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  timely  alliance  of  the 
motorists  :  their  interests  loom  very  large  in  the  vision  of 
Parliament.  The  united  forces  will  get  what  they  want 
if  a  means  of  giving  it  to  them  without  too  much  risk  to 
the  revenue  can  be  devised.  The  problem  is,  however, 
not  an  easy  one,  and  it  is  no  wonder  that  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer  asks  for  guidance  before  conceding  the 
demand.  Not  long  ago  a  learned  professor  declared  that 
British  chemists  were  failing  in  competition  with  their 
German  rivals  because  of  "the  vice  of  self-reliance": 
they  would  not  employ  professors  sufficiently.  If,  how- 
ever, as  we  now  learn,  it  is  the  cost  of  alcohol  which  has 
handicapped  them,  the  explanation  is  going  to  be  bad  for 
the  professor-market,  But  it  is  not  altogether  creditable 
to  the  manufacturers  themselves.  Take  aniline,  for  ex- 
ample. Have  they  known  all  along  that  they  were  beaten 
in  that  because  of  the  duty  on  spirit,  or  have  they  only 
just  found  it  out?  If  they  always  knew  it,  why  have 
they  been  so  quiet  about  it  all  this  time  ?

A  Blank  Session. 

N  the  House  of  Commons  on  Tuesday  the  Prime  Minister 
er formed  the  annual  duty  known  as  the  massacre  of  the 
nocents.      The    Bills    which    he  considered  likely  to 
survive  and  pass  into  law  before  Parliament  adjourns 
include  the  Shop-hours  Bill,  and  the  Leader  of  the  Oppo- 
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sition  also  considered  that  this  Bill  seems  to  be  in  a 
hopeful  way.    This  is  the  only  measure  of  direct  interest 
to  chemists  and  druggists,  and,  unfortunately,  it  interests 
them  because  they  are  excluded  from  its  privileges.  This 
fact  illustrates  the  almost  hopeless  condition  of  pharmacy 
as  regards  legislation.    It  is  many  weeks  ago  since  we 
■called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Shop-hours  Bill  as  a 
'Government  measure  is  one  likely  to  become  law  sooner  or 
later,  and  we  pointed  out  its  imperfection  from  the  chemist 
and  druggist's  point  of  view,  especially  that  (probably 
through  carelessness  in  drafting)  it  does  not  embody  the 
principle  which  was  supported  by  the  representative  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  before  the  House  of  Lords 
■Committee  on  the  subject.      We  have  every  reason  to 
believe  that  chemists  and  druggists  generally  are  desirous 
of  securing  the  benefits  of  any  early-closing  measure  which 
empowers  the  local  authorities  at  the  request  of  a  majority 
of  any  class  of  retailers  to  make  an  order  in  respect  to 
hours  of  closing,  but  as  the  Shop-hours  Bill  stands  local 
authorities  will  not  have  the  power  to  enforce  any  order 
which  deals  with  shops  in  which  medicines  and  medical 
and  surgical  appliances  are  sold.    This  could  easily  be 
rectified,  and  Lord  Avebury  has  promised  us  that  when 
the  Bill  reaches  the  House  of  Lords  he  will  endeavour  to 
have  his  chemists  clause  inserted  in  it.    This  is  so  far 
satisfactory,  but  it  is  exceedingly  unsatisfactory  that  the 
chemists  and  druggists  of  the  country  find  that  their 
interests  in  such  matters  as  this  are  not  promptly  looked 
after  by  the  chief  representative  body — viz.,  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society.    The  Council  of  that  body  appears 
to  have  no  plan  for  considering  legislation  which  may 
affect  the  practice  of  pharmacy ;  certainly  it  has  not  lifted 
a  finger  to  have  the  deficiency  of  the  Shop-hours  Bill  made 
good.    This  is  not  a  statutory  duty  of  the  Society,  but 
it  is  a  moral  duty,  for  the  Society  has  always  been  jealous 
of  any  national  organisations  of  chemists  which  have  at- 
tempted to  deal  with  legislation,  principally  because  the 
Society    has    a    certain    status    in    the    country,  and 
undoubtedly  by  law  a  right  to  act  on  behalf  of  those  who 
have  passed  through  its  qualification  portals.    For  this 
reason  we  consider  that  the  Council  of  the  Society  should 
have  made  some  official  representation  in  regard  to  the 
Shop-hours'  Bill  so  as  to  have  made  it  satisfactory  to 
chemists  and  druggists.      Before  another  Parliamentary 
Session  comes  round  we  hope  the  Council  will  be  able 
to  assure  the  trade  that  the  organisation  for  watching 
Bills  in  Parliament  bearing  upon  measures  affecting  the 
chemist's  business  is  such  as  to  give  full  effect  to  the 
Society's  latent  power  as  a  statutory  body.    In  the  course 
of  his  statement  to  the  Commons  the  Prime  Minister  said 
that  the  Government  had  gone  through  the  Session  without 
interfering  with  the  rights  of  private  members.    We  are 
not  inclined  to  join  the  jeerers  of  this  statement,  but  the 
fact  remains   that   the   rights   of  private   members  in 
initiating  legislation  are  almost  impotent.    This  is  suffi- 
ciently illustrated  in  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  for  which  a 
quarter  of  an  hour  would  have  sufficed  to  carry  it  to  the 
Committee  stage,  when  the  principle  in  dispute  could 
.have  been  thoroughly  considered  by  the  Grand  Committee 
on  Law  or  Trade.    It  is  pitiable  that  citizens  in  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  should  be  denied  the  consideration  in 
legislative  matters  which  their  compatriots  in  more  remote 
rparts  of  the  Empire  enjoy.    While  our  Pharmacy  Bill  has 
waited  for  months  for  the  fifteen  minutes  which  would 
secure  its  second  reading,  the  chemists  of  the  Orange 
tRiver  Colony  have  passed  a  lengthy  Ordinance  embodying 
.a,  company  clause,  and  those  of  the  Transvaal  have  got  a 
-pimilar  Ordinance  containing  a  like  clause  and  many  other 


satisfactory  provisions.  The  Transvaal  Ordinance  (which, 
we  are  informed,  was  expected  to  be  gazetted  about  the 
third  week  of  July)  had  to  go  through  the  same  formula 
that  obtains  in  Westminster,  but  we  at  home  seem  to  be 
content  to  allow  legal  and  social  reforms  to  accumulate 
while  our  representatives  talk  on  political  problems.  We 
sadly  require  some  arrangement  at  St.  Stephen's  which 
shall  ensure  consideration  of  class  legislation  somewhat 
after  the  manner  in  which  private  Bills  are  dealt  with, 
but  on  a  less  expensive  scale.  Besides  the  Pharmacy  Bill 
many  most  useful  measures,  hardy  annuals  some  of  them, 
have  been  submitted  to  Parliament  during  the  Session,  but 
have  not  had  the  slightest  consideration  by  Parliament  as 
a  whole.  The  majority  of  the  members  have  nothing  to 
do  from  one  end  of  the  Session  to  the  other  unless  to 
vote.  We  need  some  political  genius  who  will,  while 
conserving  the  ancient  rights  of  Parliament,  employ  the 
members,  departmental!}',  so  to  speak,  in  sifting  proposed 
legislation  and  reporting  upon  it  to  the  House  with  a  view 
to  its  advancement  or  rejection.  Under  the  present  con- 
ditions the  Pharmacy  Bill's  chance  of  a  hearing  is  equal 
to  the  toss  up  of  a  coin,  and  that  is  not  good  enough  for 
a  body  of  men  whose  interests  are  controlled  by  a  de- 
fective law. 


Something  Accomplished. 

Before  it  has  been  in  existence  many  weeks  the  Society 
of  Chemist- Opticians  has  obtained  an  important  concession 
on  behalf  of  qualified  chemists  from  the  Spectacle-makers' 
Company  which  augurs  well  for  the  activity  of  the  Society. 
At  the  inaugural  meeting  of  the  Society  in  April  it  was 
mentioned  that  in  connection  with  the  examinations  of  the 
Spectacle-makers'  Company  chemists  could  fairly  claim 
exemption  from  certain  parts  of  the  examination,  but  that 
no  official  body  existed  through  which  such  claims  could 
be  urged.  The  matter  was  taken  in  hand  by  the  com- 
mittee of  the  Society,  and  the  case  was  presented,  with 
full  details  of  the  claims.  The  Spectacle-makers'  Company 
appointed  a  special  committee  to  consider  the  application, 
and  had  before  them  the  President  (Mr.  Bunker)  and 
Secretary  (Mr.  Cuff)  of  the  Society  of  Chemist-Opticians. 
These  gentlemen  seem  to  have  produced  a  good  impression 
on  the  committee,  for  the  recently  received  report  states 
that  they  are  unanimously  of  opinion  that 

Chemists  who  have  passed  the  qualifying  or  Minor  ex- 
amination of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 
or  the  Licence  examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland,  have  already  passed  an  examination  in  heat  and 
mathematics  sufficient  in  its  character  to  justify  the  request 
that  the  holders  of  those  certificates  should  be  exempted 
from  being  compelled  to  pass  Section  A  (mathematics  and 
heat)  of  the  Entrance  or  special  examination  of  this  Guild. 

Your  committee  are  further  of  opinion  that  it  has  been 
shown  to  their  satisfaction  that  chemists  who  have  passed 
the  Major  examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  have  undergone  an  adequate  examination  in 
light,  heat,  optical  instruments,  and  mathematics,  and  that 
holders  of  that  certificate  should  be  under  no  obligation  to 
enter  for  or  pass  the  Entrance  or  special  examination  of  this 
Company. 

The  committee  have  accordingly  drafted  the  following 
regulations  governing  the  case  of  qualified  chemists  : 

1.  That  chemists  who  have  passed  the  qualifying  or  Minor 
examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain, 
or  the  Licence  examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland,  and  who  are  not  otherwise  exempted  from  the 
special  examination  of  this  Guild,  should  be  excused  from 
passing  in  the  subjects  of  mathematics  and  heat  in  our 
special  examination  for  the  diploma  in  general  and  visual 
optics. 

2.  That  chemists  who  have  passed  the  Maior  examination 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  B'ritain  shall  be 
entitled,  on  entering  for  the  Company's  examination  in 
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general  and  visual  optics,  to  claim  exemption  from  the 
whole  of  their  special  examination.  , 

3  That  chemists  who  hold  Colonial  pharmaceutical  certi- 
ficates shall  be  excused  such  portions  of  the  special  ex- 
amination as  their  certificates,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Spectacle-maker3'  Company,  may  show  them  to  be  entitled 
to. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Society  of  Chemist-Opticians  has, 
we  notice,  communicated  the  granting  of  this  concession  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  and  in  this 
connection  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  Dr.  Wynne,  the 
Professor  of  Chemistry  at  Bloomsbury  Square,  has  recog- 
nised the  importance  of  the  optical  movement  among 
chemists  and  suggested  the  provision  of  accommodation 
for  teaching  optics  to  the  students.  The  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  have,  moreover,  agreed  to  set  aside 
a  room  for  optical  and  other  physical  apparatus,  from 
which  it  may  be  inferred  that  the  Council  differ  from  their 
official  organ  in  their  views  on  matters  affecting  the  busi- 
ness of  chemists  and  druggists. 


Rock  Bottom. 

The  universal  complaint  among  business  people  in  this 
country  at  the  present  time  is  that  money  is  difficult  to 
get  in.  Retailers  want  a  little  longer  credit,  wholesalers 
appear  not  to  be  so  eager  to  get  their  discounts  from 
manufacturers,  and  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  finds 
that  taxes  are  not  paid  so  promptly  or  to  such  an  extent 
as  he  reckoned  upon.  The  cause  of  all  this  may  be  the 
Boer  war  or  fiscalitis,  or  something  else,  but  the  humble 
chemist  and  druggist  is  more  concerned  with  the  immediate 
condition  of  things.  Perhaps  some  of  our  statistically 
inclined  readers  have  reckoned  it  out— at  least  one  has, 
and  we  give  the  result.  He  is  a  careful  man  of  business, 
acting  for  principals  in  a  conscientious  way,  the  business 
system  enabling  him  to  note  the  number  of  customers 
served  each  day,  and  the  sum  of  the  takings.  These  give 
a  sound  basis,  and  he  finds  that  in  June,  1903,  each 
customer  who  came  into  the  shop  bought  Is.  Qd.  worth 
of  goods,  while  in  June  this  year  the  purchases  amounted 
to  Is.  l%d.  per  customer.  The  gross  returns  of  the  shop 
were  maintained  this  year,  but  20  per  cent,  more  customers 
had  to  be  served,  for  which  our  friend  feels  grateful. 
Here,  nevertheless,  is  proof  of  the  "tight-money" 
malady;  the  public  have  less  to  spend  with  retail  shop- 
keepers, and  this  affects  all  branches  of  business. 

Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 
The  programme  has  been  issued  this  week  of  the  annual 
meeting  to  be  held  in  New  York  on  Thursday,  Septem- 
ber 8,  and  succeeding  days.    There  will  be  a  reception  of 
guests  at  the  Chemists'  Club,  108  West  55th  Street,  on  the 
previous  evening.    The  general  meeting  will  be  held  in  the 
Gymnasium  of  Columbia  University  at  10.30  a.m.,  when 
the  report  of  the  Council  will  be  presented,  Sir  William 
Eamsay  will  deliver  his  presidential  address,  and  officers 
for  the  ensuing  year  will  be  elected.    The  President-elect 
is  Mr.  Win.   H.  Nichols,  a  leading  American  chemical 
technologist.    The  entertainment-programme  will  occupy 
the  members  in  New  York  and  its  vicinity  up  to  and  in- 
cluding Sunday,  September  11,  and  on  Monday,  Septem- 
ber 12,  the  round  trip  commences  to  St.  Louis  via  Phila- 
delphia, Washington,  and  Pittsburg,  returning  by  Chicago, 
Detroit  (where  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.'s  factory  is 
to  be  visited),  Niagara,  Buffalo,  and  Boston,  finishing  on 
September  30.    The  cost  of  this  trip  is  estimated  at 
$189.30,  but  guests  from  abroad  are  not  required  to  pay 
$95  for  railroad  fares  and  Pullman  accommodation.  Nearly 
a  hundred  guests  from  this  side  are  going  to  the  meeting. 
Other  members  in  the  United  Kingdom  who  intend  to  be 
present  at  the  meeting  should  communicate  without  delay 
with  the  General  Secretary,  9  Bridge  Street,  Westminster. 


The  British  Science  Guild. 

This  is  the  name  of  a  new  society  which  has  been  formed 
as  a  result  of  Sir  Norman  Lockyer's  British  Association 
address  last  year.    Its  objects  are  : 

(1)  To  bring  together  as  members  of  the  Guild  all  those 
throughout  the  Empire  interested  in  science  and  scientific 
method  in  order,  by  joint  action,  to  convince  the  people, 
by  means  of  publications  and  meetings,  of  the  necessity  of 
applying  the  methods  of  science  to  all  branches  of  human 
endeavour,  and  thus  to  further  the  progress  and  increase 
the  welfare  of  the  Empire. 

(2)  To  bring  before  the  Government  the  scientific  aspects 
of  all  matters  affecting  the  national  welfare. 

(3)  To  promote  and  extend  the  application  of  scientific 
principles  to  industrial  and  general  purposes. 

(4)  To  promote  scientific  education  by  encouraging  the 
support  of  Universities  and  other  institutions  where  the 
bounds  of  science  are  extended  or  where  new  applications 
of  science  are  devised. 

All  British  subjects,  both  men  and  women,  are  eligible 
for  membership  of  the  Guild.  Life  members  will  pay  on 
admission  two  guineas,  which  includes  a  registration  fee 
of  2s.  6(7.,  and  annual  subscribers  5s.  on  admission,  and  in 
each  subsequent  year  2s.  6d.  The  organising  committee 
has  elected  Sir  Norman  Lockyer  President,  Lord  Avebury 
Hon.  Treasurer,  Lady  Lockyer  Hon.  Assistant-Treasurer, 
and  Mr.  C.  Cuthbertson  Hon.  Secretary. 

New  Cure  for  Consumption. 

U.S.  Consul  Haynes,  Rouen,  France,  says  a  novel 
cure  for  consumption  has  recently  been  discovered  by 
Dr.  Canu,  43  rue  Fontenelle,  Rouen.  At  the  doctor's 
invitation  he  visited  his  consultation-rooms  in  May  and 
saw  his  method,  which  he  thus  describes  : 

A  patient  entered  whom  physicians  had  said  two  months 
before  could  not  live  ten  days  longer.  He  had  been  under 
Dr.  Canu's  treatment  for  six  weeks  and  was  gaining  in 
appetite,  weight,  and  strength.  He  was  first  placed  upon 
the  operating-table,  where  the  usual  saline  solutions  were 
injected.  Afterwards  he  was  seated  upon  an  insulated 
table  and  electricity  passed  through  him  for  some  minutes 
by  attaching  the  poles  to  metallic  plates  which  had  been 
fastened  to  his  breast  and  back.  During  this  time  sparks 
could  be  drawn  from  any  part  of  his  body.  This  finished, 
the  patient  inserted  the  small  end  of  a  conical-shaped  tube 
in  his  mouth.  Into  this  tube  was  put  a  little  broom  pre- 
viously dipped  into  the  necessary  medicaments  for  the 
healing  of  the  lungs  or  whatever  organism  was  attainted, 
and  through  it,  the  man's  body,  and  an  x-ray  globe  in  the 
rear  went  the  electric  current,  carrying  with  it  the 
medicinal  "  ions  "  from  the  broom. 

The  Consul  finishes  with  the  trite  remark  :  "Great  good 
to  science  and  humanity  would  result  from  Dr.  Canu's 
work  if  he  were  backed  sufficiently  financially."  Yet  it 
never  struck  the  Consul  that  he  represents  the  land  where 
to  paddle  your  own  canoe  is  the  highest  good. 

Experimental  Serum-therapy. 
Dr.  T.  J.  Horder  contributes  a  thoughtful  paper  to  the 
"  Lancet "  on  a  case  of  chronic  streptococcus  endocarditis 
treated  by  serum  specially  prepared  by  use  of  the  organism 
obtained  from  the  patient.  The  immune  serum  for  which 
good  results  have  been  claimed  in  the  treatment  of 
disease  is  the  antistreptococcus  serum,  but  failures  are  not 
uncommon.  One  of  the  causes  of  non-success  is  probably 
that  the  serum  employed  is  not  immunised  against  the 
particular  streptococcus  causing  the  disease,  but  against  a 
different  streptococcus.  To  overcome  this  difficulty  there 
have  been  introduced  polyvalent  serums  obtained  by  em- 
ploying streptococci  from  a  variety  of  sources,  but  thi3 
modification  only  slightly  decreases  the  difficulty.  The 
ideal  serum  for  the  treatment  of  any  particular  patient 
suffering  from  streptococcus  infection  should  obviously  be 
one  obtained  by  the  use  of  the  organism  actually  causing 
the  disease  in  that  patient.  To  do  this  trustworthy  tests 
for  the  recognition  of  the  particular  streptococcus  from 
the  patient  are  required,  so  that  the  proper  ready-prepared 
serum  may  be  used,  or  else  a  serum  must  be  made  by  the 
use  of  the  very  streptococcus  obtained  in  the  course  of 
the  bacteriological  diagnosis  of  the  case.      The  latter 
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alternative  is  only  practicable  in  cases  where  the  duration 
of  the  disease  extends  over  at  least  eight  weeks,  as  that 
time  is  needed  for  the  preparation  of  the  antitoxic  serum. 
Ulcerative  endocarditis  is  a  disease  which  often  lasts 
much  longer  than  eight  weeks.  Dr.  Horder  writes  of  a 
case  extending  over  six  months.  In  this  instance  the 
various  antistreptococcic  serums  on  the  market  were  tried 
(Pasteur  Institute,  Lister  Institute,  Burroughs  Wellcome 
&  Co.,  and  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.),  but  without  success,  and 
filially  a  specific  immunised  serum  was  obtained  from  two 
animals  by  the  use  of  the  patient's  particular  streptococcus, 
and  this  serum  was  freely  used.  The  patient  died,  and  at 
no  time  did  the  temperature-chart  suggest  there  were  any 
o-ood  effects  from  the  treatment.  There  may  be  several 
explanations  for  the  failure,  but  Dr.  Horder  puts  forward 
his  failure  with  a  view  to  stemming  the  tide  of  indiscrimi- 
nate serum-therapy.  How  much  of  the  recovery  from 
septicemia  or  pyemia  when  treated  with  serums  may 
be  fairly  credited  to  the  serum  used,  and  how  much  to 
time  and  the  patient's  natural  defensive  mechanism?  Are 
there  not  important  factors  in  the  production  of  immune 
serums  of  which  we  are  at  present  quite  ignorant?  It 
would  not  be  fair  to  deduce  too  much  from  this  particular 
case,  but  considerable  credit  belongs  to  Dr.  Horder  for 
thus  bringing  the  question  forward  for  discussion.

THIS  peculiar  fungus,  which  is  frequently  found  on  the 
stumps  of  ash  and  other  trees,  is  often  a  puzzle  to  many 
young  botanists,  and  in  my  experience  many  old  botanists 


are  doubtful  as  to  what  it  is.  This  little  note,  to  accom- 
pany a  specimen  which  I  have  sectioned  for  observation, 
may  therefore  be  of  interest. 

In  Greville's  "Scottish  Cryptogamic  Botany"  the  fun- 
gus is  described  under  the  name  of  Hypoxylon  concen- 
tricum,  a  genus  of  sphaeriaceous  fungi,  one  of  the  dis- 
tinguished points  being  the  stroma,  in  which  the  perithecia 
are  sunk,  and  although  very  hard  they  are  free  from  any 
trace  of  the  wood  on  which  they  grow. 

The  generic  characters  as  given  by  Greville  are  as 
follows  : 

Perithecia  subcornea,  asci  clavata,  sporidia  septata, 
opaca,  pulveris  instar  atri  expulsa,  rigida  nigrescentis, 
adnato-superficiales,  velo  pulverulento  fugaci.  A  large  and 
well-known  species. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  described  by  Cooke,  in  his 
"Australian  Fungi."  under  the  group  of  Pyrenomycetes, 
as  Daldinia  conccntrica,  De  Not.,  as  follows  : 

Stroma  spheroid  or  subspheroid,  or  hemispherical,  rarely 
obovoid,  internally  zoned  with  concentric  strata  black  or 
brown;  perithecia  obovoid,  angular  by  pressure;  ostiola 
small  punctiform;  asci  cylindrical;  sporidia  ellipsoid, 
brown. 

He  also  gives  the  different  districts  of  Australia  as  its 
habitat,  where,  as  in  this  country,  it  is  found  on  the  trunks 
of  trees.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  this  genus  is  found  in  almost 
all  parts  of  the  world,  and  one  species,  H.  vcmicosum,  is 
eaten  in  Bhotan  by  the  natives. 


Xcoal  IRcports. 

Supreme  Court  of  Judicature. 

"Tabloid"  Substitution  Case. 

In  the  Court  of  Appeal,  on  August  1,  before  Lords 
Justices  Vaughan  Williams,  Romer,  and  Cozens-Hardy, 
the  case  of  Wellcome  v.  Thompson  &  Capper  was  again 
mentioned. 

This  was  an  appeal  from  a  decision  by  the  late  Mr. 
Justice  Byrne  in  the  action  brought  by  Mr.  H.  S.  Well- 
come, trading  as  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.,  to  restrain 
the  defendants  from  passing  off  their  goods  as  the  goods 
of  the  plaintiff's,  and  particularly  from  selling  such  goods 
under  the  name  "tabloid,"  and  from  infringing  the  plain- 
tiff's trade-marks.  The  defendants  retaliated  by  moving 
to  expunge  the  trade-marks  in  question  from  the  register. 
Mr.  Justice  Byrne  granted  an  injunction  on  the  claim  for 
passing  off  and  refused  the  motion  to  rectify.  Messrs. 
Thompson  &  Capper  at  first  appealed  from  this  decision  so 
far  only  as  it  related  to  the  motion  to  rectify,  and  that 
appeal  was  dismissed.  They  had  since  entered  an  appeal 
against  the  passing-off  decision,  Mr.  Walter  appearing  for 
them,  and  Mr.  Sebastian  for  the  respondent. 

On  the  case  being  called,  Mr.  Sebastian  said  he  under- 
stood appellants  did  not  propose  to  prosecute  the  appeal, 
and  he  asked,  therefore,  that  it  might  be  dismissed,  with 
costs.  Lord  Justice  Romer  asked  if  anyone  represented 
the  appellants.  Mr.  Walter  said  he  did.  Lord  Justice 
Williams  :  Very  well.  Their  Lordships  dismissed  the 
appeal  accordingly,  with  costs. 

Clinical  Thermometers. 
Lords  Justices  Vaughan  Williams,  Romer,  and  Cozens- 
Hardy,  on  August  1,  heard  defendant's  appeal  in  the  case 
of  Hicks  v.  Simmons,  from  a  decision  of  Mr.  Justice 
Kekewich.  The  action  was  one  for  alleged  infringement 
of  a  patent,  No.  5,120  of  1897,  covering  an  invention 
relating  to  improvements  in  clinical  thermometers. 

Mr.  Lever,  for  the  appellant,  described  the  clinical  ther- 
mometer in  ordinary  use  before  1897,  consisting  of  a  bulb 
with  a  very  fine  tube  leading  from  it,  and  -a  kink  or  con- 
traction in  the  tube  which  served  to  retain  the  upper  part 
of  the  column  of  mercury  in  its  position  after  a  patient's 
temperature  had  been  taken,  in  order  to  observe  the  exact 
temperature.  After  each  operation  the  instrument  had  to' 
be  shaken  to  get  the  mercury  back  into  the  bulb,  and  this 
required  a  certain  amount  of  mechanical  force  and  a  certain 
knack.  So  that  before  the  plaintiff  came  into  the  field  at 
all  it  was  not  new  to  have  a  column  of  mercury  which 
would  rise  and  be  prevented  from  falling  back  into  the 
bulb  by  a  contraction  in  the  tube.  Hicks's  thermometer  had 
two  bends,  and  the  appellant  contended  that  theirs  pre- 
sented numerous  small  differences  from  both  Hicks's  and 
the  ordinary  thermometer.  Substantially  Hicks's  was  a 
duplication  of  the  ordinary  thermometer  in  respect  of  the 
little  contractions,  except  that  they  were  not  quite  so 
restricted.  In  the  making  of  these  thermometers  a  length 
of  glass  tubing  was  taken  and  a  bulb  was  placed  at  one  end. 
It  was  next  made  to  rotate  with  the  flame  of  a  Bunsen 
burner  at  the  point  where  the  kink  was  to  be,  and  when  the 
glass  was  softened  the  tube  was  pulled  a  little.  The  heating 
was  continued  till  the  glass  was  of  a  thick  treacley  consis- 
tency, an  indiarubber  ball  was  fixed  to  the  open  end  of  the 
tube  and  pressed,  and  the  air-pressure  on  the  softened  part 
of  the  tube  created  a  little  eye-shaped  chamber,  equal  radi- 
ally in  every  direction.  The  air  was  then  expelled  from  the 
bore  of  the  tube,  which  was  stuck  point  downwards  in  a  tin 
of  mercury.  As  it  cooled  the  air-pressure  decreased,  and  the 
mercury  was  forced  upwards  by  the  outside  air-pressure,  and 
the  bulb  and  part  of  the  tube  became  filled  with  mercury. 
The  open  end  was  next  sealed  by  the  glass  being  melted. 
The  tube  was  heated  again  at  the  point  of  the  eye-shaped 
chamber,  the  softened  glass  being  sucked  in  from  one  side 
of  the  eye-shaped  chamber  in  the  direction  of  the  other 
side  and  what  was  known  in  the  trade  as  a  "  knife-edge 
contraction"  was  made.  Hicks  duplicated  this  with  the 
simple  object  of  facilitating  the  resetting  of  the  ther- 
mometer. Counsel  proceeded  to  read  the  specification, 
which,  he  said,  set  out  the  claim  in  the  narrowest  way. 
The  appellant's  had  one  chamber  only,  of  a  triangular 
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shape.  It  contained  two  compressions,  which  were,  how- 
ever, formed  differently  from  both  Hicks's  and  the  ordinary 
thermometer,  and  there  was  a  little  reservoir  at  the  apex 
of  the  triangle.  This  was  equally  efficient  in  preventing 
the  mercury  from  running  back  and  saved  the  doctor  still 
more  trouble  than  the  others,  the  thermometer  resetting 
a  little  more  easily.  The  reason  was  a  mystery,  and 
Professor  Boyes  was  unable  to  explain  the  action  of  any 
of  the  thermometers.  It  was  a  thing  beyond  explanation. 
They  had  a  test  in  the  court  below,  and  the  result  was, 
as  he  had  stated,  Hicks  had  made  a  small  advance  on  the 
ordinary  thermometer  without  knowing  how,  and  Simmons 
had  made  a  small  advance  on  Hicks,  also  without  knowing 
how.  In  making  his  chamber  the  appellant,  having  pulled 
the  glass  when  it  was  warm,  went  on  heating  it,  but  at 
one  point  only,  and  without  rotating  it,  and  that  one  point 
was  subsequently  the  apex  of  the  triangle.  Air  was  then 
forced  into  the  tube,  which  expanded  only  at  the  point 
where  the  glass  was  softened,  and  that  gave  the  triangular 
form  of  the  chamber.  The  glass  was  afterwards  heated  at 
the  point  opposite  the  base  of  the  triangle  and  bulged 
upwards,  two  contractions  being  formed,  one  at  each  end 
of  the  chamber. 

Mr.  Gordon,  who  appeared  for  the  respondent,  said  his 
case  was  that  the  appellant's  triangular  chamber  was  really 
two  chambers  coalesced.  The  shape  of  the  chamber  was 
irrelevant. 

The  hearing  was  at  this  stage  adjourned. 

On  Tuesday  the  hearing  was  resumed  and  concluded. 
Mr.  Gordon,  for  the  respondent,  submitted  that  what  the 
defendant  had  done  had  been  to  substitute  a  double 
chamber  for  two  single  chambers — a  distinction  of  words 
only,  and  not  of  substance.  With  that  very  slight  modifi- 
cation— if  it  was  a  modification  at  all — he  had  taken  the 
whole  substance  of  the  plaintiff's  invention. 

Their  Lordships  held  that  the  defendant's  thermometer 
■was  distinct  from  the  plaintiff's,  and  was  not  covered  by 
the  plaintiff's  claim,  either  according  to  the  wording  or 
the  substance  of  it,  if  rightly  and  properly  considered. 
The  appeal  was  therefore  allowed,  with  costs. 


Belladonna-plaster  Case. 

Judgment  has  now  been  given  in  the  action  raised  in 
Glasgow  Sheriff  Court  by  Jessie  Rankin  Bryce,  or  Aitken, 
21  Cartvale  Road,  Langside,  Glasgow,  against  David 
Watson,  chemist  and  druggist,  41  Sinclair  Drive,  Lang- 
side,  in  which  a  claim  for  100Z.  damages  was  made  against 
Mr.  Watson,  for  injuries  which  pursuer  alleged  she  sus- 
tained through  using  a  belladonna  plaster  purchased  at 
his  shop. 

It  may  be  recalled  that  the  case  was  originally  raised 
before  Sheriff  Strachan,  before  whom,  several  months  ago, 
the  agents  of  the  parties  debated  several  points  of  rele- 
vancy raised  by  the  defender.  Owing  to  prolonged  illness, 
Sheriff  Strachan  has  been  unable  in  the  interval  to  attend 
to  his  court-work,  and  the  case  was  referred  to  Sheriff 
Davidson,  who  has  this  week  issued  his  judgment.  His 
Lordship  finds  that  the  pursuer's  statements  are  not  rele- 
vant to  support  the  conclusions  of  the  action,  and  he 
therefore  dismisses  the  case,  finding  the  pursuer  liable  to 
the  defender  in  expenses.  In  a  note  to  his  interlocutor 
Sheriff  Davidson  says  : 

The  pursuer  states  that  she  bought  an  improved  bella- 
donna porous  plaster  from  the  defender,  that  he  was 
informed  of  the  use  it  was  to  be  put  to,  that  its  appli- 
cation caused  her  great  suffering,  and  that  it  was  caused 
by  the  presence  of  some  irritant  substance  which  rendered 
the  plaster  unmerchantable  and  unsuitable  for  the  pur- 
pose for  which  it  was  sold.  But  pursuer  admits  that  the 
plaster  was  bought  under  a  trade-name,  and  that  seems 
to  me  to  end  the  case.  The  Sale  of  Goods  Act,  1893, 
Section  14,  Sub-section  1,  provides  that  where  an  article 
is  sold  under  a  trade-name  there  is  no  implied  condition 
as  to  its  fitness  for  any  particular  purpose.  The  cases 
of  Holt  (19  T.L.R.  292)  and  Priest  (19  T.L.R.  527), 
although  very  interesting,  are  not  in  point,  as  there  was 
no  purchase  under  a  trade-name  in  either  substance.  The 
case  of  Paul  v.  the  Corporation  of  Glasgow  (38  Scottish 
Law  Reporter,  115)  exhibits  in  practice  the  effect  of  the 
Sale  of  Goods  Act  above  referred  to.  It  is  to  be  noted 
that  although  the  Judge  Ordinary,  who  heard  Paul's 
case,  found  that  there  was  no  relevant  argument  on  the 
defenders'  part,  and  allowed  a  proof,  and  that  one  of 


the  Judges  of  the  Inner  House  agreed  with  him,  that 
was  on  the  ground  that  a  distinct  and  separate  warranty, 
had  been  averred  ;  it  is  not  the  case  here.  The  reason  of 
the  provision  under  the  Act  is  obvious.  Where  a  person 
buys  a  specific  article  under  a  patent  or  trade  name,  ho 
trusts  to  tho  maker  or  patentee,  and  not  to  the  seller,  who 
has,  generally  speaking,  no  opportunity  of  testing  tho 
article,  and  could  not  reasonably  be  expected  to  guarantee 
it. 


Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland). 

Dispensing  by  Drug  stores. 
At  Carrickfergus  (co.  Antrim)  Petty  Sessions  on  August  2, 
before  Messrs.  R.  MacMurray,  J. P.,  Wm.  Gorman,  J. P., 
Dr.  Bowman,  J.P.,  Thos.  Milliter,  J.P.,  and  P.  C. 
Creaghe,  R.M.,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland, 
Dublin,  summoned  Wm.  Hamilton  McBride,  Whitehead, 
co.  Antrim,  for  having  on  May  21  kept  open  shop  for 
retailing  and  dispensing  medical  prescriptions,  he  not  being 
a  person  registered  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  under  the 
statute.  In  a  second  summons  defendant  was  charged 
with  keeping  open  shop  and  compounding  prescriptions ; 
and  on  a  third  summons  he  was  charged  with  keeping 
open  shop  for  selling  a  medical  prescription. 

Mr.  Joseph  Donnelly,  solicitor,  Belfast,  appeared  on 
behalf  of  the  Society,  and  Mr.  George  Allen,  solicitor, 
Belfast,  represented  the  defendant. 

Mr.  Donnelly  said  the  case  was  brought  under  Section  50 
of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1875,  and,  in  accordance  with  his 
powers  under  the  Act,  the  Registrar  of  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society  addressed  a  letter  to  the  defendant,  on  May  20, 
requiring  the  name  of  the  person  who  was  carrying  on  the 
business  of  the  Whitehead  Drug-store,  or  his  duly  quali- 
fied manager  or  assistant,  and  the  description  of  his 
qualification.  On  June  14  defendant  replied  that  he 
wanted  to  be  first  in  W'hitehead,  and  so  had  started  before 
passing  his  examination. 

For  the  defence,  it  was  urged  that  the  medicine  was 
not  made  up  from  the  prescription  ;  defendant  giving  the 
customer  innocent  drugs,  which  were  not  in  contravention 
of  the  Pharmacy  Act. 

Mr.  Donnelly  said  that  if  the  bottle  was  filled  with 
water  it  would  be  all  the  same,  so  long  as  it  was  made  up 
from  the  medical  prescription. 

Mr.  Allen  said  there  should  be  no  conviction,  because 
there  was  no  contravention  of  the  spirit  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act. 

Mr.  Donnelly  said  the  defendant  was  in  the  presenis 
unfortunate  position  of  keeping  open  shop  without  being 
registered.  He  (Mr.  Donnelly)  would  withdraw  two  of 
the  summonses  and  ask  for  a  conviction  on  the  third — that 
of  selling  the  medical  prescription. 

The  Bench  imposed  a  fine  of  5^.,  and  costs. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Oil  of  Juniper. 

At  North  London  Police  Court  on  July  29,  Mr.  E.  S. 
Fordham  had  before  him  a  summons  which  had  been  taken 
out  by  the  Islington  Borough  Council  against  Mr.  Benja- 
min Richards,  chemist  and  druggist,  404  Essex  Road,  for 
selling  adulterated  oil  of  juniper.  The  certificate  of  Dr. 
Teed,  the  public  analyst,  showed  the  sample  contained; 
70  per  cent,  of  oil  of  turpentine.  Mr.  A.  M.  Bramall 
appeared  for  the  Borough  Council ;  Mr.  Kirby  defended  ; 
and  Mr.  R.  W.  Turner  was  counsel  for  the  wholesale 
dealers  who  supplied  the  article  to  Mr.  Richards.  The 
certificate  of  Dr.  Teed  was  not  contested ;  but  the  defend- 
ant pleaded  that  he  bought  the  article  as  genuine  according, 
to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  that  the  invoice  he- 
received  and  the  label  on  the  bottle,  "01.  bac.  junip.," 
was  an  implied  warranty.  Mr.  Bramall  said  there  must  be 
an  express  guarantee,  signed  by  the  vendor,  to  indemnify 
the  defendant,  and  this  was  not  the  case  here.  The  mere 
invoicing  and  labelling  was  not  sufficient. 

Mr.  Kirby,  in  cross-examining  Dr.  Teed,  endeavoured  fco> 
elicit  that  oil  of  juniper,  if  long  kept,  deteriorates  ini 
quality,  and,  in  fact,  changes  into  turpentine;  but  Dr. 
Teed  said  this  would  not  be  so  to  more  than  about  5  per 
cent.  He  admitted  that  if  the  leaves  and  the  bark  of  the- 
juniper  got  into  the  process  of  crushing  it  would  add  to<

the  turpentine,  but  not  to  the  extent  of  even  50  per  cent. 
He  added  that  it  was  a  serious  prejudice  of  the  purchaser 
to  sell  oil  of  turpentine  for  oil  of  juniper;  because  that 
which  was  sold  to  allay  irritation  might  have  the  opposite 
effect  and  set  up  irritation. 

Mr.  Turner  :  And  yet  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  pre- 
scribes a  greater  quantity  of  turpentine  for  a  dose  than 
of  oil  of  juniper  !  And  this,  I  am  told,  is  mainly  used  as 
liniment  for  veterinary  purposes. 

The  defendant  gave  evidence  on  his  own  behalf,  and 
said  he  bought  16  oz.  of  oil  of  juniper  fifteen  months  ago, 
and  had  only  sold  7  oz.,  including  the  3  oz.  purchased  by 
the  inspector  for  the  purposes  of  analysis.  He  took  all 
precautions  with  the  bottle — kept  it  well  stoppered,  and 
in  a  shady  corner,  so  that  it  might  not  deteriorate.  He 
made  the  purchase  through  a  traveller  for  Messrs.  Megge- 
son  &  Co.,  and  said  when  ordering  it  that  he  wanted  oil  of 
juniper  according  to  the  British  Phannacopceia.  He  gave 
4s.  9d.  per  lb.  for  it,  which  was  then  the  market  quota- 
tion. He  had  given  as  much  as  7s.  6d.  or  8.s.  per  lb.  for 
a  similar  article.  It  was  invoiced  to  him  as  oil  of  juniper ; 
but  he  had  lost  the  invoice.  He  had  got  a  copy  of  it 
from  the  books  of  Messrs.  Meggeson. 

Mr.  Fordham  said  this  was  not  a  copy  of  the  original 
invoice.  It  was  only  a  copy  of  an  entry  in  Messrs.  Megge- 
son's  books.  Other  articles  were  purchased  at  the  same 
time  as  the  oil  of  juniper;  but  these  did  not  appear  upon 
the  alleged  copy. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  There  is  the  label  on  the  bottle  which  says 
it  is  oil  of  juniper. 

Mr.  Fordham:  There  might  be  a  label  "milk"  on  a 
churn,  but  that  would  not  guarantee  that  it  was  pure 
milk. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  But  there  is  no  other  oil  of  juniper  than 
that  made  from  the  berry,  and  this  the  defendant  thought 
he  ordered  and  received. 

Mr.  Fordham  said  he  could  not  accept  this  as  a  guar- 
antee. There  was  no  doubt  this  was  not  oil  of  juniper; 
but  as  neither  the  defendant  nor  Messrs.  Meggeson  actually 
manufactured  the  article  he  should  not  hold  that  either  of 
them  sold  it  with  a  knowledge  that  it  was  other  than  oil 
of  juniper  according  to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia.  The 
article  was  not,  however,  what  it  purported  to  be  or  what 
the  purchaser  asked  for,  and  the  defendant  was  liable  in 
law. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  He  has  been  in  business  in  the  same  shop 
for  twenty  years,  and  been  sampled  before  without  com- 
plaint. 

Mr.  Fordham  :  I  shall  only  inflict  a  nominal  penalty  of 
20s.,  and  three  guineas  costs. 

Mr.  Kirby  asked  Mr.  Fordham  if  he  would  state  a  case 
for  a  superior  Court  on  the  question  of  warranty  if  it  was 
decided  to  ask  for  one  ? 

Mr.  Fordham  :  Yes,  I  shall  be  prepared  to  do  so. 

[Messrs.  Meggeson  &  Co.  (Limited)  inform  us  that  they 
were  prepared  to  stand  by  their  invoice  as  a  guarantee, 
and  Mr.  Turner,  their  counsel,  informed  the  Court  that 
they  relied  on  _  Messrs.  Kochmeister's  guarantee  of  the 
purity  of  their  oil  of  juniper-berries,  which  was  as  follows: 
"  Our  oil  of  juniper-berries  answers  fully  the  tests  of  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia;  it  is  a  pale  greenish-yellow  oil, 
specific  gravity  0.865,  and  is  soluble,  with  slight  turbidity, 
in  four  times  its  own  volume  of  a  mixture  of  absolute  al- 
cohol and  alcohol  90-per-cent.  We  can  therefore  fully  gua- 
rantee our  essential  oil  of  juniper-berries  to  stand  the  tests 
above  mentioned."] 

Mr.  Richards  was  further  summoned  for  selling  to  the 
prejudice  of  the  purchaser 

Lime-water. 

which  was  certified  by  the  public  analyst  to  be  deficient  in 
lime  to  the  extent  of  69  per  cent.  The  defendant  said  he 
prepared  it  himself  according  to  the  instructions  of  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia ;  but  supposed  the  lime  deteriorated 
in  the  slaking.  Mr.  Fordham  said  he  believed  there  had 
been  carelessness  in  preparation  and  inflicted  a  fine  of  20s., 
and  12s.  6d.  costs. 

Compound  Decoction  of  Aloes. 
As  briefly  reported  in  our  Supplement  last  week,  the 
Magistrates  at  the  Bournemouth  Police  Court  on  July  28 
heard  a  summons  against  Boots'  Cash  Chemists  (Southern) 
(Limited),  of  Nottingham,  for  selling  compound  decoction  of 


aloes  not  up  to  the  standard  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 
Mr.  T.  E.  Rodgers  (from  the  Town  Clerk's  office)  appeared? 
for  the  prosecution,  and  Mr.  H.  Y.  Stanger,  K.C.,  with 
whom  was  Mr.  J.  G.  Pease  (instructed  by  Messrs.  Hind  & 
Robinson,  of  Lincoln's  Inn),  appeared  for  the  defendants 
company. 

In  opening  the  case,  Mr.  Rodgers  stated  that  on  June  7 
a  decoction  of  aloes  was  asked  for  at  Boots'  branch  shop 
at  Bournemouth,  the  prescription  to  be  in  accordance  with 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia  standard,  and  the  purchaser 
was  supplied  with  an  article  which  was  deficient  in  alcohol 
to  the  extent  of  59  per  cent.,  and  in  extract  of  aloes  to 
the  extent  of  20  per  cent.  On  June  15  Messrs  Boots  wrote 
to  the  Health  Committee  as  follows  : 

Our  manager  informs  us  that  in  dispensing  this  he  made 
it  from  the  concentrated  liquor.    As  you  are  aware,  it 
has  been  customary  among  chemists  and  druggists  to  pre- 
"    pare  this  article  by  dilution  as  required.    Apparently  this- 
practice  has  arisen  in  consequence  of  a  considerable  de- 
mand by  medical  men  for  a  concentrated  liquor.    In  per- 
mitting our  managers  to  prepare    the   decoction  from 
concentrated  preparation,  the  unavoidable    reduction  in. 
the  percentage  of  alcohol  (which  is  present  in  the  official 
preparation  chiefly  as  a  preservative.)  had  altogether  es- 
caped our  notice,  as  all  the  other  ingredients  are  present 
in  the  right  proportion.     Our  managers  are,  however, 
instructed  when  samples  are  taken  under  the  Food  and' 
Drugs  Act  to  forward  us  a  portion  from  the  same  bulk, 
which  we  then  examine,  and  in  this  way  we  first  became 
aware  of  the  low  alcohol-content  of  the  decoction  supplied. 
We  have,  therefore,  decided  to  withdraw  the  concentrated 
liquor  from  sale,  and  are  arranging  to  do  so  coincidently 
with  this  letter. 
Mr.  Rodgers  pointed  out  that  even  if  there  was  such  a 
custom  as  was  stated  in  that  letter  it  was  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868,  and  directly 
opposed  to  the  standard  set  up  by  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia, and  it  was  most  important  that  doctors  and  pur- 
chasers should  be  able  to  rely  upon  the  prescriptions  being 
made  up  in  accordance  with  instructions.    In  that  case, 
however,  the  prosecution  would  be  satisfied  if  the  Bench, 
as  in  the  cases  which  were  heard  the  previous  week,  dealt 
with  it  under  the  Summary  Jurisdiction  Act. 

Mr.  Stanger  admitted  that  a  technical  offence  had  beer* 
committed  so  far  as  deficiency  of  alcohol  was  concerned, 
and  as  that  was  quite  sufficient  to  constitute  an  offence,  it 
was  not  necessary  that  he  should  enter  into  disputable 
points  with  respect  to  possible  injury  to  the  purchaser  be- 
yond offering  an  explanation.  His  clients  remained  entirely 
loyal  to  the  terms  of  their  letter. 

The  Bench  did  not  think  it  necessary  that  Mr.  Stanger 
should  go  beyond  the  admission  of  a  technical  offence,  and 
exercising  their  powers  under  the  Summary  Jurisdiction 
Act,  dismissed  the  case  upon  payment  of  the  costs. 


Bankruptcies  ant>  tfai lures. 


lie  Hector  Gray,  late  of  36  and  37  Mincing  Lane,  E.C., 
retired  Produce-broker,  trading  as  "Donald  Gray  &  Sons."' 
— As  already  fully  reported  in  our  Coloured  Supplement  last 
week,  this  debtor  attended  on  July  28,  before  Mr.  Registrar 
Hope,  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court  for  public  examina- 
tion upon  accounts  showing  total  liabilities  22,635/.  17s.  Id". 
(unsecured  16,241?.  8s.  Id.),  and  net  assets  222/.  16s.  Id.  In 
the  course  of  his  examination  by  Mr.  G.  W.  Chapman,  the 
debtor  said  the  insolvency  was  caused  partly  by  his  having" 
speculated  in  produce  on  his  own  account,  but  was  also  due 
to  his  bad  health  during  the  past  four  years.  He  had 
speculated  for  a  little  over  ten  years  in  cloves  and  quinine, 
and  had  lost  10,000/.,  and  possibly  more,  in  differences 
during  the  last  three  years.  The  heaviest  losses  were  mado 
in  1903,  and  he  had  not  sufficient  capital  to  meet  the  differ- 
ences. Asked  what  induced  him  to  speculate,  witness  said 
the  business  had  not  been  very  grand,  and  there  seemed  to 
be  a  good  opportunity  to  make  a  profit.  Things  went 
exactly  the  contrary — a  result  no  human  being  could  foresee. 
The  Official  Receiver:  You  were  dealing  with  other  brokers 
in  the  same  market  ? — Yes.  Did  you  tell  them  you  were 
dealing  on  your  own  account  ? — No.  So  far  as  they  were 
concerned,  did  you  tell  any  of  them  that  you  were  specu- 
lating on  your  own  account? — No.  I  will  go  further.  Did 
you  not  lead  them  to  believe  you  were  acting  as  broker  in 
the  transactions  ? — No ;  I  did  not  say  one  way  or  the  other. 
The  contract-note  contained  a  guarantee  of  solvency? — Yes; 
that  was  the  regular  printed  form.    No;  I  understand  thai 
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the  words  "  Seller's  solvency  guaranteed  "  were  written  in. 
Was  that  not  so  ?— The  debtor  admitted  that  was  probably 
the  fact,  but  explained  that  the  weakness  of  his  eyes  pre- 
vented him  from  examining  the  matter  very  closely.  He 
always  in  those  transactions  regarded  himself  as  the  prin- 
cipal, and  as  being  liable  for  the  loss.  The  Official  Re- 
ceiver: But  do  not  these  words  "Seller's  solvency  guaran- 
teed "  lead  to  the  belief  that  you  were  guaranteeing  another 
person  ?— Well,  I  said  nothing  to  the  contrary.  Do  you 
consider  that  honest?— Many  brokers  are  carrying  on  busi- 
ness in  that  way.  (Sensation.)  Can  you  give  me  the  name 
of  any  broker  whom  you  told  you  were  acting  as  principal  ? 
— No,  I  cannot.  The  debtor  was  also  examined  by  Mr. 
Furminger,  who  was  briefed  on  behalf  of  Messrs.  W.  T. 
Sargant  &  Sons,  the  petitioning  creditors.  Mr.  Bastone 
(Bastone  &  Furminger)  also  examined  the  debtor,  and 
asked  the  following  among  other  questions :  In  view  of 
your  obligations  to  Messrs.  Arbuthnot  &  Co.,  was  not  your 
principal  object  in  putting  off  our  claim  to  postpone  the 
filing  of  the  petition  until  such  time  had  elapsed  as  is 
required  by  the  law  to  prevent  the  general  body  of  creditors 
from  touching  the  money  which,  as  I  say,  you  improperly 
paid  them  ?

(From  our  Parliamentary  Representative). 


Massacre  of  the  Innocents. 
The  Parliamentary  shore  is  strewn  with  the  bodies  of 
slaughtered  legislative  babes.  Mr.  Balfour  announced  on 
Tuesday  the  measures  which  the  Government  had  decided 
to  drop.  The  Butter  Bill  is  of  the  number.  So  also  is 
the  Alkali-works  Bill,  which  the  Prime  Minister  classed 
among  those  that  would  have  to  be  dropped  "unless  we 
have  authentic  reason  to  know  that  they  will  not  excite 
discussion."  The  prospects  of  the  Shop-hours  Bill,  how- 
ever, appear  to  be  brighter.  It  was  specifically  mentioned 
by  Mr.  Balfour  as  a  measure  upon  which  there  is  general 
agreement,  and  which,  accordingly,  the  Government  hoped 
to  place  on  the  statute-book  before  the  end  of  the  Session. 

Patent-medicine  Advertisements. 

Mr.  Tankerville  Chamberlayne  asked  the  Home  Secre- 
tary on  Tuesday  whether  he  would  consider  the  advis- 
ability of  imposing  some  restrictions  on  the  advertising  of 
patent  medicines,  with  a  view  to  protecting  persons  of  the 
poorer  classes.  Mr.  Akers  Douglas,  replying  to  the  ques- 
tion, said  :  "  I  am  not  sure  what  class  of  patent  medicines 
my  hon.  friend  has  in  mind.  The  question  of  legislation 
for  the  purpose  of  dealing  with  certain  evils  in  this 
connection  has  been  considered  in  my  Department,  but 
there  are  many  difficulties  in  the  way  of  framing  a  measure 
which  would  be  satisfactory  and  neither  inoperative  nor 
too  wide  in  its  scope." 

Distilleries. 

Mr.  Kilbride  drew  an  important  statement  from  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  in  answer  to  inquiries  as  to 
the  respective  total  production  during  the  years  1901, 
1902,  and  1903  of  the  distilleries  of  England,  Scotland, 
and  Ireland.  Mr.  Austen  Chamberlain,  in  a  printed 
answer  to  the  question,  gave  the  particulars  required,  the 
distilleries  being  classified  under  the  headings  of  (1) 
"Distilleries  using  pot-stills  only,  (2)  "Distilleries  using 
patent  stills  only,"  and  (3)  "Distilleries  using  both  pot 
and  patent  stills."  In  1901  No.  1  produced  in  England 
10,493,466  gals,  at  proof,  and  in  Ireland  3,836^.584; 
No.  2  produced  in  England  6.629,528  gals.,  in  Scotland 
14,302,182,  and  in  Ireland  2,118,715;  and  No.  3  produced 
in  England  6.216,319  gals.,  in  Scotland  5,527,647,  and  in 
Ireland  7,599,496.  In  1902,  No.  1  in  Scotland  produced 
10,455,846  gals.,  and  in  Ireland  3.342,886;  No.  2  in  Eng- 
land produced  5,713.565  gals.,  in  Scotland  13,423,128,  and 
in  Ireland  1,974,905;  No.  3  produced  in  England 
5,805,852  gals.,  in  Scotland  4,406,435,  and  in  Ireland 
7,555,819.  In  1903,  No.  1  in  Scotland  produced  10,446,101 
gals.,  and  in  Ireland  3,065,471;  No.  2  produced  in  Eng- 
land 6,045,404  gals.,  in  Scotland  11,130,941,  and  in  Ire- 
land 1,760,645;  No.  3  in  England  produced  5,762,586  gals., 
in  Scotland  4,578,571,  and  in  Ireland  7,606,471. 

Ankylostomia. 
In  reply  to  a  question  put  to  him  by  Mr.  Markham, 
Mr.  Akers  Douglas  stated  on  Wednesday  that  Dr.  Boy- 
cott's report  deals  simply  with  the  mode  of  detecting 
ankylostomia  infection  by  examination  of  the  blood,  and 
contains  no  recommendation  as  to  precautions  to  be  taken 
against  an  outbreak  of  the  disease.  The  co-operation  of 
the  county  councils  in  the  mining  districts  has  been  in- 
vited, with  a  view  to  their  spreading  information  among 
miners  as  to  the  precautions  to  be  observed,  and  also  to 
their  furnishing  facilities  at  the  county  laboratories  for 
examination  of  infected  matter. 

Vivisection. 

In  reply  to  a  question  put  to  him  by  Mr.  Tomkinson 
regarding  the  increase  of  vivisection,  Mr.  Akers  Douglas 
has  pointed  out  that  the  increase  is  almost  wholly  due  to 
experiments  in  the  nature  of  simple  inoculations,  hypo- 
dermic injections,  and  similar  proceedings.  The  increase 
is  due  mainly  to  the  progressive  importance  attached  to 
biological  tests  generally  in  practical  medicine  for  the 
diagnosis,  treatment,  and  prevention  of  disease,  and  to 


the  very  widely  recognised  need  for  such  experiments  on 
the  part  of  those  responsible  for  the  care  of  the  public 
health. 

Prepared  Foods. 
Mr.  Round  asked  the  President  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  on  Thursday  whether,  in  view  of  the  alleged 
degeneration  of  the  people,  he  would  take  steps  to  give 
effect  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Royal  Commission  on 
Arsenical  Poisoning  by  appointing  a  special  expert  officer 
to  inquire  into  and  advise  upon  all  questions  affecting  the 
purity  of  manufactured  or  prepared  foods,  whether  of 
home  or  foreign  origin.  Mr.  Long,  who  replied  to  the 
question,  said  he  had  not  at  present  come  to  a  decision  on 
the  subject.  The  recommendations  of  the  Royal  Com- 
mission are  now  receiving  his  attention,  and  in  connection 
with  them  he  would  consider  the  proposal  to  appoint  a 
special  expert  officer  of  the  kind  suggested. 


Society  of  C(Kimst*@ptictans. 


A COUNCIL-MEETING  of  this  Society  was  held  on 
July  29  at  St.  Bride's  Institute,  E.C.  Mr.  Bunker, 
the  President,  was  in  the  chair,  and  there  were  present 
Mr.  Cuff  (Hon.  Secretary)  and  Messrs.  Blanchford, 
Ca?sar,  Crossland,  Horsey,  and  Woolley.  Letters  were 
read  from  several  councillors  unable  to  be  present.  The 
minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and  confirmed, 
after  which  thirty-nine  chemists  were  elected  members  of 
the  Society.  The  names  included  two  chemists  in  the 
Transvaal.  Three  assistants  of  the  Society  were  also 
elected.  The  Secretary  reported  that  the  progress  of  the 
Society  was  satisfactory,  the  number  of  members  now  being 
about  seventy. 

The  Secretary  then  read  a  letter  which  had  been  re- 
ceived from  the  Clerk  of  the  Spectacle-makers'  Company, 
relative  to  the  suggested  concessions  in  favour  of  qualified 
chemists  which  had  been  placed  before  the  Company  by 
the  Society  of  Chemist-Opticians.  The  gist  of  the  letter 
(upon  which  we  comment  elsewhere)  is  that  pharmaceutical 
chemists  are  exempt  from  the  whole  of  the  "Special" 
examination,  whilst  chemists  and  druggists  are  excused 
from  passing  in  the  subjects  of  mathematics  and  heat  in 
the  above-mentioned  examination. 

The  President  thought  it  a  matter  of  congratulation  that 
the  Society  had  been  able  in  the  early  stage  of  its  exist- 
ence successfully  to  negotiate  such  an  important  conces- 
sion to  qualified  chemists,  and  pointed  out  that  the  con- 
cession applied  as  well  to  pharmaceutical  chemists  of  Ire- 
land and  to  colonial  qualifications. 

Mr.  Julius  Cjesar  said  this  concession  alone  had  justi- 
fied the  existence  of  the  Society. 

The  other  business  included  the  appointment  of  Messrs. 
Hutchison  &  Cuff,  47  Chancery  Lane,  W.C.,  as 
honorary  solicitors  to  the  Society,  and  the  appointment 
of  a  sub-committee  to  make  arrangements  for  the  winter 
session.

The  Ubiquitous  Microbe 
has  caused  much  trouble  in  photographic-plate  factories  of 
late  years.  A  microbe  which  feeds  on  the  gelatin  of  the 
photographic  emulsion  is  easily  imagined,  and  many  makers 
would  be  glad  if  that  was  as  far  as  the  matter  went.  The 
process  of  eliminating  the  microbe  needs  to  be  drastic,  and 
involves  even  the  rebuilding  of  the  factory.  No  wonder 
the  subject  is  an  unpleasant  one  to  discuss  with  plate- 
makers,  but  perhaps  it  will  help  us  to  exercise  a  little 
forbearance  when  supplies  run  low  "owing  to  rebuilding."

Some  Recent  Photografhic  Books. 
The  "Photography"  Bookshelf  series  of  handbooks  is 
now  being  issued  in  a  new  style  of  binding,  but  at  a 
uniform  price  of  one  shilling  a  volume.  No.  1  of  the  series 
is  entitled  "  Photography  for  All,"  by  Mr.  W.  Jerome 
Harrison,  and  runs  to  174  pages,  and  it  deals  with  the 
whole  ground  of  photography  in  a  popular  form,  com- 
mencing with  selection  of  apparatus  and  finishing  with 
mounting  the  positive.  The  book  is  free  frcm  padding 
and  is  not  made  a  medium  for  advertising  the  products  of 
a  particular  firm.  No.  2  of  the  series  is  "  Practical  Slide 
Making,"  and  is  by  Mr.  G.  T.  Harris.  In  its  134  pages 
the  art  of  making  lantern-slides  is  explained,  including  the 
methods  of  modifying  and  printing  in  clouds.  The  season 
for  making  slides  will  soon  be  here,  and  no  better  book 
could  be  placed  before  a  beginner,  or  even  an  experienced 
worker,  than  this.  Mr.  R.  Child  Bayley  is  the  author  of 
No.  5  of  the  series,  entitled  "Photography  in  Colours." 
This  is  a  new  edition  of  a  former  work,  but  on  comparing 
the  new  with  the  old  we  find  considerable  enlargement  of 
the  scope,  in  that  now  practical  directions  are  included — - 
the  theories  and  processes  only  having  been  explained  in 
the  previous  edition.  Three-colour  lantern-slides  and 
three-colour  mechanical  prints  are  dealt  with  frcm  a  prac- 
tical side,  and  until  we  arrive  at  a  real  process  of  photo- 
graphy in  colours  as  understood  by  the  man  in  the  street 
this  book  will  maintain  a  position  as  the  best  introduction 
to  the  mechanical  processes  that  has  been  onered  to  photo- 
graphers. No.  6  of  the  Bookshelf  series  is  one  by  Mr. 
J.  A.  Hodges,  on  "  Practical  Enlarging."  It  tells  of  the 
methods  of  enlarging  photographs  by  artificial  light  and 
daylight  by  many  different  processes.  Mr.  Hodges  is  an 
expert  in  the  subject  and  his  book  reflects  his  skill.  Mr. 
W.  Taylor,  in  No.  8,  deals  with  "  Photographic  Chemicals 
and  How  to  Make  Them."  I  am  afraid,  however,  that  the 
scope  of  the  book  is  such  that  but  few  amateurs  will  be 
attracted  by  it.  The  methods  of  making  twenty-one 
chemicals  are  given  in  a  practical  fashion,  the  apparatus 
being  illustrated.  These  are  all  published  by  Messrs. 
Iliffe  &  Sons  (Limited),  20  Tudor  Street,  E.G.,  who  also 
have  recently  produced  a  second  edition  of  "  The  Photo- 
graphic Reference  Book,"  originally  compiled  by  Messrs. 
Watts  and  Sturmey.  This  edition  is  by  Mr.  J.  Mcintosh, 
and  consists  of  344  closely  printed  pages.  The  price  is 
Is.  6d.,  and  when  one  studies  the  mass  of  information  it 
contains  it  will  be  pronounced  cheap  at  the  price.  A 
working  drawing  for  making  a  quarter-plate  camera  for 
hand  or  stand  use  is  included,  and  the  contents  have  been 
classified  in  an  intelligent  manner,  so  that  with  the  index 
no  difficulty  need  be  experienced  in  referring  to  the 
different  subjects.  I  predict  that  this  will  enjoy  a  large 
sale  among  amateurs,  who  have  in  a  convenient  form  the 
cream  of  many  years  of  photographic  journals.

EDUCATION    AND    SOCIAL  ECONOMY. 
(By  Our  Special  Representative.) 

HOWSOEVER  the  aphorism  of  Zola  may  be  regarded 
that  "all  human  happiness  must  come  out  of  the 
crucible  of  the  chemist,"  there  yet  remains  unchallenged 
the  proposition  that  the  sovereign  means  for  securing 
happiness— the  Ultima  Thule  of  all  civilisation— is  educa* 
tion.  So  while  the  exhibition  of  the  products  of  the  cru- 
cible may  be  the  goal  of  every  great  exposition,  demonstra- 
tion of  the  methods  and  systems  through  which  knowledge 
of  the  arts  may  be  secured  should  be  of  incidental,  if  not 
of  paramount,  importance. 

The  impetus  given  to  exhibits  of  education  through 
methods  of  object-teaching,  notably  at  the  Philadelphia 
Centennial  Exposition  by  the  model  Swedish  schoolhouse, 
has  been  manifest  in  every  great  exhibition  since  held' 
but  not  till  the  present  World's  Fair  in  St.  Louis  has  a, 
separate  building  been  devoted  to  this  purpose.  The 
Palace  of  Education  and  Social  Economy  is  one  of  the 
main  buildings.  Facing  Festival  Hall  and  the  Grand 
Basin,  with  an  area  of  seven  acres,  of  modern  classic 
architecture  with  a  magnificent  colonnade,  it  is  one  of  the 
finest  structures  in  the  group.  The  four  main  entrances 
are  surmounted  by  colossal  figures  from  famous  sculptures  : 
"  The  Flight  of  Time,"  "  The  Thread  of  Life,"  Pes'talozzi, 
and  Horace  Mann,  the  so-called  "Father  of  the  American 
Public-school  System." 

The  U.S.  Section. 
The  public-school  system  is  represented  by  models, 
charts,  drawings,  photographs,  and  work  of  pupils  from  the 
municipal  and  county  schools,  comprising  every  State, 
while  some  sixty-eight  institutions  of  higher  education  are 
represented  by  twenty-eight  universities,  five  polytechnics, 
and  one  each  medical  and  pharmaceutical.  The  U.S. 
Section  is  also  complete  in  exhibits  of  institutions  teaching 
fine  arts,  commerce  and  industry,  special  subjects,  and  for 
training  of  defectives,  where  some  interesting  exhibits  are 
seen.  But  the  strongest  representation  is  made  by  the 
Agricultural  Colleges  as  illustrated  by  the  collective  ex- 
hibits of  the  colleges  of  agriculture  and  mechanic  arts  and 
agricultural-experiment  stations  endowed  by  the  States  and 
the  Federal  Government.  Exhibits  of  nearly  a  hundred 
of  these  institutions  are  under  the  auspices  of  the  "Asso- 
ciation of  American  Agricultural  Colleges  and  Experiment 
Stations,"  illustrating  courses  of  instruction,  methods  of 
growing  crops,  and  results  from  research  in  climate,  soils, 
fertilisers,  &c. 

ENDOWMENT  FOR  PUBLIC  INSTRUCTION. 

It  may  not  be  generally  known  (not  one  American  in  a 
thousand  knows)  how  vast  are  the  resources  for  educational 
purposes  in  the  United  States.  Practically  one  thirty- 
sixth  of  all  land  is  dedicated  to  public  instruction — namely, 
one  square  mile  of  each  township  site  of  thirty-six  square 
miles  is  by  the  organic  law  set  aside  for  public-school  pur- 
poses. Every  territory  assuming  statehood  since  1778  has 
been  required  to  adopt  this  land-law,  so  that  it  does  not 
apply  to  the  original  thirteen  colonies.  The  law  prescribes 
that  this  reservation  shall  be  Section  16,  which  is  usually 
near  the  centre  of  the  tract — as,  for  example,  in  Chicago, 
the  square  mile  in  the  heart  of  the  city,  in  which  single 
blocks  of  some  140  reserved  are  worth  millions  of  dollars. 
Here  is  a  practical  application  of  the  Henry  George  theory, 
or  the  principle  of  returning  to  the  two  million  people  who 
have  settled  round  this  square  mile  the  unearned  increment 
by  virtue  of  their  presence  for  the  purposes  of  education. 
Is  this  a  coincidence,  or  was  Thomas  Jefferson  the  original 
Henry  George  ?  Although  this  represents  probably  the 
greatest  and  most  munificent  dedication  to  public  instruc- 
tion in  the  world's  history,  it  is  not  appreciated.  These 
enormously  valuable  rights  have  been  frittered  away  by 
the  local  school  boards  until  in  some  sections  only  half- 
time  instruction  is  given,  and  schools  have  actually  been 
closed  for  the  lack  of  funds  to  pay  teachers'  salaries.  This 
is  due  to  the  absence  of  some  central  authorities,  who 
would  restrict  the  small-fry  politicians  who  constitute  the 
school  boards,  chosen  chiefly  because  of  their  business  | 


standing  in  their  respective  communities,  often  without  any 
more  education  than  ability  "  to  make  their  mark." 

Although  these  extraordinary  advantages  are  squandered 
by  these  qtuast-politicians  of  the  business  class,  the  system 
of  public  instructicn  nevertheless  has  splendid  possibilities 
but  for  the  fact  that  the  average  American  boy  is  per- 
mitted to  quit  school  after  finishing  the  grammar  grades, 
with  the  result  that  three-fourths  of  the  attendants  at  the 
high  schools  are  girls.  With 

THE  AGRICULTURAL  COLLEGES 

it  is  quite  a  different  story.  These  were  founded  by  the 
Federal  Government  through  the  Act  of  1862  "to  provide 
for  the  liberal  and  practical  education  of  the  industrial 
classes  in  the  several  pursuits  and  professions  of  life  "  by 
the  donation  of  "scrip"  for  millions  of  acres  of  Govern- 
ment-owned land.  In  addition  to  this,  experiment  stations 
were  also  organised,  and  these  receive  annually  grants 
amounting  to  as  much  as  $25,000  for  some  of  the  Central 
and  Western  States.  While  some  of  these  schools  are. 
conducted  independently  as  agricultural  schools,  many  of 
them  were  the  nucleus  from  which  developed  the  State 
Universities,  now  the  leading  institutions  in  the  Central 
and  Western  States. 

It  is  these  State  Universities,  beginning  with  that  of 
Ohio  and  westward  to  California,  which  in  a  few  decades- 
have  set  education  in  the  United  States  on  a  firm  and 
scientific  basis,  and  which,  in  all  probability,  before  the 
expiration  of  a  similar  period  will  have  provided  a  system 
reaching  from  the  public  school  to  the  University,  challeng- 
ing even  the  much-lauded  system  of  Germany  and  other 
European  countries.  Some  of  these  State  universities  make 
creditable  showing  against  the  older  institutions  of  the 
Eastern  States  and  notably  one  recently  established  central 
one,  conducted  chiefly  to  exploit  its  billionaire  founder. 

Foreign  Countries. 
France  is  most  conspicuous  in  exhibiting  manual  work, 
drawing,  and  courses  in  agriculture,  schemes  against 
tobacco,  alcohol,  and  for  the  prevention  of  consumption, 
naval  instruction,  exhibition  by  faculties  of  its  universities, 
publications  of  its  learned  societies  and  practical  schools  of 
commerce  and  industries. 

The  German  exhibition  comprises  collective  exhibits  of 
models,  charts,  syllabuses,  schedules  of  municipal  schools, 
instruments  and  apparatus  for  teachers,  and,  what  is  of 
especial  interest  to  the  medical  public,  collections  of 
numerous  institutes — anatomical,  biological,  chirurgical, 
pathological,  and  zoological.  There  are  also  photographs 
and  apparatus  of  the  well-known  Institute  for  Experi- 
mental Therapy  in  Frankfort,  where  Professor  Ehrlich 
sets  the  standard  and  fixes  the  potency  for  the  anti- 
diphtheritic  serums  sold  in  the  German  Empire  ;  and  the 
Institute  for  Infectious  Disease  in  Berlin.  The  German 
Section  is  especially  strong  in  chemical  and  medical  educa- 
tion, and  will  be  the  subject  shortly  of  further  extended 
reference. 

The  British  Section  is  noted  for  its  more  representative 
character  than  the  other  foreign  exhibits,  many  of  which 
seem  to  be  designed  more  for  the  exploitation  of  especial 
authorities  than  for  the  presentation  of  a  summary  of  the 
status  and  the  advance  made  in  their  respective  fields. 
There  is  a  fair  representation  of  municipal  and  institu- 
tional schools,  with  exhibits  of  photos  of  buildings,  labora- 
tory equipments,  and  reports  of  municipal  technical 
schools  in  Belfast.  Dublin.  Glasgow,  Manchester.  Sheffield,, 
and  all  the  large  Universities.  A  collective  exhibit  of  the 
London  Polytechnics — Battersea,  Birkbeck,  Borough  Road, 
City  of  London,  Goldsmiths',  Northampton,  Northern, 
Regent  Street,  Cass,  South-Western,  and  Woolwich.  The 
British  Board  of  Education  has  an  interesting  collection  of 
works  of  art  for  the  purpose  of  study  and  instruction. 
There  is  also  seen  illustration  of  especial  training  in  agri- 
culture, mining,  textiles,  and  plenty  of  Government  re- 
ports. 

The  other  countries  having  fairly  complete  exhibits  are 
Brazil,  Italy,  Japan,  Mexico,  and  Sweden — the  home  of 
Slojd — which,  by  the  way,  must  have  been  unknown  to  the 
compilers  of  the  official  catalogue,  in  which  the  name 
"  Slojd  "  is  printed  "  Lloyd."  evidently  confusing  the  well- 
known  Scandinavian  manual  work  with  the  great  English 
I  maritime  institution.

Sir, — I  have,  on  several  occasions,  had  to  set  men  to 
work  "baling"  gum  olibanum  and  the  work  has  produced 
a  peculiar  effect.  After  a  few  hours  at  the  work  one  of 
the  men's  faces  became  all  puffed  out  under  the  eyes  and 
by  the  end  of  the  day  was  covered  with  pimples  and 
blotches.  As  the  other  workers  were  not  similarly  affected 
I  thought  the  man  had  blood-poisoning  frcm  something 
he  had  been  eating.  Some  two  months  later  this  man  with 
others  was  again  put  on  the  work,  and  again  he,  and  he 
only,  suffered.

All  that  my  assistant  could 
get  out  of  him  was  "the  usual  thing."  He  came  away 
convinced  that  the  prescriber  did  not  know  what  he  did 
mean.  Note  the  way  the  directions  are  written.  Where 
do  dentists  learn  to  write  prescriptions  ?

An  East  Anglian  Episode. 
Sir, — The  knowledge  of  the  following  "trick  of  the 
road  "  may  be  of  use  to  other  country  chemists  whom  the 
prospect  of  a  probable  "deal"  in  "feeding-bottles  and 
baby-requisites "  to  the  amount  of  25s.  may  lead  to  an 
undue  expenditure  of  the  family  finances  "  for  the  sake  of 
the  trade."  A  gaily  painted  brush  cart,  with  a  fairly  good 
team  of  horses,  brightly  polished  harness,  &c,  in  charge  of 
a  long,  gipsy-looking  man  and  a  short,  voluble  woman, 
with  a  younger  woman  and  baby  "in  evidence"  inside, 
followed  by  another  cart  in  charge  of  two  juvenile  mem- 
bers of  the  company,  draws  up  at  the  chemist's  door,  and 
the  elder  woman  comes  in  with  some  flimsy  article  of 
basket-work,  which  she  presses  the  chemist  to  buy  "  for  a 
present  for  the  lady  of  the  house."  This  appeal  failing 
to  produce  the  desired  response,  she  apparently  gives  it 
up,  and  incidentally  asks  if  the  chemist  keeps  feeding- 
bottles,  which  of  course  he  does,  and  she  then  asks  to  see 
some,  expressing  preference  for  those  of  the  newest 
pattern.  She  then  asks  the  price,  which,  she  remarks,  "  is 
rather  more  than  she  wishes  to  give,"  but  affably  suggests 
that  if  she  took  half  a  dozen  perhaps  the  gentleman  could 
allow  her  a  little  off.  She  then  confides  to  the  chemist 
that  hers  is  one  of  six  families  who  all  want  feeding- 
bottles,  and  (casually  producing  a  sovereign,  which  she  half 
tenders  to  the  chemist,  but  still  keeps  tight  hold  of)  they 
have  collected  25s.  for  this  purpose,  "  which  she  proposes 
to  give  to  the  chemist  in  advance,  as  they  never  take 
credit,"  and  that  he  should  supply  her  with  the  articles 
in  a  list  for  which  she  has  just  sent  the  boy,  and  if  they 
come  to  5s.  or  so  more  she  will  pay  that  out  of  her  own 
pocket.  If  he  does  not  happen  to  have  a  full  stock  of  the 
particular  bottles  selected,  he  can  order  it  for  next  week, 
as  he  will  have  the  money  in  advance,  and  they  will  be  in 
the  neighbourhood  for  about  a  fortnight,  and  will  call  for 
the  things.  She  then  proceeds  to  inform  the  chemist  that 
she  has  about  200/.  worth  of  stock  in  the  carts,  and  swings, 
roundabouts,  &c, elsewhere,  and  that  "if  he  will  do  well 
by  them  he  will  find  them  the  best  customers  he  ever  had." 
The  boy  with  his  list  not  having  yet  appeared,  she  pro- 
ceeds to  press  the  chemist  to  buy  something  for  the  sake 
of  the  trade,  holding  the  sovereign  in  her  hand.  By  this 
time  the  long  man  has  lounged  up  to  the  shop-door  to  be 
ready  to  give  assistance  to  his  partner  if  necessary.  Per- 
haps the  chemist  buys  a  mat  "  worth  6s.  Qd..  but  you  may 
have  it  for  3s.  6d."  Then  another  try  to  sell  "something 
for  the  lady  of  the  house;  "  next  "  she  has  some  dear  little 
children  with  such  nice  curly  hair,  and  she  wants  some- 
thing to  keep  their  heads  clean."  A  hair- wash  is  recom- 
mended and  a  bottle  purchased.  If  the  chemist  proceeds 
to  deduct  its  value  from  that  of  the  mat  bought  of  him, 
there  is  evident  disapprobation,  and  a  bill  is  asked  for,  and 
a  note  on  it  that  a  mat  was  bought  at  the  same  time.  The 
boy  has  not  yet  come,  and  the  chemist  prepares  to  take  the 
promised  list,  and  asks  "What  name?"  and  is  answered,

Your  journals  come 
to  hand  with  great  regularity  and  are  much  appreciated." 

Cameeon  Logan. — We  have  received  a  letter  from  Mr. 
Arthur  Hanson,  Bradford,  in  regard  to  the  watch  scheme 
worked  by  a  man  called  J.  Cameron  Logan,  representing 
the  Union  Watch  Company,  Manchester.    We  have  pub- 
lished several  warning  notes  about  the  scheme  during  the 
past  few  years,  and  now  quote  Mr.  Hanson's  outline  of  it : 
"  The  idea  was  to  have  three  or  four  watches — rolled 
gold  or  some  other  metal.    These  watches  were  to  be 
sold  at  12s.  each  to  customers  who  had  purchased  20s. 
worth  of  goods,  a  card  being  punched  whenever  a  pur- 
chase was  made.    The  company  would  print  15,000  hand- 
bills, advertising  on  one  side  the  watches  and  on  the 
other  side  any  of  my  preparations.    Boys  would  be  sent 
to  distribute  the  handbills.      I  had  to  buy  200  cards  to 
give  to  customers  who  wished  to  purchase  a  watch,  and 
also  to  buy  four  watches  to  begin  with.    Well,  I  parted 
with  my  money,  and  I  am  still  waiting  for  the  handbills, 
&c.    On  inquiry  I  find  other  Bradford  chemists  are  also 
waiting  for  their  handbills.    I  had  dismissed  the  affair 
from  my  mind  until  last  week,  when  I  received  a  postcard 
saying  that  a  man  named  J.  Cameron  Logan,  of  the  Union 
Watch  Company,  Manchester,  was  going  about  the  Leeds 
district  using  my  name  as  a  means  of  persuading  chemists 
that  it  was  worth  doing.    I  wrote  at  once  to  several  Leeds 
chemists  to  warn  them  and  I  shall  be  glad  if  you  will 
kindly  warn  others."

207/64.  Cherry. — The  compensation  awarded  to  a  lease- 
holder is  larger  than  that  given  to  a  tenant  whose  occu- 
pancy is  terminable  at  three  months'  notice.  You  will 
require  to  move  very  delicately  in  the  matter,  and  should 
only  act  through  a  solicitor  well  versed  in  it. 

205/35.  S.  J.  S. — We  do  not  think  any  Court  would 
hesitate  to  grant  an  injunction  against  a  former  employo 
who  advertises  that  he  makes  articles  of  the  same  name 
and  of  the  same  high-class  quality  prepared  from  the 
original  formulae.  Any  action  would  be  to  restrain  the 
ex-employe  from  continuing  his  present  form  of  advertise- 
ments, and  to  give  an  undertaking  not  to  associate  his  pro- 
ducts in  any  way  with  the  name  of  his  former  employers. 

205/60.  M .  P.  S. — There  is  no  law  to  prevent  you 
supplying  artificial  teeth  and  performing  dental  operations, 
and  so  long  as  you  do  not  state  that  you  are  specially 
qualified  to  do  so  you  will  not  infringe  Section  3  of  the 
Dentists  Act. 

204/48.  A.  C.  O.,  a,  qualified  chemist,  is  manager  of  the 
drug  department  of  an  industrial  co-operative  society  regis- 
tered as  a  limited  company.  The  Inland  Revenue  authori- 
ties have  informed  him  that  he  can  no  longer  sell  quinine- 
wine  B.P.  without  taking  out  a  sweets-licence.  Our 
correspondent  has  considered  himself  to  be  within  the  law, 
but  the  authorities  say  that  he  is  only  manager  of  the  shop 
for  the  society.  Which  is  right  ?  The  Inland  Revenue 
authorities.  At  the  end  of  1902  they  warned  all  shopkeepers 
who  are  not  chemists  that  a  sweets-licence  is  necessary  for 
the  sale  of  official  quinine-wine.  As  recently  noted  in 
these  columns,  the  authorities  are  now  strictly  interpreting 
the  law  as  regards  the  sale  of  spirituous  preparations  of  a 
medicinal  or  gwcm-medieinal  nature,  so  that  if  these  contain 
more  than  3  per  cent,  of  proof  spirit  and  are  directed  to 
be  used  in  the  manner  of  alcoholic  beverages,  or  are  usee) 
as  such  rather  than  as  medicines,  a  spirit-licence  is  re- 
quired for  their  sale.  In  the  case  of  at  least  one  stamped 
medicine  this  has  been  decided,  but  the  order  is  not  to  be 
enforced  until  October  31.  Compare  6'.  <£■  D.  Diary,  page

92/70.  S.G.S.  (Melbourne). — (1)  Essence  of  Anchovies.— 
Pound  1  lb.  of  anchovies  in  a  mortar,  add  4  oz.  of  vinegar, 
boil  for  a  few  minutes  and  pass  the  pulp  through  a  sieve. 
Add  to  the  portion  that  passes  through  the  sieve  2  oz.  of 
salt,  2  oz.  of  flour,  and  sufficient  water  to  make  of  the 
required  consistency ;  boil  for  a  few  minutes  and  bottle. 
The  colour  of  the  essence  is  sometimes  heightened  with 
annatto,  or  even  by  the  use  of  a  small  quantity  of  mineral 
colour,  such  as  "raddle."  (2)  Preparation  of  Ginger — 
When  the  stalk  of  the  ginger-plant  withers  the  rhizomes 
are  twisted  out  of  the  ground  with  a  fork.  The  rhizome, 
freed  from  soil,  is  thrown  into  water  and  is  then  ready 
for  peeling.  Peeling  is  done  by  hand,  and  the  problem  is 
not  to  take  off  too  thick  a  layer  of  skin,  or  the  flavour  is 
materially  deteriorated.  When  peeled  the  roots  are  thrown 
into  water  and  washed.  Lime-juice  is  sometimes  used  in 
the  wash-water.  After  washing,  the  rhizomes  are  dried 
in  the  sun.  A  tradition  exists  that  the  rhizome  is  then 
bleached  with  sulphur  or  chlorine  fumes,  but  such  ginger 
would  be  of  inferior  quality.  It  is  also  on  record  that 
ginger  used  to  be  whitewashed  to  improve  its  appearance.

To  these  prices  various  charges 
have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances 
greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  stock  the  goods. 
Qualities  of  drugs  and  oils  vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  are 
commanded  by  selected  qualities  even  in  bulk  quantities.  It 
would  be  unreasonable  for  retail  buyers  to  expect  to  get  small 
quantities  at  anything  like  the  prices  here  quoted.

ALTHOUGH  this  has  been  a  holiday-week  in  the 
produce-markets,  the  more  healthy  tone  which  we  have 
previously  noted  is  still  maintained,  and,  as  will  be  seen 
from  our  table  below,  a  few  staples  show  an  upward 
tendency ;  business,  however,  is  mostly  confined  to  small 
(parcels.  In  several  quarters  it  is  thought  that  an  advance 
will  be  seen  in  refined  camphor,  as  considerably  higher 
prices  have  been  paid  for  crude,  and  there  is  still  great 
^lncertainty  as  to  the  future  of  raw  material.  Senega  has 
been  sold  in  fair  quantities  for  shipment  and  on  the  spot 
at  advancing  prices  ;  new  cascara  sagrada  is  also  firmer  for 
arrival,  but  on  the  spot  the  article  is  very  quiet.  Gam- 
boge is  tending  higher,  and  the  recent  large  arrival  has 
been  almost  cleared.  Ipecacuanha  is  unaltered  and  slow  of 
sale.  Quinine  is  a  dead  letter,  and  coriander  and  fenu- 
greek seeds  are  dearer.  In  essential  oils  there  has  been 
.a  brisk  demand  for  American  HGH  peppermint,  chiefly 
•on  account  of  buying  orders  having  been  received  from 
the  United  States,  and  prices  have  advanced.  Star  ani- 
seed is  firm,  with  small  sales,  and  Sicilian  essences  have 
"been  in  good  inquiry,  especially  lemon  and  bergamot. 
Clove  and  cubeb  oils  are  rather  lower.  Subjoined  are  the 
principal  fluctuations  of  the  week  :

A  somewhat  better  tone  pervades  the  heavy-chemical 
market,  and  there  is  a  better  inquiry  for  practically  all 
classes  of  goods  on  both  prompt  and  forward  account.

Java  Quinine-tender. 

At  the  tender  of  Java  quinine  which  took  place  at 
Batavia  on  August  3,  7,452  kilos,  of  Ed.  II.  were  ottered,  of 
which  3,040  kilos,  sold  at  an  average  of  16gf.  per  kilo,  (about 
equal  to  6c.  Amsterdam  unit),  which  was  the  same  price 
paid  at  the  previous  tender.  The  next  tender  will  take 
place  at  Batavia  on  September  7. 

Italian  Olive  Oil. 

The  Milan  correspondent  of  the  "  Vossische  Zeitung " 
writes  that  the  olive-crop  of  1903-4  amounts  to  3.260,000 
hectolitres,  and  that  it  is  consequently  1,410,000  hi.  larger 
than  that  of  the  previous  year;  60,000  hi.  larger  than  that 
of  1901-2,  and  220,000  greater  than  that  of  a  normal  crop. 
The  Italian  olive-cultivation  is  increasing  slowly  but  surely. 
The  average  yield  per  hectare  was  1.29  hi.  larger  last  year 
than  in  the  previous  year,  and  0.18  hi.  larger  than  the 
average. 

Bermuda  Arrowroot. 

The  export  of  arrowroot  from  Bermuda  during  1903 
amounted  to  9  tons  9  cwt.,  valued  at  1.300/.,  against  11  tons 
12  cwt.  exported  in  1902,  valued  at  1,347/.  This  return 
points  to  a  rise  m  the  price  of  the  Bermuda  variety.  Thero 
is  one  arrowroot-factory  in  the  island,  which  is  equipped 
with  modern  plant,  and  is  capable  of  producing  a  large 
quantity  of  this  valuable  commodity.  The  arrowroot  manu- 
factured in  the  Colony  is  being  placed  on  the  markets  at 
the  present  date  in  attractive  packages,  and  in  small 
quantities,  with  distinctive  labels  as  to  origin,  and  it  is 
expected  that  the  demand  for  this  product  will  materially 
increase. 

Ichthyol  in  U.S.A. 

Ichthyol  ammonium  sulphate,  generally  known  in  phar- 
macy as  ichthyol,  was  held  by  the  Board  of  Customs  to  be 
free  of  duty  on  importation  as  "  ichthyol  "  provided  for  in 
par.  626.  Duty  had  been  assessed  at  25  per  cent,  ad  val. 
under  par.  3,  as  a  "  chemical  compound  "  or  under  par.  68 
as  a  "medicinal  preparation,"  on  the  ground  that  the 
ichthyol  provided  for  in  par.  626,  which  covers  various  oils, 
was  the  oil  of  ichthyol,  and  not  the  sulphonated  ammonium 
salt.  The  Board  held  that  the  term  "  ichthyol,"  as  used  in 
the  law,  covers  the  sulphonated  ammonium'  salt,  and  over- 
ruled the  assessment  of  duty. 


Otto  of  Rose. 

Mi-.  Fredk.  Boehm,  16  Jewry  Street,  London,  E.G.,  who- 
is  the  agent  for  Messrs.  Bontcheff  &  KidofF,  of  Kezanlik, 
distillers  of  the  B.  and  K.  green-seal  otto,  has  compiled  ait 
interesting  pamphlet  in  which  he  gives  some  valuable  infor- 
mation concerning  the  history,  production,  and  chemistry  o£ 
otto  of  rose  as  carried  on  in  Bulgaria.  The  remarks  on. 
the  harvesting  and  distillation  of  otto  will  be  read  with 
interest;  and  the  information  concerning  the  chemistry  of. 
the  product,  which  gives  useful  hints  in  regard  to  the 
sp.  gr. ,  optical  rotation,  index  of  refraction,  melting-point, 
and  ester- values,  will  enable  consumers  to  assure  themselves 
as  to  whether  they  are  obtaining  best  value  for  their  money.. 
The  pamphlet,  which  is  illustrated,  also  contains  a  series 
of  analyses  of  pure  and  adulterated  otto  by  Mr.  E.  J.  Parry, 
B.Sc,  F.I.C.,  and  concludes  with  a  few  statistics  of  approxi- 
mate yields  during  the  past  few  years.  It  may  be  noted1 
that  this  season's  otto  is  a  trifle  lower  in  melting-point  than 
usual. 

Areca. 

The  "Indian  Agriculturist"  reports  that  the  enormous- 
consumption  of  "  pan  "  in  Bengal  and  all  other  parts  of 
India  makes  the  imports  and  exports  of  areca  an  important- 
item  in  the  maritime  trade  of  Calcutta.  Last  year  the  total 
amount  from  foreign  ports  was  54,402,330  lbs.,  valued  at 
Rs.  24,13,353.  In  quantity  this  is  less  than  the  previous- 
year  by  1.2  per  cent.  The  decline  is  attributed  to  smaller 
crops  in  the  exporting  countries,  and  also  to  larger  quan- 
tities than  usual  having  been  shipped  from  the  Straits 
Settlements  to  China.  The  local  crops,  however,  must  also- 
have  been  good,  for  Calcutta  received  less  from  Bombay 
(it  is  never  much),  and  sent  away  a  very  much  larger 
quantity  to  coast  ports.  No  less  than  36j  million  pounds 
went  to  coast  ports,  or  an  increase  of  5.6  per  cent.  :  of  this 
quantity  as  much  as  33  million  pounds  went  to  Burma. 

"  Wood  Turpentine." 

In  his  report  on  the  trade  of  Savannah,  the  British  ConsuF 
states  that  "  by  new  processes  of  production  what  is  called' 
'  wood  turpentine  ' — that  is,  a  somewhat  inferior  quality  of 
spirit  of  turpentine — is  now  being  manufactured  in  the 
Southern  States  from  pine  knots,  roots,  &c,  which  sources- 
of  supply  have  hitherto  been  allowed  to  go  to  waste  in 
abandoned  pine-lands.  The  new  industry,  as  yet,  is  only  in 
the  experimental  stage,  but  it  is  being  watched  with  in- 
terest by  naval-store  dealers,  who  hope  that  an  article 
produced  in  this  way  may  be  useful  in  the  industrial  arts, 
where  cheaper  grades  are  utilisable  and  where  it  is  not 
necessary  to  use  the  high-standard  qualities  of  spirit  of. 
turpentine,  which  so  far  can  only  bo  obtained  by  distilling' 
the  pure  gum  of  the  pine-tree."  The  exports  of  spirit  of 
turpentine  from  the  ports  of  the  consular  district  of  Savan- 
nah from  1901  to  1903  were  as  follows  :

Bandong  Quinine-factory. 

The  Bandong  Quinine-factory  have  declared  a  dividend 
of  10  per  cent,  on  the  ordinary  shares  and  a  dividend  of 
14fl.  on  each  founder's  share.  The  annual  report,  which  has 
just  been  issued,  states  that  Mr.  van  Leersum  resigned  his 
post  as  manager  last  year,  and  has  been  succeeded  by  Mr. 
S.  Camphuis.  The  total  amount  of  bark  worked  up  during" 
1903  was  98,707  kilos.,  which  contained  5,025  kilos,  of 
quinine.  Of  this  quantity  the  Medical  Department  received 
4,860  kilos,  of  quinine  sulphate  and  756  kilos,  of  quinine- 
hydrochloride.  The  remainder  was  sold,  partly  privately  and 
partly  by  public  tender.  The  tone  at  the  sales  by  tender 
was  very  irregular,  and  the  amount  sold  totalled  6,511. 
kilos.,  but  at  the  beginning  of  1904  the  tone  improved,  and 
the  entire  stock  has  been  sold  at  satisfactory  prices. 

Messrs.  Tiedeman  &  van  Kerchem  have  continued  to  act 
in  the  capacity  of  agents,  and  the  sales  were  attended  by- 
Mr.  P.  van  Leersum  as  representative  of  the  Government. 
The  total  results  of  the  manufacture  were  fairly  satisfactory, 
and  for  1904  contracts  have  been  placed  for  about  50,000 
kilos.,  which  is  enough  to  keep  the  works  going  at  their 
present  capacity  throughout  the  year.  The  sum  of  ll,865fl. 
has  been  used  for  the  upkeep  of  the  buildings  and  plant, 
and  for  the  cost  of  rebuilding  40,000fl.  has  been  set  aside. 
The  value  of  the.  plant  in  the  real  estate  is  218,300fL,  andi 
of  the  stock  11,88311.  The  total  capital  is  265,000n.,  which 
leaves  38,000tl.  for  working  capital,  and  this  is  considered 
sufficient  for  present  purposes.  The  net  profit  for  the  year 
amounts  to  66,206fl.,  which,  after  considerable  "writing-off" 
of  various  items,  leaves  24,6009.,  out  of  which  the  dividends 
already  noted  above  are  to  be  paid.  Some  capital  which, 
has  not  yet  been  called  up  will  shortly  be  asked  for.
